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Dear Bidder, 


After more than ten auction sessions spanning the last five years, dedicated either in whole or part to its holdings, 
the Cape Coral name has established itself as the pinnacle of quality in World Crowns, featuring some of the finest 
pieces ever to come to market. In August 2016, we debuted the Collector’s cabinet of Multiple Talers. This event not 
only set numerous records for various types, both in terms of grade and price but also piqued the interest of Taler 
collectors worldwide, leaving them wondering what other jewels lay waiting for auction. Now, six years later, we are 
proud to present the first of three installments of the astounding Cape Coral Collection of German Coins. 


Undoubtedly the finest assemblage of German Talers ever amassed by a private collector, bidders will be hard- 
pressed to find more than a handful of lots ranking below choice to gem; however, even those few are preserved far 
better than what is usual for their individual types. Many of the coins within this collection are pedigreed from some 
of the most famous names in the hobby, including Brand, Bottcher, KohImoos, Millennia, Goodman, and Grundy, 
returning numerous showpieces to the market for the first time in decades. 


The chosen highlights across all four covers of this catalog make it abundantly clear that these German Talers had 
a special place in the Collector’s heart. This first installment shows absolute and conditional rarities from Anhalt, 
Augsburg, Baden, Bavaria, Brandenburg, Brunswick, Frankfurt, Hamburg, and Hessen, to name a few—with no 
fewer than a dozen pieces certify at MS67, with over 65 each in MS66 and MS65. Collectors will have no difficulty 
pinpointing gems from some of the most beloved subsets in the broader German series: classical themes relating 
to the trials and travails of the Thirty Years’ War, the vibrant 17th- and 18th-century mining industry in the Harz 
Mountains, and numerous anniversaries for the Reformation and Augsburg Confession. Examples of each include a 
vibrantly iridescent “Bell” Taler of August the Younger from Brunswick-Wolfenbuttel (MS64); three “Willow Tree” Talers 
from Hesse-Cassel (all choice or better); a gorgeous run of “Mining” Talers from the reigns of Hannoverian Kings 
George II and Ill of England; and undoubtedly one of the nicest extant 1717 Frankfurt bicentenary of the Reformation 
Talers (MS65). 


Though nearly every coin is a highlight on its own, we feel that the following pieces deserve special mention. At the 
forefront of the sale is the finest-certified 1679 Taler of the “Great Elector” Friedrich Wilhelm of Brandenburg, graded 
an astounding MS66 from NGC. Next is a similarly fine one-year emission from the regency of Christiane Charlotte 
for her son Karl Wilhelm Friedrich of Brandenburg-Ansbach, followed by a near-gem 1712 Taler from Brandenburg- 
Bayreuth, and a breathtaking, census-topping MS67 1819 Taler of Maximilian | (IV) of Bavaria. A Prooflike MS66 Taler 
of 1738 from Hohenlohe-Kirchberg deserves further attention, as this type was missing from the Brand, Goodman, 
and Erlanger collections. 


Few occasions within numismatics deserve the epithet “once-in-a-lifetime,” though that is entirely the case with this 
collection. Within these pages, collectors of all ranks will gain a fuller grasp and appreciation of the broader series 
while hopefully acquiring a new “star” to form the cornerstone of their cabinets. Having established the Cape Coral 
name in 2016 with the Cape Coral Collection of Multiple Talers, each subsequent installment of this Collector’s 
holdings brings the same excitement and anticipation as before, and we do not doubt that this sale will be the talk 
of the hobby for decades to come. If we can do anything to help you better share in this experience, please do not 
hesitate to let us Know.

Peak- 
grade and incredibly desirable as such, displaying an even satin luster that 
thoroughly dresses the surfaces. While occasionally available in fine con- 
ditional states, most examples have seen fairly extensive circulation, with 
half of NGC’s certified population for the type being in Details grades.

Presently unsurpassed at either grading 
service, the piece finds itself fully interwoven in iridescent tone, creating 
a wonderful play of colors that reaches its crescendo on the reverse.

A full two points 
above the next finest at NGC, it is hard not to be captivated by the coin’s 
obverse—a sunset center framed by cobalt and violet accenting tone along 
the margins. Easily an offering one could see with an added “plus.”

Celebrating the yield of the Holzappel mine. A thoroughly scarce emis- 
sion regardless of condition, and yet one which, when found so pristinely 
preserved as that on offer here, proves absolutely jaw-dropping. Already a 
relatively short-lived principality from a numismatic perspective, that any 
issue passed down through the centuries so virtually perfect as this is quite 
simply stunning, a serene brilliance behind mottled tone suggesting that it 
was produced from exceptionally fresh dies, and secreted away not long 
after striking. To date we have handled only one example previously—an 
MS63, which brought $2232 in 2014—-with the type apparently missing 
from both the Brand and K6hlmoos collections.

Among the better-known 19th-century Proofs 
within the German series, and yet, nevertheless, one that proves so utterly 
captivating that it is a wonder it was not awarded a “star” for outstand- 
ing eye appeal. The first date for Leopold Friedrich’s Vereinstaler with a 
recorded mintage of just 26,808 pieces, a rich combination of merlot and 
violet overlays this specimen’s surfaces, with a pull-away russet and pearl 
tone at the legends. At present, the sole example at PCGS, and only the 
second we have ever offered.

PCGS, Berlin mint, KM14, Dav-509, J-96. Expressing a most wondrous 
watery resplendence hosting fully frosted devices and precise legends sil- 
houetted in hues of amber and burnt sienna.

NGC, Stolberg mint, KM26, Dav-1909, Sch6n-7 (this coin), Mann-493. 
A beautiful and virtually Prooflike rendition of this one-year, so-called 
Senioratstaler, rendered with such care and precision as to prove unde- 
niably captivating. Remaining one of just two certified, and the only in 
Mint State, we have handled a single representative previously. Likely 
better-struck than either of the two examples in the Ernst Otto Horn Col- 
lection, what is truly phenomenal about the offering is the sleekness and 
depthless pondlike reflectivity of its surfaces—indeed, we have been able 
to locate just a single other example described with a similar finish, part of 
Henry Chapman’s December 1921 sale of the John Story Jenks Collection 
(lot 3662), the type moreover missing from the Brand Collection (which 
only contained an example of Dav-1910). Arrayed across this shimmering 
canvass is a smoky lilac patina framed by peach-gold highlights along the 
legends, creating a visual allure that will astound even the most seasoned 
German collector.

A 
supremely charming emission, produced in commemoration of Swedish 
King Gustav II Adolf (Gustavus Adolphus), who championed the Prot- 
estant cause during the Thirty Years’ War, and was ultimately killed at 
the Battle of Lutzen in this same year. More often a type one hopes to 
find in at best problem-free AU grades, to locate a specimen so choice is 
quite simply a far-cry—a fact upheld by the existence of a single MS65 
finer in NGC’s census. Crisp to the extreme, with a profusion of the flow 
lines in the fields which is an instant trademark of high-quality type 
representatives.

For all intents and purposes, a flawless coin—a statement which should 
carry an enormous weight for any emission of the 17th century. Indeed, 
one could inspect this representative for hours and hardly come away dis- 
appointed—fiow lines cluster near to the raised elements, creating a spec- 
tacular sheen for golden luster to silhouette these elements. Contained 
areas of die rust offer one of the few hints that this piece was not minted 
from fresh dies, a fact which, however, has not caused it to suffer in the 
least. For comparison, we have offered only one example previously, an 
MS62 which brought $2040 in November 2020.

With the name and titles of Leopold I. A 
remarkably immaculate presentation even for its already peak certified 
grade, with hardly a mark of any singular significance discernable even 
with the aid of a loupe. Perhaps only the most inconsequential chatter in 
the open field to the right of the Imperial pinecone bounds the certification, 
a feature instantly off-set by the surface quality on the whole, which radi- 
ates a glassy sheen with clear die polish around the double-headed eagle.

The obvious work of a skilled engraver, with 
each meticulous detail embossed upon the argent planchet, featuring un- 
usually strong scales to the breastplate, making this example sure to be a 
prize among any collection of Baden issues.

Save for a few planchet imperfections, which are very much the norm for 
this 17th-century Gulden, it is hardly a stretch to say that the present offer- 
ing is very nearly unimprovable. Its surfaces, strikingly original and free 
from handling, are bathed in an extraordinary iridescent chroma, oscillat- 
ing from cobalt to apricot to magenta. It is truly incredible that we have 
the opportunity to offer two representatives of this type-date in such nearly 
identical visual quality and this conditional level.

While the trademark flatness of strike is present over the 
highpoints of St. Andrew’s beard and hands, any comparison with other 
representatives essentially falls by the wayside there, a combination of 
flow lines and die polish decorating the fields and providing a slightly tex- 
tured backdrop to waves of cartwheel luster. Although only two examples 
of the date have yet been certified across NGC and PCGS combined, it is 
especially telling that the next finest is only an AUS8.

Markedly strong in the 
strike, weakness—usually a trademark for the issue—is incredibly limited 
over the motifs, which find themselves dressed in an even silty patina with 
golden accents along the outer registers. For the sake of completeness, we 
would note that we have handled a single MS63 graded finer.

An immensely engaging type from the early stages of the 
Thirty Years’ War, minted from silver plundered from the cathedral trea- 
sury of Paderborn. Commonly known as the Pffafenfeindtaler (“Enemy 
of the Pope Taler”), Christian intended such coins to be used to pay for 
the services of Protestant Swedish troops, leaving remarkably few to sur- 
vive down to the present in any sort of meaningful condition—indeed, 
the specimen on offer here remains the only yet recognized in Mint State. 
Typically die shifted to the reverse, the coin retains an excellent surface 
luminosity, highlighted by a gold patina over otherwise battleship-gray 
color.

Thanks to the prolific production of the silver mines in the 
Harz Mountains, however, Friedrich Ulrich was able to largely avoid this 
economic crisis in his own realm, with the coins, down to the Duke’s per- 
sonal motto—Deo et Patria (“For God and Fatherland”)—inspiring copies 
throughout the neighboring states. Even lacking in striking weakness over 
the Wildman, this piece, bathed in a golden glassy luster, is a miracle of 
survivorship, and unsurprisingly the sole finest yet recognized.

Dear Bidder, 


Welcome to the first installment of the Historical Scholar Collection, where we present some of the most valuable 
pieces alongside some of the most beautiful and interesting. Featured here in its own catalog to be followed by several 
Showcase auctions over the next year, the collector behind this cabinet had three goals while curating this collection, 
that, at times, complemented each other or were completely independent. The first was to do a deep dive into specific 
issues, such as the denarii and tetradrachms of Marc Antony and Cleopatra. The intention, it seems, was to present 
the coins in a way that displayed as many dies as possible; we’ve chosen two of the most attractive denarii and one 
tetradrachm for this sale to represent this exceptionally popular series. Another goal was to seek out pieces with 
specific historical significance: we see this in the Octavian and Julius Caesar portrait aureus, struck for Octavian’s 
Consulship months after Caesar’s assassination; the billon nummus of Constantine the Great with serpent and 
labarum, struck likely to symbolize the victory of Christianity over evil; and two Roman Provincial bronzes — Cadmus 
gifting the alphabet to the Greeks, and the Judgement of Paris. The final purpose of the collection was to showcase 
the incredible artistry of the ancient engravers through high-grade examples of some of the most beautiful types. We 
see this admirably displayed with the Greek tetradrachms. 


The collection in general has an abundance of gold and electrum to offer, including, in addition to the aforementioned 
issue of Octavian and Caesar, aurei of Augustus, Tiberius, Claudius, Nero, Vespasian, Trajan, Hadrian, and others. The 
Greek world offers a Ptolemy Il tetradrachm, Mint State Persian daric, Diodotus | Bactrian stater, and an array of hectes 
from lonia and Lesbos. And finally, the Lydian Kingdom continues its strong showing in our auctions with a wonderful 
run of inscribed Walwet fractions and later Croesus uninscribed fractions in electrum and silver. 


Some of the other individual highlights not to be missed are the Marc Antony and Octavian aureus, certified AU by 
NGC; Leo VI solidus with the first appearance of the Virgin Mary on a coin; Caligula aureus with Divus Augustus; and 
the Fine Style Domitian aureus with Parthian presenting a standard. The perennially popular Tyrian shekel series is 
well-represented by six examples for your consideration, including a Millennium issue (dated Year 1BC/AD 1) and a 
Crucifixion issue (dated AD 33/4). 


Also included in this sale is an incredible selection of denarii from the Mauretanian Kingdom. Somewhat scarce as a 
series as one usually only encounters a piece or two when any appear in a collection, but here we offer not only seven 
different examples, but they all are worthy of attention for their eye appeal. The Juba Il and Cleopatra Selene specimen 
is exceptionally nice combining both incredible toning and a pedigree dating back to the Banasa Hoard of 1907. Two 
others display the always desirable crocodile motif. 


Following on the heels of an unusually well-represented run of imitative gold solidi of the Visigoths and Ostrogoths, 
minted in the names of Zeno, Valentinian, and Libius Severus come 8 “regal” tremisses in the names of the Visigothic 
kings of Spain. Numerous specimens have certified Mint State with NGC, most notably three largely unpublished 
issues from the joint reign of Egica and Wittiza. These form the tail end of what is one of the most exciting selections 
of early medieval coinage we have offered in recent years, focusing primarily on the issues of Anglo-Saxon England. 
Headlined by an incredible portrait penny of Offa and capped by two pennies of Harold Il, bidders will have no trouble 
finding pieces which couple excellent strikes with historic provenances—many being plate coins, some of which are 
among only a handful of known examples. While a small component of this selection, we would be remiss without 
mentioning the strong selection of early French pieces, led by a portrait denier of Charlemagne. 


We hope you enjoy the selections in this sale and look forward to several showcase auctions to be offered over the 
next year.

The silver tetradrachms of Leontini show a notable progress of artistic 
styles throughout the fifth century, beginning with archaic depictions of 
a walking quadriga similar to issues of Sicily, to a highly stylized Apollo 

head ofa “mannerist” style, to the final evolution seen with this beautiful 
issue of circa 435-430 BC, depicting Apollo in a highly refined and natu- 

ralistic form. Leontini’s reliance on agriculture instead of sea trade is re- 

flected with the barley corns surrounding the central lion on the reverse.

The last independent king of Macedon, Perseus inherited the throne from 
his father Philip V after the latter had his pro-Roman son Demetrius ex- 
ecuted. Thus the tone was set from the outset of his reign for an eventual 
clash, which proved fatal to the Antigonid monarchy and Macedonian 
independence. Perseus skillfully rebuilt the Macedonian army and a net- 
work of marriage alliances during the first years of his reign, which the 
Romans watched with rising alarm. The Third Macedonian War broke 
out in 171 BC, and for a time Perseus employed guerrilla tactics which 
gave him the initiative and kept the Romans on their heels. Like his fa- 
ther, though, he chose to risk all in a single pitched battle at Pydna and 
lost badly to the Roman general Lucius Aemilius Paullus. Perseus surren- 
dered and was allowed to live out his life in comfortable captivity in Rome; 
the Macedonian Kingdom was divided into four theoretically autonomous 
Republics which were soon subsumed into direct Roman rule. The coinage 
of Perseus is one of the more attractive of the Hellenistic series.

Omphale was a legendary queen of Lydia whose year-long interlude as 
the “dominatrix” mistress of the Greek hero Heracles presented ancient 
writers and artists an opportunity for erotic expression. After murdering 
his friend Iphitus in a drunken rage, Hercules was commanded by the 
Delphic Oracle to report to Omphale. They ordered him to serve her as 
an enslaved person and perform labors, similar to those he completed 
while serving Eurystheus. Omphale reportedly humiliated Heracles by 
making him wear women’s clothing and spin wool, stereotypical female 
roles. Meanwhile, she wore his Nemean lion headdress and held his club, 
as depicted on this lovely electrum hecte. After a time, Omphale freed 
Heracles and “married” him in the Eastern fashion. There was an ele- 
ment of sexual role reversal in the narrative that both amused and titil- 
lated the ancients.

Lydia was the first kingdom of the ancient world to make widespread use 
of the newly invented medium of coinage. Previously, city-states along 
the Anatolian coast had experimented with pre-weighing nuggets of 
electrum and marking them with various abstract designs. Alyattes, who 
founded the Lydian Kingdom circa 619 BC, standardized the striking of 
coins on a wide scale and used as an obverse design an image of the sun

Although coin portraiture is commonly thought to be a Hellenistic inven- 
tion, the first true portraits actually appeared in Lycia in the late Classical 
period, under the dynasts who ruled nominally as suzerains of the Per- 
sian Great King. Little is known about Mithrapata, who exercised control 
circa 390-370 BC, but his remarkable coin portraits, which show him on 
a human scale and with remarkable realism, offer a few intriguing hints. 
Unlike earlier Lycian dynasts, he does not wear the bashlyk, a Persian 
cap worn as a symbol of satrapal power, nor does he sport any godlike 
attributes. This could suggest Mithrapata had declared his independence 
of the Persian Empire, or that he favored Greek over Persian sensibilities.

Ascending to the throne at the mere age of 10, Antiochus V, along with his 
regent Lysias, faced two major foreign policy issues: relations with Rome 
and the war in Judaea. Antiochus V was forced to grant independence to 
the Jews, who had revolted against his father under Judas Maccabeus. 
Antiochus V took the throne only weeks after a decisive Seleucid defeat 
at the hands of the Jewish rebels, who promptly marched into Jerusalem 
and rededicated the Temple, now celebrated as the festival of Hanukkah. 
There was in fact little Antiochus or Lysias could have done to prevent 
the continuing dismemberment of the Seleucid state. The kingdom's army 
essentially only existed with Roman permission, and the failure of Lysias 
to prevent the assassination of the Roman ambassador to Antioch Octa- 
vius in 162 BC spelled doom for both him and his young ward Antiochus.

This coin is a testament to the many languages spoken in the Kingdom 
of Mauretania during the period of Juba’s rule. The obverse legend is in 
Latin, a nod to the kingdom’s status as a vassal of Rome. Juba, who had 
grown up in Rome and fought on Augustus’ side at Actium, was a per- 
sonal friend of the first emperor and named the new Mauretanian capital 
Caesarea in his honor. The reverse legend honors Juba’s wife Cleopatra, 
daughter of Mark Antony and Cleopatra of Egypt, and is written in Greek 
in an allusion to her mother’s Ptolemaic Greek heritage. Though Latin 
and Greek were the languages that appeared on Juba’s coinage, neither 
were the colloquial tongues of everyday life in his kingdom. The main 
language of the common population was Berber, which, despite nearly 
twenty centuries of rule by Latin and Arabic speakers, has survived to the 
present day. The second language of the kingdom was Punic, a Semitic 
tongue that was a remnant of six-hundred years of Carthaginian rule and 
still enjoyed a large number of speakers in the first century AD.

The Banasa Hoard, deposited around AD 20-24, was found in 1907 near 
modern day Souk-el Arbaa, 120 km northeast of Rabat, Morocco. The 
hoard was previously said to be from Alkazar (El Ksar El Kebir), 70 km 
south of Tangier and hence is occasionally referred to as the El Ksar 
Hoard. The group contained approximately 4000 silver coins and one 
bronze. A substantial number of the coins now reside in public collec- 
tions, principally in London, Paris, Berlin, Athens, New York and Algiers, 
while most of the coins that remained in private hands ended up in French 
collections, as would be expected.

The confusion around the reign of Diodotus I, including his coinage, mir- 
rors a greater lack of understanding of the events of central Asia during 
the middle decades of the 3rd century BC. The Seleucid king Antiochus 
II, in whose name this coin was minted, was primarily concerned with his 
possessions in the Levant and Asia Minor, and he neglected the eastern 
satrapies - Parthia, Aria, Bactria, etc. His death in 246 BC triggered 
the Third Syrian War, in which the Seleucids suffered a massive defeat 
to Ptolemaic Egypt, losing Palestine and many thousands of men. The 
war meant that Seleucid armies were occupied with western affairs for 
five years, and ambitious Greek satraps in the East saw their chance to 
throw off Seleucid domination. The Parthian satrap Andragoras revolted 
against the Seleucids in 246 BC, minting his own coinage with his name 
and governing independently until he himself was killed and his territory 
conquered by the Parni, who later conquered all of Seleucid Persia as 
“the Parthians.” The chronology of Diodotus is more complicated and 
the facts are murkier. While Andragoras certainly intended his revolt to 
mean complete independence from the start, Diodotus likely fashioned 
himself early on as a kind of semi-independent governor that neverthe- 
less was still in the Seleucid sphere. He was probably appointed satrap of 
Bactria in the mid-250s BC, and due to the far-flung nature of his prov- 
ince, was able to exert a certain level of independence, which included 
striking coins such as this piece with his own portrait but the name of 
Antiochus. It is likely, but not certain, that like Andragoras, Diodotus 
used the utter Seleucid defeat in Syria and Palestine to assert full inde- 
pendence, and perhaps the outbreak of the war with the Ptolemies was 
the moment that Diodotus’ coinage abandoned the name of the now-dead 
Seleucid king Antiochus LI in favor of his own. Thus, though the period 
provides uncertainty, this issue was likely struck while Diodotus was sa- 
trap but before the Third Syrian War, since it does not bear his name, 
placing this coin ca. 255-246 BC.

After decades of abuses heaped by the Romans upon the denizens of Ju- 
daea, the Jews were ripe for revolt. In AD 66, the Procurator Gessius 
Florus summarily seized 16 talents of silver from the Jerusalem temple. A 
massive protest by the citizens brought a typically brutal Roman response 
and more than 3,000 Jews were slain. Pleas for calm by the client King, 
Agrippa II, fell on deaf ears as the city and countryside rose in full-scale 
revolt. Florus and the Roman garrison were driven from the city; an at- 
tempt by the legate of nearby Syria to put down the rebellion led to the 
loss of an entire Legion, XI Fulminata, and consternation in Rome. Once 


freed of the Romans, Jerusalem temple authorities began striking their 


own silver coinage - the first time that a sovereign Jewish government 
had done so. 


The mint was likely located within the Temple complex and the silver pro- 
vided by the stockpiles of Tyrian shekels kept in the treasury. Mintage 
was carefully controlled for weight, fineness and the legends each coin 
carried. The coins featured Jewish symbolism dating back centuries and 
slogans (“For the Freedom of Jerusalem”, “For the Redemption of Zion”’) 
that showed the leaders of the rebellion well understood how to use coins 


for mass communication. Workmanship in the manufacture of these thick 


shekels and half-shekels (smaller silver fractions were also struck in tiny 
numbers) was unusually high, given the wartime conditions under which 
they were created. Coins were dated to the year the revolt started; coins 
dated Year I (AD 66/7) are considered scarce, with about 120-150 re- 
corded specimens; Years 2 and 3 (AD 67-69) are relatively common, with 
known examples in the low hundreds, Year 4 issues quite rare (about 
40 known examples), and Year 5 (AD 70) the rarest of all, with a dozen 
“regular” issues and 14 of “irregular” shekels recorded.

This impressive bronze was struck at Colonia Pia lulia Paterna, the location of which is not known, though finds suggest the far shore of the Cap Bon 

peninsula opposite Carthage (perhaps the city Curubis). It names two men: P. Gavius Casca (perhaps IV Viri of the colony) and P. Cornelius Dolabella, 

proconsul and seemingly grandson of the more famous Dolabella of the Imperatorial age. This Dolabella was also well known as he restored peace to 

Africa by killing the Numidian brigand Tacfarinas. The reverse legend is of some interest: PERMIS indictaes the coin was issued by the permission of 
Tiberius, and D D shows it was minted by decree of the decurions, the councilors who ran the local government. These men were usually ex-magistrates 

- wealthy men of good reputation - who were eligible to serve as decurions for life. The seated Mercury may refer to the Cap Bon, the Promunturium 

Mercurii, as Echkel and Miiller suggest.

This coin displays the famous mythological scene known as “The Judgement of Paris” - a competition between three formidable goddesses: Hera the 
Queen of the Gods, Athena the goddess of War, and Aphrodite the goddess of Love. To settle this competition Paris was chosen to pick the fairest of them 
all. Each of the goddesses tried to bribe Paris while he was “inspecting” them. Hera vowed him power. Athena offered him wisdom and military prow- 
ess. And finally, Aphrodite promised him Helen, the world’s most beautiful woman, an offer he couldn't turn down. Aphrodite was awarded the winning 
trophy, the golden apple, which became an attribute forever connected to the goddess. The result of this competition would kick off the events that led 
to the Trajan war and the eventual fall of Troy.

Few ancient coins are as historically significant as this one, which must 
rank with the famous Noah’s Ark issues of Apameia. The reverse type on 
this coin celebrates the moment when the Greeks received an alphabet 
from the Phoenicians. It was a watershed event for the Greeks, who had 
lost the memory of the Minoan and Mycenean written languages of “Lin- 
ear A” and “Linear B”. The reintroduction of written language allowed 
for the oral traditions and stories to survive and be spread throughout the 
Mediterranean. The application of this new written alphabet, complete 
with vowels, paired with the Greek spoken language allowed for there 
to be a collective history that could withstand beyond an individual's 
lifetime and survive for millennia. With this alphabet they were able to 
the write down their mythology, literature, philosophy, plays, astronomy, 
medicine, and any other form of study or creation to be recorded in per- 
manent form. The oral tradition of the Homeric Age was no longer the 
only substantial method of retaining cultural milestones. This coin is thus 
of great importance, for it depicts Cadmus, eldest son of Agenor, king of 
Tyre, giving a scroll of the alphabet to a procession of four Greeks. This 
extremely rare and highly interesting issue explicitly names the figures 
and represents the legend as recorded in Herodotus 5.58: 


“The Phoenicians who came with Cadmus-amongst whom were the 
Gephyraei-introduced into Greece, after their settlement in the 
country, a number of accomplishments, of which the most impor- 
tant was writing, an art till then, I think, unknown to the Greeks. 
At first they used the same characters as all the other Phoenicians, 
but as time went on, and they changed their language, they also 
changed the shape of their letters. At that period most of the Greeks 
in the neighborhood were Ionians; they were taught these letters by 
the Phoenicians and adopted them, with a few alterations, for their 
own use, continuing to refer to them as the Phoenician characters- 
as was only right, as the Phoenicians had introduced them.”

In the myth of the founding of Rome, Aeneas was the child of Venus and Anchises. With the fall of Troy, Aeneas, a Trojan warrior, was ordered by the 
gods to flee with a group of people including his father and son, lulus. After Aeneas’ own “Odyssey” through the Mediterranean, he landed in Italia, and 
his legacy would become the founding of Rome and his descendants would be Romulus and Remus. With this coin’s imagery, Julius Caesar refers to the 
mythical founding of Rome and was used to link Julius Caesar’s lineage to Iulus, then Aeneas, and finally to Venus. Caesar also used the obverse of this 
coin to lay claim to the goddess Venus over his opponent of the time, Pompey the Great. The reverse refers to the moment Aeneas fled Troy, carrying his 
father to safety with him. This story was later immortalized in Virgil’s Aenead, under the auspices of Augustus, who used this story to link himself, by 


extension of his adoption by Julius Caesar, to the founding of Rome.

A goal of many collectors of the Roman series is to obtain a portrait set 
of the first Twelve Caesars in gold aurei. The main impediment to as- 
sembling such a set is the difficulty in obtaining the very first portrait, 
Julius Caesar. While relatively plentiful in silver and bronze, actual por- 
traits of Caesar in gold are surprisingly scant, with likely fewer than 50 
of all known types extant. The type struck closest to Caesar’s lifetime 
is the present example, issued by his grand-nephew and adoptive heir 
Octavian; the coin was likely struck at a military mint in southern Gaul 
upon his assumption of the Consulship in July 43 BC (since the obverse 
titles omit any reference to the yet-to-be-formed Second Triumvirate with 
Marc Antony and Lepidus, the type cannot have been struck in 40 BC 
as asserted in Calico). The portrait of Caesar on the reverse makes no 
reference to his pending deification, but repeats his names and titles as 
they stood upon his assassination, on 15 March 44 BC. The portrait is 
accurately realistic and shows the great dictator as a prematurely aged 
man of 54, with sunken jowls and a long turkey-like neck. All other por- 
trait gold coins depicting Caesar, all excessively rare, were struck much 
longer after his death and sport more idealized portraits.

Apart from this rare issue, the moneyer L. Servius Rufus is otherwise 
unknown. The obverse had traditionally been assigned to Ser. Sulpicius 
Rufus, responsible in part for raising the siege of Tusculum, which would 
link to the reverse of the aureus of this issue, showing a view of the city 
(Crawford 515/la). However, since this moneyer is Servius and not Sul- 
picius, Crawford notes there is not solid ground for this identification, 
as well as the portrait is remarkably similar to that of Brutus on coinage 
minted the previous year. There is no reason for a moneyer not to choose 
a portrait of someone who was not a relative, and the practice is well 
attested to gain political sympathy for a cause. Crawford concludes the 
portrait is Brutus, and the moneyer was linking his cause to the anti-Tri- 
umviral sentiments of Sallust in the bellum Catilinae, written ca. 42 BC.

Following the murder of Julius Caesar, power fell into the hands of Marc 
Antony, Caesar’s loyal lieutenant and commander of cavalry. However, 
Antony’s position was soon challenged from an unexpected direction 
when Caesar's 18-year-old grand-nephew, Gaius Octavius, arrived in 
Rome to claim his legacy as Caesar’s heir. The youth proved unnatu- 
rally canny at securing the loyalty of Caesar's followers and undermining 
Antony's authority. By 43 BC, Octavian had actually induced the Senate 
to declare Antony a public enemy, but quickly reversed himself and struck 
a deal with Antony by which they would share supreme power with a 
third broker, Lepidus, with the ultimate aim of hunting down Caesar's 
assassins. With this task accomplished, Lepidus soon faded into the back- 
ground, leaving Octavian and Antony to rule the Roman world jointly for 
the better part of a decade until their inevitable falling out. This aureus, 
struck in mid-41 BC in the eastern half of the Empire ruled by Antony, 
putting the political situation in stark terms, with Antony and Octavian, 
still sporting youthful long sideburns, on opposite sides. While Antony 
occupies the dominant obverse, Octavian calls himself by the magical 
name Caesar linking himself forever to his adopted father’s lineage, cre- 
ating a title which would claimed by all future Roman emperors.

The last Ptolemaic ruler of Egypt, Cleopatra VII was born in 69 BC and 
succeeded her father Ptolemy XII Auletes in 51 BC. She soon faced a suc- 
cession crisis: Her weak-willed younger brother and co-ruler, Ptolemy 
XII, was dominated by a circle of courtiers who feared Cleopatra's keen 
intellect and resolute will. Consequently, they ousted and exiled her in 
48 BC, shortly before the Roman general Pompey the Great arrived in 
Alexandria fresh from his defeat by Julius Caesar at the battle of Phar- 
salus. Ptolemy ordered Pompey’s murder, but this only outraged Caesar, 
who showed up days later and occupied the royal palace. Cleopatra had 
herself wrapped in a carpet and smuggled into Caesar’s presence for a 
meeting. This display of spunk by the nubile 20-year-old enchanted the 
dictator. The two likely became lovers that night, and Caesar's bitter 
Alexandrine War, which ended in the defeat and death of Ptolemy XIII, 
was fought on her behalf: Caesar tarried a while longer in Egypt while 
Cleopatra conceived and bore him a son. Caesar returned to Rome in 47 
BC and summoned Cleopatra to join him the following year. She was thus 
in Rome when Caesar was murdered on 15 March 44 BC. Returning to 
Alexandria, she was summoned to meet the Triumvir Marc Antony at Tar- 
sus in 41 BC. Once again, a powerful Roman succumbed to Cleopatra's 
charms, and within a year she had borne Antony twins, a boy and a girl. 
In 37 BC, Cleopatra provided money and supplies in support of Antony's 
abortive invasion of Parthia and a punitive raid on Armenia the following 
year. Antony’s adoption of “barbaric” Egyptian customs, his increas- 
ing dependence on Cleopatra and his promise to bestow most of Rome's 
eastern possessions upon her and her children led his partner in power, 
Octavian, to declare war in 32 BC. Antony fought a lethargic campaign 
and suffered a heavy naval defeat at Actium in September, 31 BC, after 
which he and Cleopatra fled to Egypt. On Octavian’s approach in 30 BC, 
Antony committed suicide and Cleopatra followed suit days later, utiliz- 
ing the poisonous bite of the sacred asp.

Augustus’ large “bull coinage” struck at the Gallic mint of Lugdunum 
came at a time of aggressive expansion for the regime. The bull is a vi- 
sual reference to the city of Thurium in Lucania, to which Octavian’s 
household had a strong connection. While serving as Praetor, the father 
of Octavian, Gaius Octavius, led Roman forces to victory over a band 
of rebel slaves near Thurium in 60 BC. Probably in commemoration of 
this Victory, Octavius bestowed on his then three-year-old son the cogno- 
men Thurinus. Octavius died the following year and young Octavian soon 
dropped Thurinus from his name completely, but after his rise to power 
he recalled the familial connection by using a charging bull (the type used 
by Thurium in its Greek coinage of previous centuries) in its imagery.

Part of a larger series of Actium issues, this reverse type references the temple of Apollo at Actium which overlooked the sea 
where Octavian defeated the combined naval forces of Marc Antony and Cleopatra VII. The Actium series of coins was one of 
several tools used by Octavian to solidify his political legacy and celebrate his ‘divinely’ won victory over the Antonian-Ptol- 
emaic fleet. Soon after, he installed a monument dedicated to Mars, Neptune and Apollo on the very spot his tent previously 
rested; renovated the temple of Apollo; established a new city, Nicopolis, which connected several regional communities; and 
eventually founded the Actian games to take place in this new city.

This gold aureus bears a wonderful portrait of Claudius, fourth emperor 
of the Julio-Claudian dynasty. Son of the great general Drusus, and An- 
tonia, niece of the emperor Augustus, Tiberius Claudius Drusus seemed 
well-positioned when he was born in 10 BC. But a serious childhood ill- 
ness left him with a limp, a stammer, and other uncouth qualities that 
made him the black sheep of the Julio-Claudian dynasty. While these 
problems barred him from a political career, such exclusion also granted 
him immunity from the family’s murderous intrigues. Upon Caligula’s 
assassination in January, AD 41, Claudius was the sole surviving Julio- 
Claudian male and, when members of the Praetorian Guard found him 
cowering behind a curtain in the palace, they immediately acclaimed him 
as Emperor. Claudius astutely awarded the Praetorians a substantial bo- 
nus, and with 10,000 heavily armed soldiers backing him, he easily forced 
the Senate to accept him as the next princeps. Once installed, Claudius 
surprised everyone by ruling with intelligence and moderation. In AD 
43, he ordered the invasion and annexation of Britain, the first major 
addition of territory to the Empire since the days of Augustus. He chose 
provincial governors carefully and managed foreign relations with con- 
siderable skill. He erred only in his obsession with detail, his reliance on 
freedmen and cronies, and his atrocious taste in women. Messalina, his 
promiscuous third wife, ran wild as Empress and nearly brought down 
his regime with a sex-crazed conspiracy in AD 48. His next wife, Agrip- 
pina the Younger, used her wiles to enhance her own power and advance 
Nero, her son by a previous marriage, in the succession arrangements. 
This done, she fed Claudius a dish of poisoned mushrooms in October AD 
54, and brought his 13-year reign to an end. Despite many missteps and 
his unsavory demise, Claudius had been a fairly successful ruler and his 
regime set a pattern for the Flavians and the reigns that followed.

Few coins boast a level of historical importance and symbolism that 
compare with this example of Constantine. In the plentiful series of Con- 
stantine’s bronze coinage, this issue is extremely scarce, only struck for 
a brief period in late AD 327 and early AD 328. It was the first time that 
Constantine had struck a coin for circulation with a Christian symbol, 
the Chi-Rho. Constantine's long journey with Christianity was compli- 
cated, and we may never know what his true thoughts or beliefs about the 
faith were. Christian historians such as Eusebius were quick to attribute 
some of Constantine's early military victories to divine-will. In his biog- 
raphy of the emperor, Eusebius attributes Constantine's triumph over the 
staunchly pagan Maxentius at Milvian Bridge to a dream that revealed 
the Chi-Rho symbol to the emperor, who then placed it on the shields of 
his troops. 


There is certainly much to defend the claim that Constantine was a true 
Christian; his mother was zealously devout, he awarded incredible mon- 
etary privileges to the Church, and he often interfered in debates on in- 
tricate doctrinal matters, helping to write and approve the Nicene Creed 
of AD 325. But another school of thought claims that while Constantine 
looked favorably on Christianity throughout his reign and even may have 
called himself a Christian, he was still ultimately ambiguous about the 
faith, perhaps evidenced by the fact that he only received baptism on his 
deathbed in AD 337. 


Politics were certainly at play - the empire he finally gained full con- 
trol of in AD 324 was barely half Christian, with pagans still occupy- 
ing the majority of positions of power in both the political sphere and in 
the army. Constantine knew he had to tread carefully and thus refrained 
from pursuing any of the anti-pagan measures of his sons or their suc- 
cessors. The complicated political climate better explains the absence of 
Christian symbolism on Constantine's coinage, and even the Chi-Rho, 
which later developed an unambiguously Christian connotation, may not 
have alarmed pagans, at least in Constantine's time. 


Historian Richard Bruun has argued that in Constantine's lifetime, many 
pagans saw the Chi-Rho as merely Constantine’s personal badge, one 
he adopted after his victory at Milvian Bridge. Thus, this coin allowed 
for two interpretations, one for the pagans of the empire and one for the 
Christians, a duality that is true of many of Constantine's actions. The 
pagans of the empire would have seen Constantine's standard, identifi- 
able by the Chi-Rho, piercing a snake representing the defeated Licinius 
L. Christians would have held this coin and seen on the obverse a portrait 
of their savior, the man who had delivered them from the terrible perse- 
cutions of his predecessors. And on the reverse, they saw a prominent 
symbol of their faith triumphing over evil, a common interpretation of a 
snake in the Judeo-Christian tradition.

The armored three-quarter facing bust type seen on this solidus was an innovation by Constantius II that became the archetype for Late Roman and 
early Byzantine coinage struck at Eastern mints. Later die engravers took less care to produce a distinctive portrait, however, and from the reign of 
Arcadius onward the three-quarter imperial busts of this style became generic and virtually interchangeable, which was consistent with the evolution of 
the imperial image that occurred during the fourth century. During the Constantinian period (but one could argue this change began under Diocletian), 

the emphasis in imperial portraiture changed, both in sculpture and on coins, from the realism of the early empire to a focus on the trappings of power 
and the position of emperor itself, and thus imperial images grew ever more stylized. The shift of the portraiture on the coinage was a microcosm of the 
greater changes occurring in the empire, where the old Republican facade created by Augustus was discarded in favor of a new, more explicit version 

of absolute power that historians have labeled the Dominate.

The Visigoths were one of the most successful of the Germanic tribes that 
invaded the Roman Empire in the great migrations of the late fourth and 
early fifth centuries. Contrary to their typical depiction as uncivilized 
barbarians(along with the other German tribes), the Visigoths boasted an 
organized military force and a functional society capable of constituting 
a true kingdom. Driven south and west by the savage Huns, perhaps the 
only true barbarians of the period, the Visigoths entered imperial terri- 
tory in AD 376 as foederati - a client people of Rome within its borders 
that was expected to contribute men for the army. 


The agreement did not last, however, as the Goths rose up in AD 378, 
defeating the Romans and killing their emperor, Valens. The Visigoths 
again wreaked havoc under the leadership of Alaric, who marched his 
army around the Balkans and Italy, where they pillaged what they could, 
finally sacking Rome in AD 410; a dramatic sign of the weakened power 
of the Western Roman Empire that shocked contemporaries. However, 
after Alaric’s death, the federative relationship with Rome was some- 
what restored. In AD 418, the Visigoths established their own kingdom in 
southern Gaul with a capital at Toulouse, though in name it was still sub- 
ordinate to the emperor in Ravenna. During the long reign of Valentinian 
III, the Goths vacillated between allies and enemies of Rome. 


The Visigothic king Theoderic I, under whom this coin was struck, dealt 
the Romans and their Hunnic mercenaries a decisive defeat at Toulouse 
in AD 439, but in a sign of the rapidly changing political and military cli- 
mate that characterized the fifth century, Theoderic and his Goths played 
an instrumental role in the Roman-led coalition that defeated Attila and 
the Huns only twelve years later at Chalons, in AD 451. Thus, the role of 
the Goths during the period is complicated, and while they certainly ac- 
celerated the fall of Rome in the West, it must be remembered that their 
goal was always to be a part of and share in Rome’s wealth and power, 
not to destroy it.

Though this coin imitates a solidus of Valentinian ILI, a cruder style in- 
dicative of later imitative solidi places this issue at least ten years after 
Valentinian’s death, in AD 455. It is possible that the R-A legend in the re- 
verse fields is a reversed version of the Roman mintmark A-R for the city 
of Arles, which the Visigoths captured in AD 471. Another interpretation 
dates the coin still later, taking the R-A legend to mean “Rex Alaric” and 
attributing this coin several decades later to the reign of the Visigothic 
king Alaric II (AD 484-507).

After deposing his former friend and ally Majorian, the Master of Sol- 
diers Ricimer deliberated for three months before appointing a shadowy 
character named Libius Severus to the vacant West Roman throne. His 
accession is recorded as occurring on 19 November AD 461. His most 
compelling qualifications for office seem to have been his lack of any 
real ambition and a willingness to do whatever Ricimer asked of him. 

The Eastern Roman emperor, Leo I, refused to recognize Severus and re- 
garded the Western Roman throne as empty for the duration of the reign. 

However, Ricimer commanded enough loyal soldiers that the Eastern re- 
gime could do little more than take umbrage and wait for the apparently 
elderly Severus to die. The next three years were a dreary continuation of 
the decay and disintegration of previous decades in the West, punctuated 
by the occasional Vandal raid on Italy and barbarian attack in the north. 

Severus’ death is listed as having occurred on 15 November AD 465, just 
shy of four years after his appointment, but neither his subjects nor later 
historians took much note of his reign or his passing. 


As this coin is an imitation of a Libius Severus solidus, it is likely that it 
was struck during or shortly after his reign. However, another theory 
takes the R-A legend in the reverse fields to mean “Rex Alaric” and at- 
tributes this coin several decades later to the reign of the Visigothic king 
Alaric IT (AD 484-507). Alaric II was slain in battle against the Franks, 
allegedly by their king Clovis himself, thus ending the period of Visigothic 
rule in France. They subsequently moved their kingdom to Spain, where 
it survived until the arrival of the Arabs in AD 711.

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Theoderic the Great: Successor of Rome?

The Ostrogoths arrived at the borders of the Roman Empire on the banks of the lower Danube, the same place their Visigothic cousins had a century 
earlier. Theoderic, the ruler that would lift the Ostrogoths to greatness, spent his childhood as a diplomatic hostage in Constantinople, where he re- 
ceived an excellent Roman-style education. In the splendid imperial capital, he not only learned of the classical philosophers but also the power of the 
Roman state and the emperor, a position he began to covet. Recognizing that becoming emperor of the East might be too difficult, Theoderic set his eyes 
on the weaker West, which was now fully in barbarian hands. In this endeavor, he had the tacit support of the Eastern emperor, Zeno, who had deter- 
mined that the Germanic ruler of Italy, Odoacer, was no longer sufficiently subordinate to him. If he believed that Theoderic would be more obedient, 
he gravely miscalculated. Thus, in AD 488, Theoderic and his whole people invaded Italy, for five years sharing power with Odoacer until Theoderic 
had him slain at a banquet. 


Theoderic ruled Italy for the next 33 years, developing what was without doubt the most sophisticated and organized of the post-Roman Germanic states. 
He retained many of the Roman institutions of administration, like many other Germanic kings, but he differed in his desire to form a fusion between his 
Gothic and Roman subjects; he styled himself as “Gothorum Romanorumque Rex” (King of the Goths and Romans) and adopted the old Roman titles 
of patrician and consul. Thus, the native population viewed Theoderic as legitimate, almost as a true Roman emperor, and he was accepted to a far 
greater extent by the Romans than any Visigothic or Vandal king ever was in Spain or Africa. 


He encouraged intellectual work of a quality that rivaled Constantinople - the trivium and quadrivium, the basis of high medieval education, were 
developed at the Ostrogothic court at Theoderic’s urging. The period of his rule saw the last flourishing of the Classical world in Western Europe, with 
imperial officials from old Roman families such as Boethius, Cassiodorus, and others contributing to a vibrant milieu of philosophers, historians, and 
theologians. There even developed a distinct Ostrogothic style of architecture, with its most notable incarnation being Theoderic’s own mausoleum 
in Ravenna. His military exploits extended the kingdom’s borders from southern Spain to Serbia, the largest empire Western Europe would see until 
Charlemagne. The AD 6th-century Gothic historian Jordanes awarded him the highest praise: ““Theoderic was a man of great distinction and good-will 
towards all men... for whatever he did was good. He governed two races at the same time, Romans and Goths, and he gave games in the circus and the 
amphitheater, so that even by the Romans he was called a Trajan or Valentinian, whose times he took as a model.” 


Despite his nominal independence, throughout his reign Theoderic still had to pay lip service to the emperor in Constantinople. This is reflected in an 
important symbol of power: coinage. Like this example, nearly all of Theoderic’s gold coinage bore the name and portrait of the eastern emperors Zeno 
or Anastasius, a reminder that though in practice he exercised full independence, he was always technically the vassal of Constantinople.

The portrait of Christ on the obverse of this solidus is the first numis- 

matic representation of Jesus and immediately followed the ruling of the 

Trullan Synod of AD 692 that Christ could be depicted in human form. 

Justinian I was ostentatiously devout and placing the divine image on his 

coinage was a reflection of this. The image is remarkably naturalistic and 
lifelike, and was likely based on the mosaic image of Christ in the apse of 
the Great Palace of Constantinople, which was itself influenced by Hel- 

lenistic depictions of Zeus. Some scholars have argued that Justinian’s 

choice to produce this new type came in response to the Umayyad ca- 

liph ‘Abd al-Malik’s minting of Byzantine-style solidi bearing the Islamic 
statement of faith (the shahada) in AD 692, which he used in payment of 
tribute to the Emperor prior to the decisive Umayyad victory at the Battle 
of Sebastopolis later that year.

Justinian II returned to power ten years after being overthrown with a 
slightly different appearance. The popular revolt that had overthrown 
Justinian in 695 was set on making sure he would never rule again, so 
the mob cut off his nose, in theory rendering him illegitimate to sit on the 
throne. Plotting his return for ten years, the ever-determined Justinian 
retook the throne with Bulgarian assistance and appeared before the peo- 
ple of Constantinople in the Hippodrome. The emperor wore a prosthetic 
nose made of solid gold, a shocking sight for the terrified populace. Their 
fear was justified; Justinian soon ordered a public purge of those who 
were in any way connected to the revolt against him in 695, including the 
Patriarch, who he had mutilated, blinded, and exiled. With his position 
for the moment secure, Justinian could turn his attention to other matters. 
He soon placed a new portrait of Christ on his coinage, differing from 
the “classic” sacred image of the coins of his first reign. Jesus is shown 
in a seemingly more youthful guise, with a head of tight, curly hair and 
a close-cropped beard, in place of the long tresses and medium-length 
beard on coins of the first reign. Various theories have been put forth to 
explain this abrupt change in iconography, but it remains mysterious. At 
any rate, young, curly headed Christ proved a short-lived depiction. It 
would not be until the end of the iconoclastic era, in the late 9th century 
AD, that Christ would again be depicted on Byzantine coins, and the im- 
age would revert to the more traditional long-haired visage of Justinian 
IIs first reign. The gold coinage and anonymous folles of the tenth and 
eleventh centuries also retained a more traditional, nimbate, and long- 
haired Christ. Consequently, the youthful Christ portraits of Justinian 
II’s second reign represent a rare period of deviation from the conven- 
tions of Byzantine religious numismatic art.

This coin was struck in the years following the capture of Ravenna, capi- 
tal of the Byzantine Exarchate in Italy, by the Lombards in 751. With the 
loss of Rome to the Franks several years later, Byzantine power in Italy 
was limited to south of Naples and the island of Sicily. Thus, Syracuse, 
now the largest and most important Byzantine city in the West, enjoyed 
a period of prominence and thrived for over a century until its fall to the 
the Arabs from Tunis in 879.

Leo VI was granted the moniker “the Wise” on account of the remarkable 
number of legal, religious, and philosophical texts composed either by 
Leo himself or at his urging during his reign. Seen as a kind of mystical 
prophet by later generations of Byzantines, he regularly gave sermons in 
the churches of Constantinople, which were thought-provoking, intense, 
and eloquent. His greatest achievement was the Basilika, a legal code 
of 60 volumes written in Greek that was meant to serve as an updated 
version of Justinian’s Corpus Juris Civilis, which had been written three 
centuries earlier in Latin. The shift from Latin to Greek as the language of 
Byzantine administration had occurred during the early AD 7th century, 
and it was under Leo VI that Byzantium discarded many of the remain- 
ing institutional remnants of its Roman heritage that no longer served a 
functional purpose. The office of consul, as old as the Roman Republic 
itself, did not survive the legal revisions of Leo VI, who abolished it in 
favor of the new, distinctly Byzantine title of hypatos. Such reforms were 
more than symbolic; during Leo’s reign, the quintessentially Byzantine 
identity that marked the empire's cultural and political apogee of the AD 
10th and LIth centuries was being born. 


The Byzantine national epic Digenes Akritas, though written somewhat 
later, describes the lives of the vaunted border-lords living on the Byzan- 
tine frontier with the Islamic world around the time of Leo’s reign, and 
its tales were enjoyed by generations of Byzantines for their captivat- 
ing splendor and gallantry. On that border, Leo scored some successes 
against the Arab emir of Tarsus, but his reign witnessed defeat after de- 
feat at the hands of the Bulgarians, and the last Byzantine outpost in Sic- 
ily at Taormina was captured by the Arabs in AD 902. Though renowned 
for his theological mind, his four marriages scandalized the Byzantine 
religious establishment. 


This piece represents the first appearance of the Virgin on coinage. Curi- 
ously few gold coins were struck under Leo VI, and only a tiny fraction of 
them are of the Virgin type seen here. The reason for the radical decrease 
in production of solidi at a time of no major crises or gold shortages is 
unclear. It is possible that Leo was encouraging the circulation of pre- 
viously minted gold coins, some of which had been demonetized by his 
father, but this is merely a hypothesis. We can be more certain about 
the nature of this Virgin type, as its striking, revolutionary design and 
extreme scarcity in all likelihood places it as a kind of presentation issue, 
meant for ceremonial purposes.

Kluge divides the wider type into two 
sub-issues—a group with thicker flans, smaller diameters (16-17mm), and 
higher reliefs, which he describes as Frankish, and a group with thinner 
flans, larger diameters (18-19mm), and flatter reliefs, which he describes 
as Italian; the present coin belongs to the former group. Nouchy, whose 
work is the only reference to roughly depict a similar die style to that seen 
here (but only a line drawing), similarly ascribes the issue to a northern 
mint, most likely Aix-la-Chapelle (Aachen). Similar specimens occurred 
both in the Imphy and Ianz hoards, however, making precise attribution 
difficult. Certainly, the piece shows careful flan preparation, with ample 
die polish and a round shape, the lettering appearing far less sprawling 
than the examples typically assigned to an Italian mint.

A Legendary Series Rarity - The Portrait Denier of Charlemagne

The absolute pinnacle 
of rarity within the series and one of the most highly sought-after types 
in all of Carolingian numismatics—the Portrait Denier of Charlemagne. 
Long lauded for its portrayal of “the Father of Europe” in the guise of 
a Roman Emperor—dressed in a paludamentum and crowned with a 
laurel wreath—with the image of a Christian church or the aedicule in 
the Church of the Holy Sepulcher in Jerusalem on the reverse, there are 
few coins that possess such an enormous symbolic clout despite such a 
short period of production. Indeed, though the issue was likely minted for 
less than 6 months from dies cut exclusively at Charlemagne’s capital of 
Aachen, its image of a conquering and pacifying Christian Emperor would 
be perpetuated at mints throughout the realm during the first 2 years of the 
reign of his son, Louis the Pious. Today, just 56 examples of this coinage 
are documented, with more than half (32 specimens) residing in museums, 
and | presumed lost (Coupland no. 22). Despite the relatively poor preser- 
vation of this representative, which is typically the norm for the type, its 
condition certainly speaks to the almost magical or reverential attention 
with which such coins were treated contemporarily. At least two of the 
other examples in Coupland’s census (see “The Portrait Coinage of Char- 


lemagne’”’) were gilt, either for personal adornment on a fibula or brooch 
(nos. 20 and 32), or otherwise used to decorate the cover of a book such as 
the New Testament (no. 22). A survey of auction records from the last two 
decades reveals just 4 others having come to market, certainly reinforcing 
the utter scarcity of the type and just how special the present occasion is 
for collectors. 


Scholars have long argued over the dating of this issue, with perspectives 
ranging from its production in association Charlemagne’s coronation in 
Rome on Christmas 800, to Philip Grierson’s proposal that its issuance 
corresponded with Charlemagne’s recognition as Emperor in the West by 
the Eastern Roman (Byzantine) Emperor Michael I in 812, a view which 
gained enormous traction in the decades after he first published it in 1965. 
In more recent years, Simon Coupland has properly situated the coinage 
in the extremely brief period from Louis the Pious’ coronation as co-em- 
peror in Aachen in September 813, until Charlemagne’s death in January 
814; during this period, as for the whole duration between the introduc- 
tion of Charlemagne’s monumental monetary reform in 793 to 814, the 
aniconic so-called reform coinage continued to be the primary circulating 
type throughout the Carolingian Empire. Coupland further argues that 
the whole of Charlemagne’s portrait coinage was minted (or at the very 
least the dies cut) at Aachen. Such would certainly explain the extraor- 
dinarily small number of surviving specimens, compared to the portrait 
coinage that inaugurated the reign of his son, Louis, which constituted a 
serious component of the money supply throughout the empire. 


We note that this coin is ineligible for certification due to the obverse 
gilding.

A notoriously imposing and historic Anglo-Gallic gold type renowned for the 
beauty and intricacy of its Gothic artistry, though rarely fully appreciable owing to the poor preservation of so many examples, despite its compara- 
tively prolific issue among Edward’s gold coinage. Introduced as part of a hearth tax levied by the Prince of Wales due to the expenses he had incurred 
in helping Pedro the Cruel of Spain to regain his throne, such coins were minted in lighter weight than their Ist emission cousins (with rose in center 
of the reverse). Seeing the tax levy as a violation of the Treaty of Bretigny, Charles V of France summoned Edward to appear in Paris, and ultimately 
declared war in 1369 when Edward’s poor health led to him being unable to appear. Just slightly doubled to the strike, the majority of the design 
nonetheless retains great clarity, particularly in the legends. General evidence of waviness or clipping is moreover absent, providing for an especially 
appreciable representative for the grade.

A masterpiece of Anglo-Saxon engraving sure to 
serve as the centerpiece to any collection of hammered English coinage, it is no exaggeration to state that Offa’s Portrait Pennies very much represent 
the zenith of 8th-century numismatic artistry, bridging the gap between the artistic diversity of the early Sceattas and the standardized, formulaic, non- 
personal portraits inspired by Roman models that would dominate the Pennies of the 9th and 10th centuries. Standing head-and-shoulders above the 
rest, the products of the London moneyer Eadhun have been commonly recognized as some of the most beautiful in the series, and indeed, it is Pennies 
of Eadhun that feature on the covers both of Chick’s The Coinage of Offa and His Contemporaries, and Naismith’s volume 67 of the Sylloge of Coins 
of the British Isles. Even momentary inspection of this piece will leave the viewer captivated, Offa’s bust rendered in strikingly lifelike proportions for 
the period, his hair piled in high curls while his gaze appears resolute and assured, a sense established by his strong facial features. The whole of the 
planchet is lustrous and carefully finished, golden tone coupled with steel-blue color to create a striking visual appeal aided by residual unidirectional 
die polish. Despite the unfortunate chipping to the edge, which was present on the coin when it was first unearthed in 1997, this seems largely to just 
follow the boundary of the outer beaded border—usually the first place to chip on early Anglo-Saxon Pennies, though the integrity of the remainder of 
the planchet appears sound. Likely a specimen which saw little, if any, real circulation before it was lost, and a clear testament to the monetary stature 
of London prior to its decline in the 830s. Just the second time this coin has come to auction since its discovery. 


Well-known for its diversity of types, Offa’s portrait coinage offers a unique window into what Rory Naismith observes to be the unique workings of royal 

power and the influence of individual moneyers in Mercia in particular and Southumbrian England in general. According to Anna Gannon, Eadhun’s 
portraiture of Offa “with hair dressed in voluminous curls” likely meant to evoke contemporaneous depictions of the Biblical King David, forming an 
association between the otherworldliness and holiness of Offa’s person and the models of Christian rulership embodied by David himself. We know from 
Alcuin’s letters to Charlemagne, Offa's contemporary, that the Frankish monarch was referred to as “David” at court, an appellation similarly assigned 
to Aethelberht I of Kent by Bede in his Historia ecclesiastica gentis Anglorum. Though dating to a later period of the Middle Ages, the so-called “crown 
of Charlemagne” that became the crown of the Holy Roman Emperor indeed featured a portrayal of David on one of its panels, alongside images of 
Solomon and Christ.

Dear Bidder, 


Almost 10 years after the sale of the Dr. Roberto de Lemos Monteiro (the RLM) Collection — one of, if not the most 
prestigious collection of Brazilian gold types seen this century —- we now have the pleasure of offering collectors a 
new opportunity to bid on seldom-seen gold rarities of equal caliber. The Petropolis Collection, as its name may hint, 
is worthy of a King — or Emperor, in the case of Brazil - encompassing the early days of coin minting till the fall of the 
empire and the start of the Republican era. 


This first of three parts of the Petropolis Collection, split chronologically, includes numerous rarities plated in 
Standard Catalog of World Coins and Livro das Moedas do Brasil, such as the 1728-R 1600 Reis, 1743-B 1600 
Reis and the 1730/27-M 1600 Reis. A handful of scarce pieces are traced to early important gold collections from 
the 1980’s and 1990’s: a 1707-R 4000 Reis from the 1989 Swiss Bank Corporation sale and a 1749-R 3200 Reis 
from the 1996 Sotheby’s auction, just to name a few. Examples from the historic RLM Collection are also well- 
represented, including the 1731-B 800 Reis (less than a handful known) and the 1729-B 1600 Reis. 


The main focus of this first portion of the Petropolis Collection was to complete the gold series, and when 
considering how many dates and types have so few examples known, including the so-called unique 1731-M 6400, 
it just goes to show how special Petropolis truly is. Peppered throughout the sale are popular rarities from the 
Dobrao series, such as the 1724-M 10000 Reis and the 1725-M 400 Reis, alongside other pristine Minas Gerais 
mint pieces like the MS61 1731-M 800 Reis and the MS63 1725-M 20000 Reis. Amazing issues from the Bahia mint 
are on Offer, including the 1727, 1729, and 1730 Dobras (12800 Reis), a series significantly more difficult to locate 
than Rio or Minas Dobras. The 1727-B remains choice for the type, bearing an MS62 designation, while the lovely 
1725-B 400 Reis boasts a lofty AU55. From the Rio de Janeiro mint comes an outstanding and nearly uncirculated 
1731-R Dobra and an early and elusive 1703-R 2000 Reis, one of the first coins produced by that mint. While the 
majority of specimens originate from these main three mints, Petropolis includes two coveted representatives from 
Pernambuco, the sole gold date and denomination struck at the short-lived mint, the 1702/1-P 4000 Reis, as well as 
the acclaimed 6 Florins Klippe issue struck under Dutch occupation. 


All the lots within were cataloged with guidance from Helio L. Guimaraes' book, Catalogo das Moedas de Ouro 
do Brasil, the most complete reference for Brazilian gold types to date. Guimaraes studied important private 
collections, such as the Moura collection and the RLM, alongside the National Museum of Brazil and the Bank of 
Brazil collections. His personal collection was ranked in the top 5 in the country, making the book a fairly complete 
and pivotal reference for Brazilian gold type collectors. So rare an occasion to witness this many scarce Brazilian 
pieces offered at the same time, a fact confirmed by the inquiries of advanced collectors in the midst of cataloging, 
altogether leading us to believe this collection will set precedents and auction records. Please do not hesitate to 
contact us if you want to share a story, discuss a lot, or better target that key issue that will complete your collection.

Plated in the most recent and complete 
reference regarding Brazilian-Dutch coins, The Dutch Obsidional Coins 
in Brazil, by authors Claudio M. Angelini and Hilton A. Magri Lucio, this 
stunning piece shows well-struck motifs, with the usual rusty dies, deeply- 
engraved with a near-complete circle of pearls. The noted tooling refers to 
minimal marks seen flanking the monogram, likely an uneducated attempt 
to remove encrustation (a theory supported by how the surfaces of this 
piece looked when we first offered it back in 2014, before professional 
conservation had occurred). Now free from the black crust, its true beauty 
can be wholly appreciated by the next guardian of such an iconic treasure.

During the period of Dutch colonization of Brazil (1630-1654), three gold 
Klippe denominations—of 3, 6, and 12 Guilders—were minted in the Cap- 
taincy of Pernambuco for use within Brazil, beginning in October 1645 
under the supervision of mint-master Pieter Janssen Bas. However, these 
issues were not legal tender in the Netherlands, and thus any such pieces 
that made their way to Europe were exchanged for Dutch Guilders and 
subsequently melted. Additionally, any such pieces remaining in Brazil af- 
ter 1654, when the Dutch were finally ousted from South America, would 
have been melted, as after this period any Portuguese or Brazilian found 
with a Dutch coin ran the risk of being considered a traitor and hanged. 
As a consequence, the survival of such pieces at all, let alone this fine, is 
extremely uncommon, marking a special opportunity not to be missed by 
collectors of the Dutch colonial and Brazilian series alike.

The law of November 29th, 1732 prescribed that the minting of milled edge issues should cease, establishing the new fleur-de-Lis edge. These measures 

came about not only as a result of the widespread circulation of clipped/tampered coins, but also due to the great number counterfeits then seen in ex- 
change. The coins were to be re-melted (with larger denominations such as the Dobras getting the new edge applied over the old diagonal one), removing 
the milled edge issues from circulation and uniformizing the new fleur-de-Lis types around the colony. According to the the 1732 Law, whoever was found 
carrying these old-edge issues would be considered a counterfeiter, suffering the severe sanctions of 4 years of exile in Africa, as well a fine on top of hav- 
ing the unlawful coins confiscated. The very few that survived this period are likely pieces that found themselves away from circulation, perhaps hidden 

in hoards, taken out of Brazil or lost at sea.

Summer is in full swing, highlighted by many numismatic activities—from conventions and shows to high-profile 
auctions and seminars—and, of course, one of the year’s most celebrated events, our August ANA World and Ancient 
Coins Platinum Session and Signature Auction. The coins within this catalog cross the globe and span the millennia, 
with numerous unique and finest-certified examples found throughout. Beyond our three impressive and long-awaited 
standalone auctions: the Cape Coral Collection of German Coins, Part |; The Petropolis Collection, Part |; and The 
Historic Scholar Collection; this sale contains over 1,700 rarities and, hoping to capitalize on the success over the last 
year, is poised to be our most successful venture to date. 


Leading the Platinum session is a quintessential ancient masterpiece—a Syracuse decadrachm in Fine Style. This 
spectacular certified Choice AU treasure was struck from remarkably fresh dies, showcasing the smallest of details on 
golden-toned surfaces. Remarkably, we have the pleasure of offering three other decadrachms in this sale; two more 
from Syracuse (Hicetas and Agathocles) and one from Ptolemaic Egypt (Arsinoe). Among Ptolemaic issues, bronze, 
silver, and gold are all well-represented, including ten jaw-dropping, high-grade octodrachms. Croesus gold makes 
another solid appearance in the following pages, as does Alexander the Great with a distater and fifteen staters. A nearly 
complete set of the Muses from Q. Pomponius Musa will surely draw intense bidding, as will the profound offering of 
Judaean coins, many hailing from the New England Collection. 


The World Platinum Session is anchored by a mix of classic rarities and issues that are seldom encountered in the 
market. One of the most impressive singular Japanese coins we'll likely handle in the coming years is our Meiji Year 

3 (1870) gold pattern 10 Yen in an unfathomable MS66, besting our Farouk/Jacobs example by two grade points. 
Carrying over the interest generated from the first part of the Cape Coral collector’s pride and joy is our exceedingly 
strong selection of Austrian and German States coins, showcasing mint state examples of 5 and 10 ducat issues from 
Ferdinand Il and Leopold |, as well as a choice Royal Prussian Asiatic Society Taler. 


We'd be remiss if we didn’t mention a series whose meteoric rise is well-documented in the pages of our catalogs, 
both vintage and modern, the oeuvre of engraver William Wyon. With a handful of “Gothic” Crowns, including a PR65 
and PR64 Cameo, and the more recent pair of 2021 2 Kilo “Great Engravers” counterparts, the tradition of presenting 
an engaging array of Victorian portraits continues. Of particular note, and one that should come as no surprise to our 
bidders is the inclusion of the indomitable 1839 “Una and the Lion,” seen here in an appreciable PR63 Ultra Cameo. 
Also, from Victoria’s delayed Proof Coronation set, we welcome a Crown, ¥2 Crown, and Sovereign in PR64, and her 
Sovereign in PR66. Additional British rarities are woven into the auction, rounded out by choice specimens of Lima, 
East India Company, Vigo, and Royal African Company origin.

Widely considered to be the most beautiful coins ever struck, the immense 
silver decadrachms of Syracuse from the later fifth century BC represent 
the full flowering of classical Greek sculptural art. Syracuse, the fore- 
most Greek city in Sicily, had produced coins of exceptional beauty for 
nearly a century. Chief among these were the master engravers Kimon 
and Euainetos, whose large silver decadrachms seemed to capture the 
spirit of the artistic and intellectual revolution then sweeping the Greek 
world. The obverse of these pieces depicts a four-horse racing chariot, or 
quadriga, in full career to left while Nike, goddess of Victory, flies above 
to crown the driver with a laurel wreath. Below this scene is a set of Greek 
armor offered as a prize to the victorious charioteer. The reverse depicts a 
beautiful head of Arethusa, nymph of a sacred spring, with dolphins frol- 
icking around her. The decadrachm of Euainetos became a widely-copied 
archetype for Greek coinage, and the master engraver ’s head of Arethusa 
remains a paradigm of cool, classical beauty today.

The distinctive obverse head has been variously described in the literature 
as a depiction of Melgart, a Semitic version of Heracles, Hannibal in 
the guise of the god, or possibly his brother Mago. Modern scholarship, 
which tends to be suspicious of early claims to see portraits in images of 
gods, interprets the head as that of Melgart. However, the distinct physi- 
ognomy of the nose and other facial features, as well as the sideburns, 
suggest an attempt at true portraiture. 


This intriguing coin was tentatively assigned by E. S. G. Robinson to an 
uncertain mint in Spain, probably located at Gades (op. cit. pp. 43-5), and 
dated to 209 BC. In light of both the Enna hoard, which contained several 
examples, and an additional hoard from Campania, both Jenkins (SNG 
Copenhagen) and Villaronga (Gaceta Numismatica 40 [March 1976]: 
15-6) reattributed them to the period of the Punic expedition to Sicily of 
213-210 BC. There still remains the question of mint, however, with the 
many examples showing a 12h die-axis, strongly indicating Carthage as 
opposed to a Siculo-Punic mint of the time. Nevertheless, the discovery of 
additional hoards in Sicily indicates the certainty that the issue was struck 
for use as payment to the mercenaries stationed on the island.

The Chalcidice is a three-fingered area of land extending from eastern 
Macedon into the Aegean Sea. Wary of Athenian imperialism and the ris- 
ing power of the Macedonian Kingdom, the free cities of the Chalcidice 
banded together in 432 BC to form a defensive coalition called the Chal- 
cidian League, with its capital of Olynthus. The silver coinage struck at 
Olynthus was on the Macedonian standard, somewhat lighter than the 
Attic standard employed by most of Greece, and was legal tender at all 
cities belonging to the league. The standard design featured a head of 
Apollo, god of beauty, art and music, with a type of lyre called a cithara 
on the reverse. The heads of Apollo on these pieces are remarkable for the 
strength and beauty of their style. Sadly, the Chalcidian League's coin- 
age came to an end with the capture and destruction of Olynthus by King 
Philip II of Macedon in 348 BC.

At the beginning of his reign in 336 BC, the Macedonian Kingdom was re- 
portedly in debt to the tune of 500 silver talents (a talent being 6,000 silver 
drachms and a “kings ransom” in earliest Greek times). To give an idea 
of the vast loot his conquests amassed, at Susa alone Alexander seized 
50,000 talents of silver and 40,000 of gold. This huge intake of bullion re- 
sulted in hitherto unseen denominations such as the gold distater, tariffed 
at two staters and ten silver tetradrachms, about 20 days wages for a 
Macedonian soldier during wartime. The distater was likely employed to 
pay off many of Alexander’s veteran soldiers, who were rewarded for their 
labors with the equivalent of a silver talent. With the new denomination, a 
talent could be paid out as 120 gold distaters. Despite their size and enor- 
mous buying power, gold distaters evidently circulated heavily, for most 
specimens found today display considerable wear and numerous contact 
marks. However, this stunning specimen retains an extraordinary luster.

Born ca. 359 BC, Arrhidaeus was the illegitimate son of Philip II, king 
of Macedon, by a Thessalian dancer. According to Plutarch, a poisoning 
attempt by Philips jealous wife, Olympias, left Arrhidaeus intellectually 
disabled and subject to epileptic fits. When Alexander the Great died in 
Babylon in June, 323 BC, a council of generals met and determined that 
Arrhidaeus would be crowned as Philip II, and would reign jointly with 
the infant Alexander IV. However, neither had any real power, this be- 
ing held by a succession of Macedonian generals. The new king proved 
as compliant and simple-minded as the generals had hoped, but in 320 
BC, Arrhidaeus married a niece of Philip II's, Eurydice, who had more 
than enough ambition for the both of them. In 317 BC, she threw her sup- 
port behind Cassander’s successful bid to replace Polyperchon as regent. 
Cassander, in turn, left her and Arrhidaeus in charge of Macedon while 
he went on campaign in Asia. Polyperchon joined forces with Alexan- 
der’s mother, Olympias, and invaded Macedon. Eurydice and Arrhidaeus 
raised an army to oppose them, but their soldiers refused to fight. Arrhi- 
daeus and Eurydice were captured; Olympias ordered Arrhidaeus to be 
executed and compelled Eurydice to commit suicide.

The earliest “owl” coinage of Athens coincides with the momentous 
expulsion of the last tyrants and the city’s adoption of the world’s first 
democracy. The quality of this coinage veers sharply between dies of re- 
markable crudity, comprising most of the coins struck, and a limited num- 
ber of issues displaying great refinement. The great disparity in artistic 
quality led Seltman to propose an ‘imperial’ mint in the Attic or Thracian 
hinterlands, staffed by artists of little or no talent, and a ‘civic’mint whose 
engravers displayed the full virtues and vigor of archaic art. In the latter 
category falls this lovely tetradrachm struck around the last decade of the 
sixth century BC. The head of Athena exhibits a pleasant profile and her 
lips are drawn into a tight ‘archaic smile’. The owl on the reverse is thick 
and stout, with a very curiously engraved interpretation of the olive sprig 
and berry including long leaves and branches.

The Bosporan Kingdom lay across the Black Sea from the northern coast 
of Asia Minor, occupying the Crimea and Taman Peninsula. The king- 
dom’ dynastic politics proved exceedingly complex, with familial be- 
trayal being commonplace. Pharnaces II, who became king by patricide, 
had the tables turned on him, when his daughter Dynamis and son-in-law 
Asande, had Pharnaces LI put to death. Unfortunately for the couple, Bos- 
porus was under the influences of Rome at that time and Julius Caesar in- 
stalled his friend, Mithridates II of Pergamum, to the throne. However, his 
reign was short lived; Asander, taking advantage of the chaos happening 
in Rome, killed Mithradates and seized the throne. Eventually Octavian 
recognized him as king and designated him as “Friend of the Romans,” 
in ca. 43 BC.

Omphale was a legendary queen of Lydia whose year-long interlude as 
the “dominatrix” mistress of the Greek hero Heracles presented ancient 
writers and artists an opportunity for erotic expression. After murdering 
his friend Iphitus in a drunken rage, Hercules was commanded by the 
Delphic Oracle to report to Omphale. They ordered him to serve her as 
an enslaved person and perform labors, similar to those he completed 
while serving Eurystheus. Omphale reportedly humiliated Heracles by 
making him wear women’s clothing and spin wool, stereotypical female 
roles. Meanwhile, she wore his Nemean lion headdress and held his club. 
After a time, Omphale freed Heracles and “married” him in the Eastern 
fashion. There was an element of sexual role reversal in the narrative that 
both amused and titillated the ancients. 


The Prospero coin was described as “although it has been suggested that 
the head on the obverse of this coin might be that of Herakles in the guise 
of Omphale, it is clearly that of Pan, with the goats horns visible on his 
forehead. It is however rather mysterious that Pan should be wearing 
a stephane, an object usually seen on a female head!” However, Agnes 
Baldwin, in her American Journal of Numismatics article has a more con- 
vincing explanation: “the identification of the bearded head wearing a 
stephane and with a club behind the neck, Type 31, was made by Head. 
M. Svoronos was formerly inclined to consider it a Pan head, from the 
appearance of the front locks, which resemble upright horns; the sym- 
bol behind the head would then have to be a pedum. But the latter looks 
more like a club and the stephane is unexplained and quite anomalous 
on a head of Pan. The back hair, too, is turned up in feminine fashion; 
compare the heads of Hera, PI. II, 30, of Nike, PI. Ill, 10, and of Hekate, 
PL. Ill, 19. The appearance of horns is probably accidental, and Heads 
brilliant identification stands. Furthermore, the Omphale legend of Her- 
akles, of Lydian origin, according to which Herakles underwent a volun- 
tary servitude, donning female attire as an atonement for homicide, seems 
to have been localized at Lampsakos since there exists an imperial coin 
type (Macdonald, Hunter. Cat. pi. xlviii, 5) of Herakles and Omphale, PI. 
Xx, i.” 


Further support of the obverse being Hercules is the companion hecte 
with Omphale as Hercules (lot 32033 in the Historical Scholar session), 
which circulated contemporarily with the present stater. Ironically, both of 
these coins are also linked to (lot 35252 in the Signature session), which 
shows Hercules seated on a pile of armor and holding a distaff - the distaff 
alluding back to the Omphale myth where he held the yarn for her maids 
while they spun.

The obverse style of the feline immediately brings to mind Carian issues.

If one were to own only a single gold stater, this would be the type, justifi- 
ably termed the “world’s first gold coinage.” While the Lydian kingdom 
and several Greek city states of Asia Minor had previously struck coins in 
electrum, a natural alloy of gold and silver, the accession of Croesus to 
the Lydian throne circa 561 BC ushered in a revolution in the world econ- 
omy. The most important reform attributed to Croesus was the introduc- 
tion of a bimetallic coinage in gold and silver, first augmenting and then 
replacing the previous electrum issues. The design chosen by Croesus, 
confronting foreparts of a lion and bull, are thought by Harlan J. Berk to 
be symbolic of “strength and power” (lion) and “fertility” (bull). The lion 
had previously been used by Alyattes, and so an alternative theory might 
be that this is a dynastic type, with the lion representing Alyattes and the 
bull representing his son and successor. The creation of separate gold and 
silver denominations ranging from a full stater down to 1/96th of a stater 
was a visionary move that had a major impact on the ancient economy. 
Gold staters were initially issued by Croesus on a “heavy” standard of 
about 10.7 grams, the same weight as the new silver stater denomination 
(although, since silver is a lighter metal, the gold issues were smaller in 
size and far more valuable).

In numismatic circles, Croesus is most famous for introducing the worlds 
first bimetallic standard, issuing coins of both gold and silver. Prior to 
this, coins were produced in electrum, a naturally occurring alloy of gold 
and silver. This situation obviously caused a number of problems, most 
notably because the proportions of gold to silver were inconsistent. In 
fact, there is strong evidence to suggest that Croesus’ father, Alyattes, ar- 
tificially manipulated the gold-to-silver ratio in his electrum coins in his 
favor; the natural occurring electrum in Asia Minor typically has a gold- 
to-silver ratio of 75%-25%, though his coins were struck with 54% gold 
and 44% silver. 


The eminent scholar of early coinage, John Kroll, argues that the gold 
standard of Croesus was introduced in several stages, designed at recall- 
ing as many of the circulating electrum staters as possible. The early elec- 
trum staters of Asia Minor were typically struck on a weight standard of 
14.15 grams. Considering the relative value of gold to silver at the time 
was 1:13, then one gold stater of the so-called “heavy” series of King 
Croesus, based on a weight standard of 10.8 grams, would have been 
equal to the gold and silver content of one electrum stater, which circu- 
lated at an assumed ratio of 75% gold and 25% silver. Kroll argues that 
the Lydian government used this heavy standard to recall the old electrum 
coins and reissue the new heavy standard gold coins at a 1:1 ratio. 


Once a sufficient number had been recalled, the Lydian government issued 
the new light stater, which weighed approximately 8.05 grams. Kroll con- 
tinues his argument that this new weight standard was designed to recall 
as many of the remaining electrum coins as possible, as the 8.05 gram 
standard is based on the actual gold and silver content of early electrum 
coins (54% gold and 44% silver). In other words, the heavy standard was 
used to replace electrum staters at their circulating face value and the 
light standard was used to recall coins at their actual gold and silver 
value.

Pnytagoras attained the throne of Cyprus after the deposition and expul- 
sion his half-uncle Evagoras II, who grew unpopular after refusing to sup- 
port a revolt against the Persians. Though the revolt failed, Pnytagoras 
subsequently submitted to the Persian king and ruled with their favor. Af- 
ter Alexander’s invasion, Pnytagoras allied himself with the Macedonians 
and his fleet participated in the important siege of Tyre in 332 BC. Pny- 
tagoras’ gold staters feature busts of Cypriote Aphrodite in her various 
forms, as celebrated by her numerous cult centers on the island. Her tur- 
reted crown on the obverse of this coin shows her assimilation to Tyche as 
protecting civic goddess for the whole of Cyprus.

The trichryson, a gold piece of about 24mm and 17.8 grams (the approximate size and weight of an Attic silver tetradrachm), was first introduced by 
Ptolemy I shortly after he assumed the title of Basileus (king) in 305 BC. The weight was equivalent to five Ptolemaic silver drachms on the reduced 
Phoenician standard adopted by Ptolemy I (hence the modern term “pentadrachm” usually applied to this denomination) but under the Ptolemaic system 
the value would have been 12 times as great, or 60 silver drachms - a huge sum in the ancient world. It was the largest gold coin the world had yet seen, 
testament to the vast wealth of Egypt. The Alexandria mint employed the best engravers in the production of its gold coinage and the quality of portraiture 
is typically outstanding. The production of gold trichrysons continued under Ptolemy II Philadelphus until circa August 272 BC, when it was replaced by 
an even larger gold coin, the mnaieion, worth 100 silver drachms.

The “Theon / Adelphon” gold coinage of Ptolemy II comes in several de- 
nominations, including the huge mnaieion, weighing nearly an ounce; its 
half, and a gold quarter-mnaieion or didrachm, weighing about 7 grams. 
The half-mnaieion offered here carries additional interest due to the let- 
ter A above the mint symbol (Gallic shield) behind the heads of the royal 
couple on the obverse. Svoronos notes this variety as no. 614, with only 
four examples cited (versus 47 examples cited for the non-letter variety, 
604). He refers to the letter series as a “Control letter (“Date”)” and 
suggests the letter A is for the year 271/0 BC, perhaps marking the death 
and apotheosis of Arisnoe IT.

It has been speculated that the later K-type mnaieions issued during the 
reigns of Ptolemy VI through VIL feature a disguised portrait of Cleopa- 
tra II, who was the sister and later wife of both brothers. If such is the case, 
the K behind the head could refer to Kleopatra (on the original issues of 
Ptolemy L-Ll, from which the later issues were copied, the K was one of 
several letters used to designate obverse dies). Certainly the portrait on 
these later issues bears little resemblance to the face of Arsinoé I found 
on the gold pieces minted closer to her lifetime. Whether or not these 
pieces do bear portraits of concurrent figures, it is a historical fact that 
the strongest of the later Ptolemaic rulers invariably were women, includ- 
ing the last of the line, Cleopatra VII.

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The ostentatious display of Egypt's wealth under the Ptolemies was not 
confined to gold coinage. Ptolemy I and his immediate successors also 
struck silver coins in larger denominations than any contemporary king- 
dom or city-state. Along with the vast outpouring of gold in the name 
of his sister-wife Arsinée II, Ptolemy II also struck silver decadrachms 
displaying her veiled portrait backed with the cornucopia, symbolizing 
Egypt’s agricultural abundance. Having died in about 270 BC, Arsinée 
is shown as a goddess, with the tip of a ram’ horn (symbolic of the god 
Ammon) poking out from beneath her veil, and the lotus-tipped scepter of 
the goddess Isis just visible above her head.

No other kingdom or empire in the ancient world at the time could pro- 
duce such large gold coins, and this display of economic clout drew thou- 
sands of mercenary soldiers into Egypt's service. This large and powerful 
army was put to maximum use by the third king of the Ptolemaic dynasty, 
Ptolemy IL Euergetes. Shortly after inheriting the throne of the Pharaohs, 
he launched a massive invasion of the neighboring Seleucid Kingdom of 
Syria. Easily crushing all resistance, he even reached Babylon, where he 
proclaimed himself King of Kings. Ptolemy III's powerful portrait appears 
on gold mnaieions struck by his son, Ptolemy IV Philopator, who suc- 
ceeded him in 221 BC.

After decades of abuses heaped by the Romans upon the denizens of Ju- 
daea, the Jews were ripe for revolt. In AD 66, the Procurator Gessius 
Florus summarily seized 16 talents of silver from the Jerusalem temple. A 
massive protest by the citizens brought a typically brutal Roman response 
and more than 3,000 Jews were slain. Pleas for calm by the client King 
Agrippa II fell on deaf ears as the city and countryside rose in full-scale 
revolt. Florus and the Roman garrison were driven from the city; an at- 
tempt by the legate of nearby Syria to put down the rebellion led to the 
loss of an entire Legion, XII Fulminata, and consternation in Rome. Once 
freed of the Romans, Jerusalem temple authorities began striking their 
own silver coinage - the first time that a sovereign Jewish government 
had done so. 


The mint was likely located within the Temple complex and the silver pro- 
vided by the stockpiles of Tyrian shekels kept in the treasury. Mintage was 
carefully controlled for weight, fineness and the legends each coin carried. 
The coins featured Jewish symbolism dating back centuries and slogans 
(“For the Freedom of Jerusalem” and “For the Redemption of Zion”) 
that showed the leaders of the rebellion well understood how to use coins 
for mass communication. Workmanship in the manufacture of these thick 
shekels and half-shekels (smaller silver fractions were also struck in tiny 
numbers) was unusually high, given the wartime conditions under which 
they were created. Coins were dated to the year the revolt started; coins 
dated Year I (AD 66/7) are considered scarce, with about 120-150 re- 
corded specimens; Years 2 and 3 (AD 67-69) are relatively common, with 
known examples in the low hundreds, Year 4 issues quite rare (about 40 
known examples), and Year 5 (AD 70) the rarest of all, with a dozen “reg- 
ular” issues and 14 of “irregular” shekels recorded.

The year 5 shekel ranks as likely the most storied coin in the Judaean 
series. Silver shekels dated to the fifth year were struck in the months just 
before Titus and his troops captured Jerusalem and burned the Temple 
in July of AD 70. It is probable that large numbers of these just-struck 
coins were melted down and the bullion carried back to Rome as part of 
the booty, which would eventually finance the Colosseum as well as other 
building projects. There were several year 5 shekels among the coins ex- 
cavated at Masada, raising the possibility that the dies formerly employed 
at the Great Temple may have been smuggled out of the city and that at 
least some of the coins might have been struck at that remote mountain- 
top fortress. These coins continued in use until Masada fell to the Roman 
legions in AD 73 and the last defenders committed ritual suicide, an act of 
defiance that is still celebrated in Israel today. 


In the mid-1980s, thirteen year 5 shekels, all heavily cleaned, were found 
in the vault of Baldwins, a legendary London coin dealer. At the begin- 
ning of the twentieth century, an unknown person had marked the group as 
forgeries. However, the dies matched the previously-thought-to-be unique 
specimen in the British Museum collection (BM Palestine, p. 271,20), 
which had been acquired by the BM in 1887. Upon examination of the 
BM specimen, one observes that its reverse is covered by a thick layer 
of silver chloride. This type of corrosion is formed during a long period 
underground. This, plus the circumstances of acquisition of the BM speci- 
men, not only seems to establish its authenticity, but also eliminates the 
possibility that the additional group of coins from the same dies were 
manufactured from it. Scanning electron microscopic studies of the entire 
group further established their authenticity (INJ 9, 1986-7, pl. 9,10). Op- 
tical microscopic examination of the coins shows specific manufacturing 
attributes that would not have been known to forgers of the nineteenth 
century when they were discovered. Ya’akov Meshorer acquired one of 
these specimens for the Israel Museum Collection, where it remains today. 


While some professionals may refuse to definitively call them authentic, 
similarly no one can categorically condemn them as forgeries. This group 
of Year 5 shekels remains somewhat controversial today, though they are 
still traded regularly in the marketplace. From David Hendin’ recently 
released 6th edition of Guide to Biblical Coins, “...some argue that the 
coins of the Baldwin's group were manufactured from contact dies created 
using the BM specimen. The British Museum Laboratory studied five Year 
5 shegels using XRF, and concluded ‘there is no definitive reason to doubt 
the authenticity of this group of Year 5 sheqels.’”65

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THE NEW ENGLAND COLLECTION OF JUDAIC COINS 


The genesis (unintentional bad pun) of this collection began with the acquisition of a copy of one of the 
earliest English printings (1640) of the complete works of Josephus. Josephus was a commander of Jewish 
forces in Galilee during the mid-first century AD revolt against Rome. In retrospect, he was clearly adroit at 
aligning himself with the winning side as he readily ingratiated himself to the conquering emperor, Vespasian, 
returning with him to Rome for all practical purposes as a historian and chronicler of Vespasian’s triumphs. 
As a long-time history buff (primarily of colonial America), it was not difficult to become immersed in the 
extensive writings of Josephus, which provide virtually all of what is known of the transformative period that 
was the first century AD in Judea. His writings included a vivid description of Masada and the legendary 
events surrounding it. 


Soon after, | was fortunate to spend a significant amount of time in Israel fulfilling an educational and 
clinical assignment. During this period, | developed friendships with the staff of the Israel Museum and was 
most fortunate to spend time exploring Masada. The result of these events was a new collecting passion 
and the acquisition of a year two shekel in rather “rough” condition. From there, the collection grew over 
the next 40 years.

In AD 66, the people of Jerusalem rose up in revolt against the oppres- 
sive Roman occupation. The rebellion spread quickly throughout Judaea, 
and thousands of Romans were either massacred or forced to flee. The 
leaders of the revolt declared Israel an independent nation and, for the 
first time in Jewish history, began striking coins in silver. These coins 
were mainly shekels of about 13-14 grams weight, along with half-shekels 
weighing 6.8 grams, and a tiny handful of silver quarter-shekels. The mint 
was likely located within the Temple complex and the silver provided by 
the stockpiles of Tyrian shekels kept in the treasury. Mintage was carefully 
controlled for weight, fineness and and the political slogans each coin 
carried. For some unknown reason, half-shekels are considerably rarer 
than full shekels.

According to the Israel Numismatic Society's Menorah Coin Project, 
which has made a census of known examples of Jewish War coins, more 
than 360 Year 2 shekels are known to have survived, but only 102 half- 
shekels are recorded. This is somewhat puzzling as the half-shekel is 
named in several ancient sources as the amount of the Temple Tax paid 
by every Jewish male over the age of 20, and one would think that such 
a denomination would be at least as common in circulation as its double. 
However, roughly the same survival rate applies to the Tyrian shekels and 
half-shekels previously used to pay the tax.

The last Ptolemaic ruler of Egypt, Cleopatra VII was born in 69 BC and 
succeeded her father Ptolemy XII Auletes in 51 BC. She soon faced a suc- 
cession crisis: Her weak-willed younger brother and co-ruler, Ptolemy 
XIII, was dominated by a circle of courtiers who feared Cleopatra's keen 
intellect and resolute will. Consequently, they ousted and exiled her in 
48 BC, shortly before the Roman general Pompey the Great arrived in 
Alexandria fresh from his defeat by Julius Caesar at the battle of Phar- 
salus. Ptolemy ordered Pompeys murder, but this only outraged Caesar, 
who showed up days later and occupied the royal palace. Cleopatra had 
herself wrapped in a carpet and smuggled into Caesar's presence for a 
meeting. This display of spunk by the nubile 20-year-old enchanted the 
dictator. The two likely became lovers that night, and Caesar’s bitter 
Alexandrine War, which ended in the defeat and death of Ptolemy XII, 
was fought on her behalf: Caesar tarried a while longer in Egypt while 
Cleopatra conceived and bore him a son. Caesar returned to Rome in 47 
BC and summoned Cleopatra to join him the following year. She was thus 
in Rome when Caesar was murdered on 15 March 44 BC. Returning to 
Alexandria, she was summoned to meet the Triumvir Marc Antony at Tar- 
sus in 41 BC. Once again, a powerful Roman succumbed to Cleopatra’s 
charms, and within a year she had borne Antony twins, a boy and a girl. 
In 37 BC, Cleopatra provided money and supplies in support of Antony s 
abortive invasion of Parthia and a punitive raid on Armenia the follow- 
ing year. Antony 8 adoption of “barbaric” Egyptian customs, his increas- 
ing dependence on Cleopatra and his promise to bestow most of Romes 
eastern possessions upon her and her children led his partner in power, 
Octavian, to declare war in 32 BC. Antony fought a lethargic campaign 
and suffered a heavy naval defeat at Actium in September, 31 BC, after 
which he and Cleopatra fled to Egypt. On Octavian s approach in 30 BC, 
Antony committed suicide and Cleopatra followed suit days later, utilizing 
the poisonous bite of the sacred asp.

As the stepchild and unwanted heir of Augustus, Tiberius had a difficult 
act to follow. Nevertheless, for the first few years of his reign, he did a 
commendable job running the vast empire bequeathed to his care. Cau- 
tious and frugal, he engaged in no wars of conquest and kept the Empires 
finances in good order. However, he soon tired of the endless toil and 
began handing off duties to his unscrupulous second-fiddles, namely the 
Praetorian Prefect Sejanus and his eventual replacement, Macro. The re- 
sulting bloodbath among members of his own family, and their Senatorial 
supporters, tarnished his name throughout history. There are reports that 
in the end, Tiberius did not die of natural causes. Suetonius, himself, be- 
lieved rumors that Caligula had poisoned, starved, smothered him with a 
pillow, and then he fell dead. He was deified upon death. 


His cautious nature is reflected in his coinage - unlike the proliferation 
of types employed by Augustus, Tiberius kept the same simple design for 
both silver denarii and gold aurei for almost the entirety of his reign. This 
uniformity of type makes it virtually impossible to date any particular 
aureus or denarius more precisely than somewhere within the last two 
decades of his reign. Hence, virtually any of his coins could have been 
struck in the same year as the momentous event he probably never heard 
about, the crucifixion of Jesus Christ in Judaea, likely between AD 30 and 
34. The coin associated most closely to Tiberius is the “Tribute Penny,” 
the silver version of this aureus, as they are mentioned in the Bible.

This gold aureus bears a wonderful portrait of Claudius, fourth emperor of 
the Julio-Claudian dynasty. Son of the great general Drusus, and Antonia, 
niece of the emperor Augustus, Tiberius Claudius Drusus seemed well- 
positioned when he was born in 10 BC. But a serious childhood illness left 
him with a limp, a stammer, and other uncouth qualities that made him the 
black sheep of the Julio-Claudian dynasty. While these problems barred 
him from a political career, such exclusion also granted him immunity 
from the family’s murderous intrigues. Upon Caligula’ assassination in 
January, AD 41, Claudius was the sole surviving Julio-Claudian male and, 
when members of the Praetorian Guard found him cowering behind a cur- 
tain in the palace, they immediately acclaimed him as Emperor. Claudius 
astutely awarded the Praetorians a substantial bonus, and with 10,000 
heavily armed soldiers backing him, he easily forced the Senate to accept 
him as the next princeps. Once installed, Claudius surprised everyone by 
ruling with intelligence and moderation. In AD 43, he ordered the inva- 
sion and annexation of Britain, the first major addition of territory to the 
Empire since the days of Augustus. He chose provincial governors care- 
fully and managed foreign relations with considerable skill. He erred only 
in his obsession with detail, his reliance on freedmen and cronies, and 
his atrocious taste in women. Messalina, his promiscuous third wife, ran 
wild as Empress and nearly brought down his regime with a sex-crazed 
conspiracy in AD 48. His next wife, Agrippina the Younger, used her wiles 
to enhance her own power and advance Nero, her son by a previous mar- 
riage, in the succession arrangements. This done, she fed Claudius a dish 
of poisoned mushrooms in October AD 54, and brought his 13-year reign 
to an end. Despite many missteps and his unsavory demise, Claudius had 
been a fairly successful ruler and his regime set a pattern for the Flavians 
and the reigns that followed.

The Temple of Janus was one of the oldest structures in the Roman Forum.

In AD 66, having concluded a favorable 
peace treaty with Parthia in AD 63, Nero closed the doors with great 
fanfare and marked the occasion on his coinage.

In 1894 or 1895, excavators working on a Roman villa near the buried city of Pompeii unearthed an amazing treasure trove that included silver table 
vessels and more than 1,000 gold aurei. The intense heat from the volcanic ash, lava and pyroclastic flows from the eruption of Vesuvius left nearly all of 
the gold coins with a distinctive reddish discoloration which has come to be known as “Boscoreale toning.” Although it is known that the hoard consisted 
of coins from all the reigns up to and including AD 78, no formal records were made of the hoard before it was dispersed to local museums and coin 
collectors. Although it is impossible to tell for certain whether any particular coin was from the Boscoreale Hoard, the presence of deep reddish toning 
on an aureus dating to before the eruption is regarded as highly suggestive that the coin was from this hoard, or was found elsewhere in the vicinity of 
Pompeii or Herculaneum.

Descended from a family of small-time entrepreneurs and tax farmers in 
the Sabine hill country north of Rome, Flavius Vespasianus was born in 
AD 9 and rose to prominence in the Roman Army. He gained distinction 
during Claudius’ invasion of Britain in AD 43-44 and won a Consulship 
in AD 51, but fell from imperial favor when he dozed off during one of 
Nero's musical performances. When a Jewish faction in the province of 
Judaea rebelled and massacred the local Roman garrison in AD 66, Nero 
sent Vespasian at the head of three legions to crush the revolt. Through his 
able son Titus, Vespasian gained the friendship and support of Mucianus, 
governor of Syria, who had another three legions at his disposal. When 
the collapse of Nero’s regime in AD 68 led to a free-for-all for the throne, 
with Galba, Otho, and Vitellius following in quick succession, Vespasian 
realized he had the means and ability to make his own try for supreme 
power. On I July AD 69, the legions of Alexandria, Egypt declared Vespa- 
sian as emperor. He decided on a policy of blockade and attrition to defeat 
Vitellius, but the sudden declaration of support by the Danubian legions 
and their invasion of Italy in the fall of AD 69 brought a much quicker vic- 
tory. Vitellius was executed on December 20, and the Senate proclaimed 
Vespasian emperor two days later. Arriving in Rome the following October, 
Vespasian celebrated a magnificent triumph for the Judaean campaign 
before launching an austerity program to put the Empire's finances on a 
sound footing. As the first middle-class emperor, he brought a business- 
mans common sense and a bracing dose of pragmatism to the imperial 
administration. Some of the blue-bloods grumbled about Vespasian 5 par- 
simony and his uncouth manners, but the return of stability and prosper- 
ity squelched most complaints, and his earthy sense of humor made him 
beloved by the common folk. His decade of rule was largely untroubled 
by revolts and conspiracies. Upon his death due to a sudden illness in AD 
79 he was widely and sincerely mourned, and power passed smoothly to 
his son Titus.

Hadrian’ career of traveling the length and breadth of the Roman Empire 

culminated in an extended visit to Egypt in AD 130-131, accompanied 
by a vast entourage that included his wife Sabina and his young protégé 

and lover, the handsome Bithynian Antinotis. During a barge trip up the 

Nile, Antinoiis fell overboard and drowned, plunging the emperor into ex- 
travagant grief. The incident is shrouded in mystery, with some gossips 

suggesting that the youth had sacrificed himself in some strange ritual to 

restore Hadrian’s failing health. Whatever the manner of death, Hadrian 

ordained that Antinotis be deified and worshipped as a god, not by the Ro- 
man Senate or people, but by the Greek denizens of the Empire who held 
a more sympathetic view of their emperor’s “forbidden love.” Hadrian 

finally returned from his travels in circa AD 132 and retired to his lavishly 

decorated villa at Tivoli, where Egypt and the Nile were given special 
prominence. His famous Travel Series of coins was struck during his final 
years, perhaps as a personal remembrance of his imperial wanderings. 
This remarkable aureus boasts an astonishing reverse depiction of the 

river god Nilus surrounded by the fauna of Egypt, rendered in the highest 

artistry of the age. Unusually, the reverse bears no legend, leaving the 

engraver ’s work to speak for itself:

Originally given the name Marcus Annius Verus, the future Marcus Aure- 
lius was born in AD 121 into a patrician family of Spanish origin. At an 
early age, Marcus earned the patronage of the emperor Hadrian and was 
formally schooled at the Imperial court. At the age of 17, Marcus was ad- 
opted by Hadrian's intended successor, Antoninus Pius, along with Lucius 
Verus; it is widely assumed that Antoninus was following Hadrian ’s wishes 
that both young men eventually succeed to the throne. After Hadrian's 
death, Antoninus kept young Lucius in the background while he showed 
Marcus every preferment. He became Consul in AD 140, served a second 
Consulship in AD 145, and received the Tribunican Power in AD 147. 
This handsome aureus marks the third year of his Tribunicia Potestas and 
shows Marcus as a striking young man of 28, with a close-cropped beard 
modeled upon that of his adoptive father.

The Victory celebrated on this aureus was with the Parthians, in a long 
and difficult war AD 161-163. The result of which ended up being a Pyr- 
rhic one for the Romans, as the returning Legions brought with them a 
virulent plague that quickly spread through most of the Roman Empire 
and devastated its population. The “Antonine Plague,” also called the 
“Plague of Galen” after the famous physician who strove mightily against 
it, is now thought to have been smallpox or possibly measles. Europeans 
seemingly had no exposure to the illness before and died in enormous 
numbers. While not as devastating as the later Plague of Justinian or the 
Black Death of the 14th century, it seems to have severely depopulated 
vast regions and helped bring about the economic stagnation and external 
invasion that eventually brought down the Western Roman Empire.

When Antoninus Pius died in March, AD 161, Marcus Aurelius insisted 
that the Senate also grant his adoptive brother Lucius Verus the title of 
Augustus, for the first time giving the Empire two theoretically coequal 
rulers. Marcus also betrothed his daughter Lucilla to Lucius, further ce- 
menting their family ties. The arrangement was immediately put to the 
test in AD 162, when the Parthians attacked Rome’ eastern provinces. 
Lucius traveled eastward at the head of a large legionary task force to re- 
pulse the invasion and restore order. His generals served him well and the 
Parthians were quickly expelled from Armenia, winning Lucius the title 
Armeniacus. The following year, Roman forces counter-invaded and cap- 
tured the Parthian capital of Ctesiphon, winning Lucius the title Parthicus 
Maximus. He received a hero's welcome in Rome in AD 166 and basked 
in the glow of a triumph.

The figure on the right of the reverse is somewhat ambiguous. RIC and 
Calico describe the person as Caracalla holding a staff or a spear, which 
is the convention most catalogers have followed for the very few examples 
sold in the past 20 years. However if we look at the scene within the con- 
text of the reverse legend, one might conclude this is a commemorative 
issue for Septimius Severus celebrating his vicennalia with the ritual at- 
tendants as he performed his sacrificial duties. A nearly identical aureus 
(RIC IVI 205), issued under Caracalla for his decennalia, shows the same 
reverse theme but with Caracalla sacrificing and a victimarius as the fig- 
ure on the right with an aulos player between.

Julia Domna was of Syrian-Arab ancestry; the daughter of the hereditary high priest of Elagabal at Emesa, a wealthy caravan city in the Syrian desert. 
Beautiful, cultured, and highly educated, she was made even more of a “prize” by a horoscope that proclaimed she would marry a king. Septimius Severus 
probably encountered her family while serving as a general in Syria in the AD 180s; when he learned of the horoscope, he immediately wrote to her father 
and secured her hand in marriage. Upon Severus ‘ascension as Roman Emperor in AD 193, Julia was named Augusta and became his closest advisor and 
confidant. Her love of art, learning, and philosophy manifested in a cultural Renaissance in Rome.

Without doubt, the four-year reign of Elagabalus stands as the strang- 
est interlude in all Roman history. His rise to power was engineered by 
his grandmother, Julia Maesa, the sister of the powerful Roman Empress 
Julia Domna. Maesa, determined to restore the Severan-Emesan dynasty 
to power, seized upon her 13-year-old grandson, Varius Avitus Bassianus, 
as the means. The boy, who was the hereditary high priest of the god El- 
agabal, greatly resembled a young Caracalla, and Maesa had it put about 
to the soldiers that he was the emperor’s natural son and true successor. 
That, plus a liberal sprinkling of gold, induced the troops to revolt and 
proclaim Avitus (now renamed Antoninus, but widely known as Elaga- 
balus after his god) as emperor. Improbably, Macrinus was defeated and 
killed, and Elagabalus with his retinue made their way to Rome, where 
the people greeted their new ruler with mixed bafflement, amusement, and 
horror. Elagabalus was also what would today be called transgendered 
and totally committed to the orgiastic rites of his cult. He married three 
times in rapid succession, including a scandalous union with a Vestal 
Virgin. The populace and soldiery soon became disgusted with this un- 
Roman behavior. Maesa finally decided that he must be replaced to save 
the dynasty. She persuaded Elagabalus to adopt his more docile cousin 
Alexander as Caesar, then coolly arranged for the Praetorians to murder 
their oddball emperor along with his mother, Julia Soaemias, in March, 
AD 222.

Trajan Decius and his son, Herennius Etruscus, were slain in the battle 
of Abrittus against the Goths in June AD 251. Leaving Hostilian the only 
remaining male survivor of the royal family. The legions in the Danube 
raised Trebonianus Gallus to Augustus, who in turn elevated Hostilian to 
co-Augustus. Unfortunately, Hostilian died from the plague the following 
month as it ravaged Rome and the empire at large.

Trebonianus Gallus was born in the late AD 190s and was governor of Moesia when he joined the Emperor Trajan Decius on an expedition against the 
Goths in late in AD 250. At first attended by success, the campaign ended in disaster early the following year when Decius and his entourage foolishly 
pursued the fleeing Goths into a swamp and were killed in an ambush. An enduring tradition places blame for the debacle on Trebonianus Gallus for 
failing to bring up reinforcements, but the soldiers nonetheless proclaimed Gallus emperor along with Decius’ surviving son, Hostilian. Upon returning to 
Rome in the summer of AD 251, Gallus named his own son Volusian as Caesar and betrothed him to one of Hostilian’s sisters. When Hostilian died of the 
plague in November of the same year, Volusian was further elevated to co-Augustus with his father. Gallus and son preferred a mild, civilian-oriented type 
of government that proved ill-suited to the harsh realities of the age. They remained at Rome trying to direct affairs while an escalating series of calami- 
ties descended on the empire, including pestilence, famine, invasions by the Goths and Persians, and economic collapse. One historian aptly described 
the reign as “a succession of miseries, devastations, and horrors.” In stark contrast to the energetic response of later soldier-emperors, Gallus seemed 
utterly overwhelmed and paralyzed. In mid-AD 253, the Danubian legions took matters into their own hands and proclaimed their general Aemilian as 
emperor. Gallus and Volusian summoned help from the general Valerian, then raising troops on the Rhine, but Aemilian moved quickly to invade Italy. At 
last roused to action, Gallus and Volusian scraped together an army and marched out to meet the rebels. But when their soldiers realized they were badly 
outnumbered, they murdered the unlucky co-emperors just north of Rome.

This stunning aureus was struck shortly after Maximian was raised to the 
rank of co-Augustus in AD 286. Like Diocletian, Maximian was of hardy 
peasant stock and rose through the ranks of the Roman Army during the 
war-torn later third century. Once Diocletian was installed as emperor, 
he almost immediately offered to share power with his old comrade in 
arms, whom he seems to have trusted implicitly. Maximian was appointed 
Caesar in AD 284 and was raised to Augustus two years later. Though less 
of a thinker than Diocletian, Maximian was a better soldier, a fact Diocle- 
tian understood and even appreciated. Maximian thus became Hercules 
to Diocletian's Jupiter, the man of action following the lead of a great 
planner and organizer. This duality is expressed on the reverse of this 
aureus, where a well-muscled Hercules is shown leaning on his club. In 
AD 293 the Dyarchy was expanded to a Tetrarchy with the addition of two 
subordinate rulers, the Caesars Constantius I and Galerius. 


The pose of Hercules on the reverse seems to be modeled on the famous 
“Farnese Hercules” statue, discovered at the Baths of Caracalla in AD 
1546. The statue, an icon of male virility, was sculpted in early AD third 
century by a certain Glycon, who signed his name on the base; however 
the pose was copied from a Greek original sculpted by Lysippus in the 4th 
century BC.

The reverse scene commemorates either Constantine's triumph over the 
Franks and Alemanni in AD 307, or his historic victory against Maxentius 
at Milvian Bridge in AD 312. The second theory, proposed by Depeyrot, is 
more likely, given that the the Frankish campaign was merely an annual 
policing effort while the triumph over Maxentius gained Constantine the 
entire western half of the empire. Arguably of greater importance than 
the design was the denomination of the coin. The aureus had been the 
standard gold unit since the Republican period, initially weighing about 8 
grams before its devaluation to about 5.5 grams. Constantine introduced 
the solidus, about a gram lighter than the contemporary aureus, as part 
of his currency reform that helped combat inflation. The solidus quickly 
caught on and became one of the most successful currencies in history, 
serving as the backbone of European and Western Asian trade for over 
half a millennium.

Aelia Pulcheria, the daughter, sister and wife to three different East Ro- 
man emperors, played a critical role in maintaining the stability of the 
Eastern Roman regime in the tumultuous early to mid fifth century AD. 
Born circa AD 398 to Arcadius and Aelia Eudoxia, she had a far more 
dominating personality than her timid younger brother, Theodosius II. 
When Arcadius died in AD 408 and Theodosius ascended the throne at 
the age of seven, Pulcheria took upon herself the role of her brother's 
protector. In AD 414 she came of age and the Senate declared her Augusta, 
or Empress, whereupon she took over the regency herself: She declared 
her intent to remain a virgin (possibly to avoid a political marriage), and 
took her brother’s education into her own hands, seeing to it he learned 
how to look, act, and perform rituals like an Emperor; however he lacked 
backbone, which she had to provide to keep the Theodosian regime in un- 
disputed power. Under her guidance, the Eastern Roman Empire success- 
fully intervened in the West and installed her nephew, Valentinian LI, on 
the throne (AD 424-425), while to the East, a brief war against Persia was 
successfully prosecuted (AD 421). When Theodosius was killed in a riding 
accident in AD 450, Pulcheria briefly ruled as sole empress before bow- 
ing to demands that she marry and thus chose a suitable man to rule as 
Augustus. She wisely chose the lowborn but capable Marcian, who proved 
to be the strong, even-handed ruler the Empire needed. The year follow- 
ing her marriage, Pulcheria was instrumental in summoning the Fourth 
Ecumenical Council at Chalcedon, which established the basic principles 
of teaching the Eastern Orthodox Church. Pulcheria died in AD 453, hav- 
ing kept her vows of virginity and defense of her Imperial dynasty for a 
half-century and left all of her possessions to the poor. 


The coinage of Pulcheria closely mirrors that of her brother and she may, 
indeed, have been responsible for the introduction in AD 422 of the promi- 
nent jeweled cross on the ‘Victory holding cross’ solidus type, and for the 
Christianization of the globe held by the seated Constantinopolis on the 
later coinage.

A Luminous Early Dutch-Brazilian Coinage 


34133 Pernambuco. Dutch Colony - Geoctroyeede West-Indische 
Compagnie (GWC) gold Klippe 12 Guilders (Florins) 1645, KM7.1 
(Rare), LMB-5, Angelini/Lucio-3.la. (this coin), Scholten-1446 (RRR). 
3.73 grams. Variety with punctuation after BRASIL. An remarkable tes- 
timony of Dutch Brazil. These siege coins were struck during the Portu- 
guese-Dutch war, where the Iberians reclaimed Brazil. Seldom-seen, they 
were extremely rare previous to the discovery of the Utrecht, a Dutch war 
ship that sunk in 1648 during a battle with Portuguese galleons. Other 
than the later source, these coins have been found in small hoards over 
the last century, adding to the few already cataloged in prestigious collec- 
tions since the late 19th century. Plated in the most recent and complete 
reference regarding Brazilian-Dutch coins, The Dutch Obsidional Coins 
in Brazil, by authors Claudio M. Angelini and Hilton A. Magri Lucio, 
this crisp example displays fully rendered devices, struck with rusty dies, 
bearing a near-complete circle of pearls, very bold for the issue. The larg- 
est denomination of this short-lived series, destined to integrate the most 
discerning coin cabinets. 


During the period of Dutch colonization of Brazil (1630-1654), three gold 
Klippe denominations—of 3, 6, and 12 Guilders—were minted in the Cap- 
taincy of Pernambuco for use within Brazil, beginning in October 1645 
under the supervision of mint-master Pieter Janssen Bas. However, these 
issues were not legal tender in the Netherlands, and thus any such pieces 
that made their way to Europe were exchanged for Dutch Guilders and 
subsequently melted. Additionally, any such pieces remaining in Brazil af- 
ter 1654, when the Dutch were finally ousted from South America, would 
have been melted, as after this period any Portuguese or Brazilian found 
with a Dutch coin ran the risk of being considered a traitor and hanged. 
As a consequence, the survival of such pieces at all, let alone this fine, is 
extremely uncommon, marking a special opportunity not to be missed by 
collectors of the Dutch colonial and Brazilian series alike.

34140 Pedro II gold Ingot of Serro Frio 1832 AU, Serro Frio (Minas 
Gerais) foundry, Prober-1832-SF-115 (this piece, 7 examples known). 
62x18mm. 36.66gm. Assayer Antonio Avila Bittencourt (AAB). A breath- 
taking piece of Brazilian history to say the least, with the vast majority 
of these gold ingot bars having returned to the melting pot during the 
rampant minting and melting of newly mined gold during the astonishing 
production of 19th-century Brazil. Just over 200 bars are left from the 
aurous period of the Brazilian gold rush, which started in the early 18th 
century, lasting for a few decades before an exponential decline, then with 
a rebirth in the early 19th century. The rediscovered gold brought wealth 
and development to new regions, Serro Frio (now Serro) benefiting much 
from it. When one visits, museums and landmarks illustrate how a boom- 
ing infrastructure was built for a city that never was. The promising gold 
mines brought numerous foreigners to the village; the Portuguese Crown 
investing in the construction of a courthouse (still one of the richest and 
most historic in the country), with contemporary sources relating how 
merchants installed several stores with British-only products alongside 
the impressive mansions they had built. The wealth was short-lived and, 
by the time this bar was cast, the gold reserves and mining had drastically 
declined, likely the reason that only 7 examples of Imperial bars have 
survived. Aside from some minor nicks and adjustments, this piece shows 
wholly original surfaces, the foundry stamp on the far left clear and crisp 
with absolutely minimal dark crevices. This piece was plated in Helio L. 
Guimaraes’ Catalogo das Moedas de Ouro do Brasil, the most complete 
work on Brazilian gold coins yet published. Prober, in his comprehen- 
sive work lists all known Brazilian gold bars, tracing this piece to 1909 
and 1926 Schulman sales, first belonging to Alvaro de Araujo Ramos. In 
the 1950’s, it exchanged hands from collector Theodoro Saibro Jardim 
to Renzo Pagliari (a prominent collector of Brazilian gold, whose collec- 
tion became the historic 1986 Spink sale), who allegedly bought it for his 
sister-in-law and later sold it in a Spink sale. Only the third bar we have 
handled from Imperial Serro Frio, a piece for advanced Brazilian type 
collectors and enthusiasts of true gold rush relics.

The Minas Gerais (literally, “General Mines”) Gold Rush at the turn of 
the nineteenth century was the first notable movement of the Brazilian 
population since the first discovery of the mines in the late 17th and early 
18th centuries. Initially, the Portuguese central government allowed the 
mining operations provided the quinto (20% tax) was duly paid and this 
legislation was effective between 1700-1713 but, understandably, not 
popular. The law of February 11, 1719 authorized the much needed cre- 
ation of new casas de fundigdo (foundries) in the new state and reestab- 
lished the quinto for gold dust while forbidding the circulation of gold that 
was not refined in the casa de fundigao. These measures, aiming to tighten 
the control of the crown over the exploration, resulted in the 1720 upris- 
ing in Vila Rica. The operation of gold melting and creation of the ingots 
was crafty and careful, each ingot accompanied by a detailed certificate 
or Guia, while the ingot itself also provided all relevant information: thus 
the present piece from Serro Frio (the bifacial punch to the left of the 
obverse) - identified by its year 1832 and its individual number N(umero) 
115 - was the 115st bar produced in 1832 at that foundry. The indicated 
fineness is of 23 carats (Toque 23) and the theoretical weight is of 1 ounce, 
2 eighths and 14 grains (indicated as 1 - 2 - 14). All of this is certified by 
assayer Antonio Avila Bittencourt (his monogram AAB is found at the top 
right on the obverse).

Produced in commemoration of the joint military maneuvers 
conducted between September 12-22 1835, the so-called Kalisz (Kalisch) 
Review came as a significant showing of Russian and Prussian military 
might and political ties in the aftermath of the November Uprising of 
1830-1831 in Poland, with its location recalling the Treaty of Kalisz, by 
which Russia and Prussia formally allied against Napoleon. Well-known 
to have been awarded to participants in the events, this medal is nonethe- 
less almost exclusively documented in either silver or bronze, and while 
several pieces were produced in “Neugold” (a gold-colored copper alloy), 
no examples in gold are documented in the Reichel, Henckel, or Hutten- 
Czapski collections, with Bahrfeldt further recording none in the holdings 
of the Marienburg. Such almost certainly suggests that gold strikings were 
produced in extremely limited numbers for the most important attend- 
ees of the ceremonies—not just the commanding officers—among whom 
were of course the Russian Czar and King of Prussia. Certainly of the 
utmost rarity as such, and likely to be a one-of-a-kind opportunity for 
German and Russian collectors alike.

Simply captivating as the result of attention to 
detail and care put into the coin’s production at the oversight of Thomas 
Simon and Pierre Blondeau, and a clear deviation in terms of quality from 
earlier hammered issues. Featuring needle-sharp clarity relaying charac- 
teristic stippling, perfectly centered on pondlike, ambered fields beneath, 
becoming one of the most visually engaging within this very sale which 
will surely excite even the most advanced collectors of this popular series. 


After the English Civil War terminated in 1649 with the execution of King 
Charles I, Oliver Cromwell, the leader of the anti-monarchist Parliamen- 
tarians, became Lord Protector of the Commonwealth of England. Seven 
years later, through the combination Thomas Simon's masterful engrav- 
ing and the engineering know-how of Pierre Blondeau, the Cromwell 
portrait series was created. A step towards hypocritically representing 
Cromwell as King, this milled coinage featured the Lord Protector wear- 
ing a laureate wreath and the reverse shield featuring a crown, its overall 
quality a significant improvement over previous issues. Produced entirely 
in Blondeaus own private Drury House (as the Tower Mint moneyers 
loathed Blondeau and refused to let him work alongside them), the coin- 
age was designed as a statement of Cromwell’ power and to serve as 
an example of the dramatic improvements in coin production under the 
Commonwealth.

One of the more iconic representatives from all of George II’s reign, 
this single-year type was struck from gold seized during Admiral George 
Anson’s circumnavigation of the globe as he harassed the Spanish main 
on his way to the Philippines. While much more frequently encountered 
on silver issues with the majority of captured treasure in silver, these gold 
“LIMA”-stamped issues are hard to source in any designation, let alone ap- 
proaching Mint State. The piece at hand displays appreciable appearances, 
capped by the distribution of even, gentle handling to only the highest 
points, yet lightly obscured by a charming ambered patination developing 
across both faces. A subtle hint of originality still populates the protected 
regions, a result of having been plucked from circulation not long after its 
issuance. 


The hefty weight of gold used to produce this 5 Guineas of George II was 
part of the £500,000 in specie captured by Admiral Anson (a prominent 
Royal Navy officer) in his raids on Spanish treasure ships bearing gold 
and silver mined in Lima, Peru. On their safe return to Portsmouth, An- 
son was met by a cheering crowd who formed a parade all the way back 
to London so as to safely deposit the tons of captured Spanish ore at the 
Royal Mint. To celebrate their victory (and humiliate their enemies), coins 
made from this treasure were marked ‘Lima’ beneath the bust of George LI, 
and thus a historic coinage was born.

34307 Meiji gold Pattern 10 Yen Year 3 (1870) MS66 NGC, Osaka 
mint, KM-Pn19, J&V-Mal, JNDA-pg. 83, JC-Unl. Arguably one of the 
finest representatives within the entire Japanese series, indescribable in just 
a few words, which remains the epitome of both conditional and absolute 
rarity. Pattern coins produced during the Meiji era remain a notoriously dif- 
ficult section of the Japanese numismatic market, with so few ever reaching 
the market, especially in as advanced a preservation as seen here. 


For hundreds of years prior to the Meiji era, during a tumultuous time 
of shogunate rule, commerce had been conducted using various cast and 
hammered coinage, with cash pieces the inspiration of circulating Chi- 
nese issues of the day. Similar to their western counterparts, minting in 
this fashion had numerous drawbacks as economies grew and evolved, 
including inconsistency of quality and volume of production to keep up 
with increasing demand. The 19th century brought about substantial for- 
eign influence in Japanese politics, leading to the Meiji Restoration in 
1868. This period of “Enlightened Rule” marked the beginning of indus- 
trialization for the nation, radically changing economic conditions and 
accommodated by the establishment of a gold standard based on the Yen. 
This required the modernization of minting capabilities, and thus a cen- 
tral minting facility in Osaka was established. Presses purchased from the 
British colonial Hong Kong mint, which shuttered after just two years 
from both poor economic performance and negative local reception of its 
coinage, would produce a series of Patterns and circulation issues shortly 
thereafter, including the present example. 


The gem at hand endures as the finest Pattern representative of Osaka 
origin from not only this denomination, but across all gold denominations. 
While a full set of Year 3 Pattern issues, struck by Leonard Charles Wyon 
at the Royal Mint and offered in April of 2021 as part of the Pinnacle Col- 
lection, included a technically finer representative of the denomination, it 
is of a completely different reverse design than what would ultimately be 
adopted, as seen here. Distinguished by a 32mm planchet that was initially 
intended for circulation, later being reduced to 29.42mm and increased in 
thickness, and thus assigned this coveted designation. Dressed in a wholly 
appreciable visual character, the honeyed golden expanses shimmer with 
gentle reflectivity, a clear indication of the care and attention given to 
the piece’s production and preservation. Crisp, unhandled devices persist, 
notably devoid of anything remotely considered distracting, proving its 
advanced and unfathomable MS66 grade fully deserved. Heritage has had 
the pleasure of offering now three of the five currently certified between 
NGC and PCGS, this ranked at the peak of the conditional censuses, best- 
ing the Norman Jacobs specimen we offering in 2011 by two full grade- 
points and the Pinnacle example offered by Stack’s by five points. The 
opportunity presented here is singular; to own one of the most coveted 
Patterns in the entirety of the Japanese series comes around once in a 
generation, and as such we wait with anticipation where the hammer may 
fall.

The wealthiest of all Greek city-states, Syracuse issued an exten- 
sive coinage in gold and used it to recruit mercenaries from all 
over the Mediterranean to secure its dominance over Sicily. This 
recruitment reached its peak during the reign of Agathocles, 
317-289 BC, who waged nearly continuous war against Carthage. 
His gold coin designs were patterned on the ubiquitous gold 
staters of Philip II of Macedon, although the weight standard 
differed from that of Macedon and there was a wider range 
of denominations issued, often rather confusing. This piece, 
weighing 3.14 grams, has been variously described as a gold 
decadrachm, tetrobol, third-stater, and two-thirds drachm.

The 
Greeks called the city Lilybaion, while the Carthaginians referred 
to it as Ras Melgqart, or the “Cape of Melqart.” A second Punic 
mint (after Entella) was established there producing coins closely 
modeled on the issues of Syracuse, usually featuring a charg- 
ing quadriga backed with a female head surrounded by leaping 
dolphins. Coinage at Lilybaion ended in about 305 BC and was 
not resumed until the Romans took full control of Sicily a century 
later.

The location of the main Carthaginian mint in Sicily identified 
by Punic inscription as “The Camp” has long been a matter 
of conjecture and dispute. Recent research, adopted by Oliver 
Hoover in his Handbook of Coins of Sicily (CNG 2012), sug- 
gests the “Camp” mint to have been Entella, a fortress-like city 
located in central-west Sicily. Founded by the Trojans in the 
500s BC, Entella was conquered by a group of Campanian mer- 
cenaries in about 410 BC who quickly sold their services to 
the Carthaginians (alternatively, the Campanians might have 
been employed by Carthage before they took the city). The city 
remained a Punic stronghold through most of the fourth century, 
although the Syracusan tyrant Timoleon briefly drove them out 
circa 342 BC (a peace treaty dividing Sicily into Greek and 
Carthaginian spheres of interest in 338 BC returned Entella to 
Punic control). The Siculo-Punic coinage of Entella seems to have 
been intended mainly to pay mercenary soldiers who were used 
to being paid in Greek coin, as the silver tetradrachms adhere 
closely to the Attic weight standard. Designs were usually based 
on the ubiquitous issues of Syracuse (obverse), but with reverses 
displaying their Carthaginian allegiance (the palm tree, phonix 
in Greek, is likely a canting pun on the term Phoenician). Horses 
also feature prominently, likely referring to the outstanding 
cavalry of the Carthaginians and their Campanian allies.

The Chalcidice is a three-fingered area of land extending from 
eastern Macedon into the Aegean Sea. Wary of Athenian impe- 
rialism and the rising power of the Macedonian Kingdom, the 
free cities of the Chalcidice banded together in 432 BC to form a 
defensive coalition called the Chalcidian League, with its capital 
of Olynthus. The silver coinage struck at Olynthus was on the 
Macedonian standard, somewhat lighter than the Attic standard 
employed by most of Greece, and was legal tender at all cities 
belonging to the league. The standard design featured a head of 
Apollo, god of beauty, art and music, with a type of lyre called a 
cithara on the reverse. The heads of Apollo on these pieces are 
remarkable for the strength and beauty of their style. Sadly, the 
Chalcidian League's coinage came to an end with the capture and 
destruction of Olynthus by King Philip II of Macedon in 348 BC.

Philip V was the most ambitious and opportunistic king of 
Macedon since Alexander III the Great. Soon after gaining the 
throne in 221 BC, Philip began strengthening Macedon’s military 
and seeking ways to increase his dominance over Greece and the 
Balkans. Around 215 BC, he observed Hannibal’s early success 
against Rome and made a treaty of alliance with Carthage, 
hoping to seize control of the Roman protectorate of Illyricum. 
The Romans viewed this as a stab in the back. In 200 BC, with 
Carthage defeated, the Romans moved decisively against Philip 
under the general T. Quinctius Flamininus. After two years of 
maneuvering, the Roman legions shattered Macedon’s phalanx at 
the Battle of Cynoscephalae in 197 BC. Forced to sign a humili- 
ating peace treaty, Philip became a Roman ally and managed 
to recoup some of his lost territory and prestige over the next 
decade. Relations with Rome deteriorated throughout the 180s 
BC and Philip was making plans for another war when he died in 
179 BC, leaving his son Perseus the dubious distinction of pursu- 
ing the course set by his father and presiding over its disastrous 
consequences.

Ajax the Lesser, depicted on the reverse of this attractive type, 
hailed from Locris Opuntia and led a flotilla of 40 ships during 
the Trojan War. Upon Troy’s fall, he was alleged by Odysseus 
to have violated a sanctuary of Athena by ravishing Cassandra, 
thus bringing the wrath of Athena down upon himself and his 
countrymen. Ajax himself perished on the return voyage, and 
the rest of the Opuntians reached home only with great diffi- 
culty. Nevertheless, they annually honored their former leader by 
launching a ship fitted with black sails and laden with gifts, which 
was then set alight.

While the sequence of issues for the earliest electrum coinage is 
still imperfectly understood, recent discoveries have begun to 
clarify the picture. It is now evident that the first “coins” were 
pre-weighed electrum globules of no particular design but con- 
forming to the weight standard prevalent in Ionia and Lydia, a 
“stater” of about 14 grams and its fractions. Next came pieces 
bearing simple punch patterns on the “reverse,” but with a blank 
or rudimentary “obverse,” as seen here.

Firm strike on buttery surfaces with areas of deep 
toning. 


Phanes was evidently a Carian or Ephesian minister or aristo- 
crat of the later 7th century BC. The name is known from a rare 
group of electrum staters and a lesser denominations that bear 
a stag and the Greek legend “I am the badge of Phanes” or “of 
Phanes.” These are among the earliest coins to bear legends. 
It has also been speculated that the name refers to a divinity, 
perhaps Apollo-Phaneos (light-bringer) or Artemis (due to the 
stag). The Phanes coinage falls into seven denominations, from a 
full stater down to a 1/96 stater, all featuring the stag in various 
poses; only the full stater and third-stater or trite are inscribed, 
but the distinctive rendering of the stag links all denominations 
of the series to the same issuer. The fact that Phanes is otherwise 
unattested as a king or satrap indicates the first coins may have 
been struck by private individuals, rather than governments or 
royal courts.

Lydia was the first kingdom of the ancient world to make wide- 
spread use of the newly invented medium of coinage. Previously, 
city-states along the Anatolian coast had experimented with 
pre-weighing nuggets of electrum and marking them with various 
abstract designs. Alyattes, who founded the Lydian Kingdom 
circa 619 BC, standardized the striking of coins on a wide scale 
and used as an obverse design an image of the sun (shown as 
a “radiate globule”) rising over a lion’s head, the symbol of his 
family, the Mermnadae.

Egypt had revolted from the faltering Persian Empire at the end 
of the fifth century BC, and for sixty years was ruled by three 
native dynasties. The last Pharaoh of this period was Nectanebo 
II of the Thirtieth Dynasty, who was to be the final native ruler of 
Egypt for well over a thousand years. Nectanebo was defeated in 
340 BC by a resurgent Persian Empire under Artaxerxes III, who 
appointed a man named Pherendares as satrap of Egypt. This 
Pherendares soon died or was quickly replaced by Sabaces, who 
was satrap by at latest 338 BC. The Persians had only been able 
to conquer Egypt due to the substantial contingents of Greek 
mercenaries that accompanied their forces, and these merce- 
naries requested their payment in coinage familiar to them. No 
coin would have been more familiar to the Greek world (and the 
entire region, for that matter) than the Athenian tetradrachm. 
Examples imitating official Athens issues had been struck across 
the Eastern Mediterranean since the mid-5th century BC, includ- 


ing in Egypt. 


Sabaces continued this tradition, but with an important modifica- 
tion: he replaced the Greek legend A@E of Athens with his own 
name in Aramaic. Thus, the coins that the Greek mercenaries 
brought home helped to bolster the fame of the ambitious Persian 
satrap, who would have seemed mightier still given that names 
of living people were then an uncommon occurrence on Greek 
coinage. Sabaces ruled Egypt as the viceroy for several Persian 
kings, fighting off a native revolt in Upper Egypt and eventually 
Joining forces with his overlord Darius LII in the latter's efforts to 
fight Alexander the Great. At the decisive Macedonian victory at 
Issus in 333 BC, Darius’ army was scattered and many prominent 
Persian generals, including Sabaces, were killed. His successor 
Mazaces surrendered Egypt to Alexander without a fight a year 
later and was possibly rewarded with the Alexandrine satrapy of 
Mesopotamia, where a man of the same name struck coinage of a 
similar style to the Egyptian issues of Sabaces. 


This coin is highly unusual as it pairs the obverse die in a style 
used by Sabaces and a reverse die with the name and symbol of 
his successor, Mazaces (ca. 331-323/2 BC).

Of all the the successors of Alexander the Great, Ptolemy more 
than any other sought to associate himself with the dead conquer- 
or. As Alexander's body was traveling through Syria on its way to 
Macedon in 321 BC, Ptolemy kidnapped it and brought it to Egypt, 
where he was then ruling as satrap. A magnificent tomb was 
set up at Alexandria to house Alexander’s remains. The whole 
operation was a terrific public relations move on Ptolemy's part; 
he now ruled the richest province of Alexander’s empire from 
a capital that bore his name and housed his remains. His early 
coinage bore Alexander's portrait, as does this example. After 
defeating Perdiccas the same year, Ptolemy was the strongest of 
Alexander's former generals and could have made a bid to control 
all the conquered territories, but he had the wisdom to be content 
with wealthy Egypt. He spent the last 25 years of his life building 
up his kingdom in Egypt, which would go on to become the most 
prosperous, stable, and long-lasting of the major Hellenistic 
kingdoms, surviving until the death of his distant descendant 
Cleopatra in 30 BC.

The famous reverse legend IVDAEA CAPTA refers to the triumph 
of Vespasian’s son Titus over the Jewish rebels and the destruc- 
tion of the Second Temple in Jerusalem the prior year. Six 
hundred years earlier, the Babylonian king Nebuchadnezzar II 
and his conquering army had destroyed the Temple of Jerusalem, 
carrying away the Jewish people as slaves back to Babylon. The 
Romans chose to leave the subjugated Jewish population in place, 
a mistake that would come back to haunt them in the Bar Kokhba 
Revolt 60 years later. But if not steal the Jewish population as the 
Babylonians had done, what did the Romans loot from Judaea as 
spoils of war? 


Though the Romans had been enraged by the insubordination of 
the Jews, they held a certain respect for the ancient nature of the 
Jewish religion and its institutions, part of the reason that Roman 
authorities permitted Judaism while persecuting newer “cults” 
like Christianity. When the triumphant army of Titus descended 
upon the city in August AD 70, they fixated on the Temple, the 
center of the Jewish faith and therefore of the revolt against Rome. 
Before destroying the structure, the Roman legionaries looted 
the sacred relics of the Temple, including the Table of the Sacred 
Bread, a table of solid gold that held various food and drink that 
was a type of permanent offering to God. But the greatest prize of 
all was the gold menorah, which was paraded through the streets 
of Rome along with the aforementioned Table and the sacred 
trumpets during Titus’ triumph. The whole scene, including the 
menorah, is featured prominently on the Arch of Titus, which still 
stands today in Rome. 


The tale of the menorah’s fate captivates any lover of ancient 
history. The menorah remained in Rome for several centuries, 
prized as one of the empire’s greatest spoils of war. In AD 455, 
the Vandals under Gaiseric sailed to Rome from their capital at 
Carthage and savagely sacked the city, looting much of what had 
not been touched by the Visigothic sack a half century earlier. 
Among the treasures carried back to across the Mediterranean 
was probably the menorah, which remained in Carthage until 
the armies of Justinian came to reconquer Africa for the Eastern 
Roman Empire. Justinian’s great general Belisarius swiftly 
defeated the Vandals, reincorporating Africa into the Roman 
state and returning to Constantinople in AD 534 for a splendid 
triumph. It is here that the menorah is directly attested: the chief 
historian of the period, Procopius, records that the sacred object 
commanded a place of prominence in the procession, as it had 
during the triumph of Titus many years before. Procopius added 
that Justinian subsequently sent the menorah back to Jerusalem, 
where by that time few Jews remained. The fate of the menorah 
after the AD 530s is thus uncertain. The most probable theory 
is that it was among the objects looted by the Sassanid Persians 
when they sacked Jerusalem in AD 614. The fact that the Persians 
carried away the True Cross, another sacred object, supports 
this theory. However, while the return of the True Cross to the 
Byzantines following Persia’s defeat fifteen years later is well- 
documented, there is no mention that the menorah was returned. 
Perhaps it remained in Persia and found a home among one 
of the underground Jewish communities along the Silk Road, 
eventually disappearing from existence. It is also possible that 
the relic did not share the True Cross’s fate and eluded capture 
by the Persians, being hidden away in Jerusalem. This theory is 
supported by a Jewish legend that on the eve of the Persian sack, 
the menorah was secreted away by holy men, as was the original 
menorah on the eve of the Babylonian sack. If discovered today,

the menorah of the Second Temple would be among the most 
important archaeological finds in history.

He captured and sacked Antioch, the 
third greatest city of the Roman Empire, and then defeated the 
Roman army and captured the Emperor Valerian alive, the great- 
est feat of arms yet by a Sasanian monarch. His military exploits 
enriched the treasury and enabled him to engage in stupendous 
building projects. A devout Zoroastrian, he was nevertheless 
tolerant of other faiths and is warmly mentioned as a just king in 
Jewish writings. Like many Sasanian kings, his silver coinage is 
vast while gold is rare.

In the myth of the founding of Rome, Aeneas was the child of Venus 
and Anchises. With the fall of Troy, Aeneas, a Trojan warrior, was 
ordered by the gods to flee with a group of people including his 


father and son, Iulus. After Aeneas’ own “Odyssey” through the 


Mediterranean, he landed in Italia, and his legacy would become 
the founding of Rome and his descendants would be Romulus and 
Remus. With this coins imagery, Julius Caesar refers to the mythi- 
cal founding of Rome and was used to link Julius Caesar's lineage 
to lulus, then Aeneas, and finally to Venus. Caesar also used the 
obverse of this coin to lay claim to the goddess Venus over his 
opponent of the time, Pompey the Great. The reverse refers to the 
moment Aeneas fled Troy, carrying his father to safety with him. 
This story was later immortalized in Virgil’s Aenead, under the 
auspices of Augustus, who used this story to link himself by exten- 
sion of his adoption by Julius Caesar to the founding of Rome.

The last Ptolemaic ruler of Egypt, Cleopatra VII was born in 
69 BC and succeeded her father Ptolemy XII Auletes in 51 BC. 
She soon faced a succession crisis: Her weak-willed younger 
brother and co-ruler, Ptolemy XIII, was dominated by a circle 
of courtiers who feared Cleopatra’s keen intellect and reso- 
lute will. Consequently, they ousted and exiled her in 48 BC, 
shortly before the Roman general Pompey the Great arrived in 
Alexandria fresh from his defeat by Julius Caesar at the battle 
of Pharsalus. Ptolemy ordered Pompey’s murder, but this only 
outraged Caesar, who showed up days later and occupied the 
royal palace. Cleopatra had herself wrapped in a carpet and 
smuggled into Caesar's presence for a meeting. This display of 
spunk by the nubile 20-year-old enchanted the dictator. The two 
likely became lovers that night, and Caesar's bitter Alexandrine 
War, which ended in the defeat and death of Ptolemy XIII, was 
fought on her behalf. Caesar tarried a while longer in Egypt while 
Cleopatra conceived and bore him a son. Caesar returned to 
Rome in 47 BC and summoned Cleopatra to join him the follow- 
ing year. She was thus in Rome when Caesar was murdered on 
March 15, 44 BC. Returning to Alexandria, she was summoned to 
meet the Triumvir Marc Antony at Tarsus in 41 BC. Once again, a 
powerful Roman succumbed to Cleopatra’s charms, and within 
a year she had borne Antony twins, a boy and a girl. Antony’s 
adoption of “barbaric” Egyptian customs, his increasing depen- 
dence on Cleopatra and his promise to bestow most of Rome’s 
eastern possessions upon her and her children led his partner 
in power, Octavian, to declare war in 32 BC. Antony fought a 
lethargic campaign and suffered a heavy naval defeat at Actium 
in September, 31 BC, after which he and Cleopatra fled to Egypt. 
On Octavian’s approach in 30 BC, Antony committed suicide and 
Cleopatra followed suit days later, utilizing the poisonous bite of 
the sacred asp. 


This series of coins celebrate Marc Antony’s victory over 
Armenia, which was used as propaganda to bolster his image 
back in Rome after failing to defeat Parthia. During the Parthian 
campaign, Antony had enlisted the help of Armenia; however, 
when it became evident that their side would lose the war, King 
Artavasdes II fled back to Armenia. Antony viewed this abandon- 
ment as a betrayal. While, plotting his revenge on Artavasdes II, 
he played nice until he made it safely out of the Armenian region. 
In order to enact this revenge, Antony fled to his lover, Cleopatra, 
and in 37 BC, used the wealth of Egypt to depose King Artavasdes 
I. This monetary backing became known as the “Donations of 
Alexandria” and the resulting political fallout of this “donation” 
was swift. Octavian used Antony's entanglement with Egypt, and 
Cleopatra, as a reason for him to end his own politically tenuous 
coalition with Antony, turning the people against the couple and 
thereby sealing their fate.

As the stepchild and unwanted heir of Augustus, Tiberius had 
a difficult act to follow. Nevertheless, for the first few years of 
his reign, he did a commendable job running the vast empire 
bequeathed to his care. Cautious and frugal, he engaged in no 
wars of conquest and kept the Empire’s finances in good order. 
However, he soon tired of the endless toil and began handing off 
duties to his unscrupulous second-fiddles, namely the Praetorian 
Prefect Sejanus and his eventual replacement, Macro. The result- 
ing bloodbath among members of his own family, and their 
Senatorial supporters, tarnished his name throughout history. 
There are reports that in the end, Tiberius did not die of natural 
causes. Suetonius, himself, believed rumors that Caligula had 
poisoned, starved, smothered him with a pillow, and then he fell 
dead. He was deified upon death. 


His cautious nature is reflected in his coinage - unlike the pro- 
liferation of types employed by Augustus, Tiberius kept the same 
simple design for both silver denarii and gold aurei for almost 
the entirety of his reign. This uniformity of type makes it virtu- 
ally impossible to date any particular aureus or denarius more 
precisely than somewhere within the last two decades of his 
reign. Hence, virtually any of his coins could have been struck in 
the same year as the momentous event he probably never heard 
about, the crucifixion of Jesus Christ in Judaea, likely between 
AD 30 and 34. The coin associated most closely to Tiberius is 
the “Tribute Penny,” the silver version of this aureus, as they are 
mentioned in the Bible.

Caligula’s tenure as Roman emperor was an abject failure; after 
displaying initial promise and popularity, he descended into 
madness, self-indulgence, and violence. Referring to himself 
as Jupiter or the New Sun God on official public documents, he 
named his horse a consul and declared war on the sea, forcing 
troops to stab the Mediterranean with their spears. He was said 
to kill for the fun of it and once ordered an entire section of the 
audience to be fed to the beasts for his own excitement. Caligula 
was assassinated in AD 41 at the age of 28, falling well short of the 
Roman people's early high expectations for him. The lofty expecta- 
tions Romans initially had for Caligula’s reign were largely based 
in the achievements and mystique of his father Germanicus, a titan 
of the Julio-Claudian age beloved for decades after his death. 


Germanicus was fortunate to be connected by blood or marriage 
to nearly all the important imperial figures of his age: his grand- 
parents included Livia, the first empress, Mark Antony, Caesar's 
most trusted lieutenant, and Augustus’ sister Octavia. He was 
also the nephew of the second emperor Tiberius, and if that 
was not enough, he married Agrippina, daughter of Augustus’ 
right-hand man Marcus Agrippa and granddaughter of Augustus 
himself. With such a pedigree and enormous inherited wealth, 
Germanicus could have enjoyed a life of leisure and hedonism, 
but he was a bold spirit and pursued life with an uncommon vigor 
and tenacity, becoming one of Rome’s most celebrated and suc- 
cessful commanders. After displaying impressive success serving 
in Illyria, Augustus promoted Germanicus, only 28 years of age, 
to commander of all forces on the German frontier, Rome’s most 
important border. For four years, Germanicus achieved victory 
after victory in an Alexander or Napoleon-like fashion, estab- 
lishing his legacy as perhaps the greatest Roman general of the 
Imperial age. Only four years before, three Roman legions had 
been wiped out in the Teutoburg Forest by the Germanic chieftan 
Arminius. Germanicus soundly defeated him in battle, as Tacitus 
writes that “the enemy were slaughtered from the fifth hour of 
daylight to nightfall, and for ten miles the ground was littered 
with corpses and weapons.” The Roman armies were even able to 
reconquer one of the lost legionary eagles from Teutoburg, and 
the men returned to the site to bury their former comrades bones, 
which had remained strewn about the battlefield. Germanicus 
was beloved by his men; he often paid the soldiers bonuses out of 
his own enormous personal wealth, and took great care for his 
troops’ well-being. 


His ever-jealous uncle Tiberius, surrounded by conniving advi- 
sors in Rome, ordered his recall and eventually dispatched him 
to the East, where he enjoyed still more success and popularity. 
In 19 AD, at the age of 33, Germanicus died in the Syrian port of 
Seleucia. Many, including Germanicus himself, believed he had 
been poisoned either on the order of Tiberius or by the governor 
of Syria Calpernius Piso, a bitter enemy. In death, Germanicus 
was revered and worshipped as a great conqueror and benevo- 
lent leader. His beloved wife Agrippina, heartbroken over her 
husband's death, worked tirelessly to keep the case of his death 
alive and used her imperial connections to finally bring gover- 
nor Piso before the Senate in a murder trial. Germanicus’ great 
popularity and some potential remorse from Tiberius essentially 
condemned Piso, who committed suicide during the trial, though 
the was much gossip that Tiberius had murdered Piso to prevent 
him from disclosing Tiberius’ own involvement in the murder. 


Owing to Germanicus’ stellar reputation, Caligula sought to asso- 
ciate himself with his dead father throughout his reign. This coin 
bears not only portraits of the father and son pair, but also the 
legend P C CAES for Germanicus, meaning “father of Caius 
(Caligula) Caesar,” in order to make sure that people made the con- 
nection between the heroic conqueror and his son the emperor.

Born in AD 32 to a nouveau riche family, Marcus Salvius Otho 
grew up as a pampered playboy with a taste for the finer things 
in life. He had a peculiar abhorrence for bodily hair and depil- 
ated every part of his body, including his head; to cover his 
baldness, he then wore a carefully made wig, clearly visible in 
this outstanding coin portrait. When Nero's regime collapsed in 
mid AD 68, Otho was governor of Lusitania and one of Galba’s 
earliest supporters. He fully expected to be named the old man’s 
heir apparent. Instead, Galba chose a young aristocrat of better 
breeding, and the furious Otho began plotting his removal. 
Playing on Galba’s stingy reputation, he bribed the Praetorian 
Guards to murder Galba on January 15, AD 69, after which the 
Senate reluctantly confirmed Otho as emperor. But he immediate- 
ly faced another rebellion, this time by Vitellius, the governor of 
lower Germany, whose sizeable army marched on Italy. Otho and 
the Praetorian Guard hurried north to hold the line at the River 
Po. The sharp clash at Cremona in northern Italy went decisively 
against him. Again, his generals urged him to keep fighting, but 
he decided to spare Rome further bloodshed. Retiring to his room 
with a dagger, he stabbed himself in the heart, the morning of 
April 16 or 17, AD 69. His noble end gained him a respect that had 
eluded him in life.

This is a truly remarkable coin as it is an entirely new reverse 
legend in a series that is widely collected and extensively docu- 
mented. Although the reverse type is well-known, the legend 
should read IVDAEA CAPTA. What appears to have happened is 
a merging of the regular Judaea Capta type and legend with part 
of the legend of a different bronze issue ending with AVGVSTI - a 
common reverse legend on Roman coins in other series. The 
result is a legend of IVDAEA AVGVST, unpublished in the stan- 
dard references. 


Another specimen of this coin, from the same dies, was in the 
collection of S. Moussaieff, London, and was published in 
Numismatic Chronicle 138, 1978, p.18 with note 1, plate 4.11, in 
the article Judaea Capta Coins by Dan Barag. When the revised 
RIC IL1 was published by Ian Carradice and Theodore Buttrey 
in 2007, that coin was missed, so although known by one other 
example, it does not appear in the catalog.

This reverse evokes the Founding of Rome Myth. Romulus and 
Remus were twins and children of Rhea Silvia, a Vestal Virgin, 
who was impregnated by Mars while she slept. Her uncle, King 
Amulius feared they would threaten his reign and ordered their 
deaths. So in order to protect her babies from him, Silvia placed 
her children in a basket and placed them in the Tiber river, hoping 
fate would guide them to safety. With the help of the river god 
Tiberinus, the baby boys wound up at the future sight of Rome and 
they were found by the she-wolf. She nursed them and raised them 
for a time until they were adopted by a shepherd, Faustulus. The 
image of Romulus and Remus with the she-wolf became an icon of 
Rome; it was continuously depicted in art throughout the years of 
the Empire and into modern times.

Together with his father, Gordian I, Gordian LI holds the record 


for the shortest reign by any “legitimate” Roman emperor— a 


mere 21 days. Their joint reign began as a provincial revolt in 
March of AD 238 against the tyranny of Maximinus I Thrax, a 
brutish soldier who persecuted the Roman upper classes with 
crushing taxation. The 80-year-old Gordian I was then gover- 
nor of Africa, and his son was serving as his lieutenant. When 
a group of African nobles rebelled and murdered the tax agent 
sent by Maximinus, they hailed the elder Gordian as emperor, 
an honor he accepted only reluctantly and on condition that his 
more vigorous son be named, as well. Laureled dispatches were 
sent to Rome, where the Senate enthusiastically embraced and 
legitimized the revolt by affirming the Gordians as co-emperors, 
granting them both the agnomen Africanus. Maximinus, then 
on campaign in Germany, marshaled his army and prepared 
to march on Rome while the Senate made ready to defend Italy 
against his vengeance. But back in Africa, things took a disas- 
trous turn for the Gordians. The governor of nearby Mauritania 
remained loyal to Maximinus and sent an army to destroy to the 
rebels, who could respond only by raising an ill-trained rabble. 
Gordian II died in the fighting outside the walls of Carthage, and 
his father hung himself when the news reached him. Still, the 
Senatorial revolt sparked by the Gordians eventually succeeded 
in toppling Maximinus and proved the Roman aristocratic class 
was not yet a spent force.

A nephew of Constantine the Great, Julian spent his youth in the 
east of the empire, tutored by prominent Christian bishops and 
philosophers of the day. His first cousin Constantius II, emperor 
of the East from 337, purged many of his relatives but spared the 
young Julian, who had secretly renounced Christianity by the 
age of 20. Raised to Caesar of the West in 355, he became the 
sole Augustus upon Constantius’ death in 361. With his devout 
Christian cousin gone at last, Julian openly expressed his support 
for paganism and his distaste for Christianity. Fashioning himself 
as a classical Greek philosopher, Julian grew a long beard and 
wrote a number of treatises, some of which have survived to 
the present. He replaced Christian symbols on the coinage with 
pagan ones, such as the bull depicted on this coin, believed 
by some to represent either the sun god Helios or the popular 
eastern cult figure Mithras. His death in battle with Persia in 363 
was seen as divine retribution by many Christians, and perhaps 
even by Julian himself, whose dying words were said to be “thou 
has triumphed, O Galilean.”

This coin was struck shortly after Valentinian’s proclamation of 
28 March 364, which stated that his brother Valens would rule 
the empire with him as co-Augustus, marking a rapid return to a 
divided empire after merely three years of one-man rule. The two 
brothers proved to be unequal with respect to military prowess. 
Valentinian’s successful defense of the Rhine frontier made him 
arguably the last great emperor of the West, while Valens’ cata- 
clysmic defeat against the Goths at Adrianople resulted in both 
his own death and, in the words of the contemporary historian 
Rufinus, “the beginning of the evils for the Roman Empire then 
and thereafter.

DN 
THEODO-SIVS P F AVG, pearl-diademed, helmeted, cuirassed 
bust of Theodosius II facing, head turned slightly right, spear in 
right hand over shoulder, shield decorated with horseman motif 
in left / VOT XXX-MVLT XXXX FL, Constantinopolis enthroned 
left, left foot on prow, globus cruciger in right hand, transverse 
scepter in left, shield beside; star in right field, COMOB in 
exergue. RIC X 257. Depeyrot 81/1. Struck from crisp, intricate 
dies. Possibly clipped at the mint due to the relative full weight of 
the coin. 


Struck during a period when Byzantium was paying enormous 
tribute to the Huns, this coin very well could have been part of 
the 700 pounds of gold (50,400 solidi) that Constantinople sent 
to the Huns every year after 433. Following a successful Hunnic 
invasion of the Balkans in 447, the tribute was tripled to an 
unthinkable sum of 151,200 solidi per year. These truly exorbitant 
tribute payments lasted only three years, however, as Marcian 
simply refused to pay them on his ascension to the throne in 450.

Marcian’s short reign proved to be consequential - he ended 
tribute payments to the Huns and convoked (with the significant 
assistance of his wife Pulcheria) the Council of Chalcedon in AD 
451, which affirmed the orthodox doctrine of Christ's two natures. 
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Basiliscus, Eastern Roman Empire (AD 475-476). AV solidus 
(20mm, 4.47 gm, 6h). NGC Choice AU 5/5 - 2/5, light graffito, 
scuffs. Constantinople, 7th officina, January AD 475-August AD 
476. D N bASILIS-CUS PP AVG, pearl-diademed, helmeted, cui- 
rassed bust of Basiliscus facing, head slightly right, spear in right 
hand over shoulder, shield decorated with horseman motif in left 
/ VICTORI-A AVGGG Z, Victory standing facing, head left, long 
jeweled cross with diagonal crossbar in right hand; star in right 
field, CONOB in exergue. RIC X 1003. Bold features and areas of 
deep harvest toning. 


BYZANTINE 


Anastasius I (AD 491-518). AV solidus (21mm, 4.48 gm, 6h). 
NGC Gem MS 5/5 - 5/5. Constantinople, 8th officina, AD 498- 
518. D N ANASTA-SIVS P P AVG, pearl-diademed, helmeted, 
cuirassed bust of Anastasius I facing, head slightly right, spear in 
right hand over shoulder, shield decorated with horseman motif 
in left / VICTORI-A AVGGG H, Victory standing facing, head 
left, long staff surmounted by inverted staurogram in right hand; 
star in left field, CONOB in exergue. Sear 5. A flawless speci- 
men with gleaming, proof-like surfaces and exceptionally sharp 
details. 


Anastasius’ 27-year rule was a time of apparent stability that 
masked deep religious divisions; during his reign, the contro- 
versy between Monophysites and Chalcedonians over the nature 
of Christ reached fever pitch. For his entire reign, the elderly 
emperor was in conflict with the Bishop of Rome over the issue, 
as Anastasius was an adherent of Monophysitism, which the Pope 
considered to be heretical. A contemporary bishop, Gregory 
of Nyssa, described the frenzy of the times: “the whole city is 
full of it - they are all busy arguing. If you asked something of 
a moneychanger, he would begin discussing the question of the 
Begotten and the Unbegotten. If you questioned a baker about the 
price of bread, he would answer that the Father is greater and the 
Son is subordinate to Him. If you went to take a bath, the atten- 
dant would tell you that in his opinion, the Son simply comes from 
nothing.”

An attractive portrait in the typical bold 
Carthaginian style. 


The early history of the Byzantine mint at Carthage is closely 
tied to political and military activity in the region. Justinian 
began minting gold coinage at Carthage soon after Africa's 
reconquest from the Vandals, but following the final defeat of the 
Moorish uprising in AD 548, many troops were withdrawn and 
the production of solidi was halted. Very few gold coins were 
struck in Carthage until Maurice came to the throne in AD 582. 
Concerned with the defense of Justinian’s reconquered Western 
possessions, he created the Exarchate system in Africa and Italy, 
which stipulated that these important regions would be governed 
semi-autonomously by a military figure. The creation of the 
Exarchate of Africa meant that its capital of Carthage struck an 
ever-increasing number of gold solidi, and the semi-autonomous 
nature of the Exarchate allowed the gold coins of Carthage to 
gradually develop both a globular shape and a distinct (and 
in some cases more refined) style compared with the issues of 
Constantinople.

It is not difficult to make the case that Phocas was the worst 
Byzantine emperor in history. A brutal tyrant, he had come to 
power through a military revolt and was so terrified of another 
commander doing what he had done that he in effect dissolved 
and destroyed both the Roman army and bureaucracy. Many see 
the reign of Phocas as the true end of the Roman Empire, and his 
shattering of the government allowed the Persians to seize large 
territories in Asia Minor and Syria. Prominent Byzantine scholar 
George Ostrogorsky writes that under Phocas, “the old imperium 
finally went under and the late Roman, or early Byzantine, period 
came to an end. Byzantium was to emerge from the crisis in an 
essentially different form, able to throw off the heritage of deca- 
dent political life and to draw on new and vigorous sources of 
strength.”

Constantinople. + O@K-€ RO-H@EI, The Virgin standing facing 
on dias, nimbate and wearing pallium and maphorium, both 
hands raised, nimbate head of the infant Christ facing in bosom;

Andronicus I was the final emperor of the House of Comnenus, 
the dynasty that had ruled the empire since 108]. Licentious and 
ambitious, his ascension to the throne was due in large part to 
the xenophobic anti-Latin sentiment in Constantinople that had 
been growing since the First Crusade. In 1182, Andronicus’s 
entrance into the capital was quickly followed by the so-called 
Massacre of the Latins (which he sanctioned), in which the ruth- 
less slaughter of the city’s Western European population (even 
pets were not spared) was accompanied by the destruction of 
the Latin Quarter. Upon officially becoming emperor a year 
later, Andronicus attempted to control the now nearly unchecked 
powers of the aristocracy - a critical but ultimately unsuccessful 
endeavor. In September 1185, with a large Norman army invading 
the Balkans, Andronicus was brutally overthrown and subjected 
to unimaginable suffering, as the Constantinople mob savagely 
beat him, cut off his limbs, and poured boiling water in his face, 
eventually completely dismembering his body, which was not 
given a proper burial for many years. Despite his horrific death, 
Andronicus’ reign saw the last real attempt to check the power 
of the nominally loyal “feudal” lords that by 1185 were the real 
authority in much of Byzantine territory.

Isaac II came to power through the Constantinople mob’s 
overthrow of Andronicus I. Only two months into his reign, he 
achieved a decisive and total victory over the invading Normans 
of Sicily at the Battle of Demetritzes, completely driving them 
from Byzantine territory. It was to be the only major success of 
Isaac’s ten-year reign. Soon after the victory against the Normans, 
the Bulgarians revolted after 150 years of Byzantine rule, ending 
the period of unchallenged Byzantine dominance in the Balkans. 
On the other side of the empire, the relatively stable frontier with 
the Turks that had been established by his great-grandfather 
Alexius I Comnenus began to erode, as Isaac possessed neither 
the military competence of his predecessors nor sufficient inter- 
est in the eastern border due to his preoccupation with the futile 
struggle to reclaim Bulgaria. His attempt to impede the prog- 
ress of the Third Crusade proved unsuccessful and counter to 
Byzantine interests. A weak administrator, Isaac watched pas- 
sively as the power of the local provincial lords grew at the 
expense of the authority of Constantinople. The highly central- 
ized Byzantine system of administration, which had ensured 
the empire's survival for hundreds of years and through numer- 
ous crises, was allowed to fall into permanent decay. He was 
overthrown and blinded by his brother Alexius in 1195, briefly 
returning to the throne on the eve of the Sack of Constantinople.

Due to the positioning 
of the date around 12 o’clock on the obverse, right at the edge of 
the flan, the year is frequently excluded, in whole or in part. The 
Standard Catalog, which illustrates a specimen with a similar 
amount of the date showing, suggests 1190 (assuming it was 
written in retrograde); that same coin was offered by CNG in May 
2002 (Auction 60, Lot 2111), where it was ascribed to 1196. The 
digit following the 9, however, does show evidence of a back- 
ward-facing upper stroke, suggesting a 6. A fascinating specimen 
in either case, and likely only a one-year type.

An exceedingly attractive and among the finest of the type this 
cataloger has handled, showcasing a simply sublime visual char- 
acter via vibrant cabinet tones and a most appreciable state of 
preservation. While evidence of heavy reworking to the dies is 
apparent: significant tooling to the bust and instances of die rust 
within the legends; the piece makes up for it with glistening and 
wholly appreciable appearances. 


Ferdinand III gold Restrike 2 Ducat 1642-Dated (1963) MS68 
NGC, Vienna mint, KM-xM29, cf. Fr-247 (2 Ducat of 1642 
Archduke Ferdinand Karl, 1632-1662). 6.96gm. A stunning offi- 
cial restrike of 1963, displaying not a hint of weakness in its strike 
nor the intensity of its luster.

Very rare in this quality, and the finest 
example that we have been able to locate.

One of, if not the most famous Spanish 
treasures ever recovered from the seas, the Atocha provided thou- 
sands of silver Cobs, alongside a vast amount of gold artifacts and 
precious Colombian emeralds. Presenting virtually uncirculated 
surfaces and practically free of corrosion, this is a standout speci- 
men. Recovered by Mel Fisher, this coin is accompanied by a 
1984 Treasure Salvors, Inc “Grade 1” photo-certificate. 


Philip IV “Concepcion” Cob 8 Reales 1622 P-P VF30 NGC, 
Potosi mint, KM19, Cal-1438. 27.07gm. Transposed castles and 
lions variety. Recovered from the Concepcion shipwreck (sunk in 
1641 off Hispaniola, present-day Dominican Republic). Already 
a bold representative of the type, bearing a scarce date and clear 
identification features, it was missed by William Phillipps’ 1687 
“Recovery of Treasure at St. Domingo” expedition, where he 
located and salvaged plenty silver and gold from this wreck. 
Salvaged in modern times, this piece shows little to no evidence 
of its 300+ years lost at sea, a fact that, added to the prestigious 
pedigree, will likely pique the interest of Spanish Colonial type 
collectors and shipwreck enthusiasts.

In the early 1820s the British government began the production 
of coins representing fractions of the Spanish-American dollar. 
Silver fractional coins of 1/16 to 1/2 dollar were struck in 1820 
for Mauritius and in 1822 for the Mauritius and Barbados. In 
1826 the Anchor Money in Mauritius was withdrawn and shipped 
to the West Indies. Since there was important trade between 
the West Indies and Nova Scotia and New Brunswick, it can be 
assumed that some Anchor Money entered Canada through trade, 
though there were no direct importations.

Of obscure origins, these tokens likely date 
to the mid-19th century and are encountered in a few additional 
denominations, the 10 Centavos seemingly most common, yet 
only coming to market every year or so.

Despite the 
notch to the top, the piece remains an enigmatic relic from an 
elusive municipality.

A confi- 
dent strike that allows the details of Kovanic’s design to be fully 
enjoyed. The offering’s frosty, lemon-honey surfaces exhibit a 
glean that enlivens Otakar’s seal on the obverse and his burial 
crown on the reverse. Bested in grade by only one representative 
of this gold issue, which brought in over $5,000 at our Platinum 
Night Auction in May of 2021.

The only 
representative of this fleeting test strike to receive a Cameo des- 
ignation from NGC. Deservingly so, the offering was struck from 
fresh dies and presents high contrasts between mirrored fields 
and crisp, frosted devices.

A sublime representative of this one-year type 
with a mintage of a mere 4,000 pieces. The example hosts sub- 
stantial eye appeal with semi-Prooflike fields that aesthetically 
elevate the Danzig coat of arms on the obverse and the recogniz- 
able motif of Neptune riding on a hippocamp on the reverse.

A 
handsome design not often encountered on the market outside of 
Denmark, with this being one of only two examples of the date 
yet certified. Displaying a variegated gray tone that instantly 
gives the impression of a cabinet specimen, this piece very much 
contains the eye appeal of a technically finer coin. 


Christian VII Krone 1771-K MS66 NGC, Copenhagen mint, 
KM622, Dav-Unl., Hede-23, Schou-7, Sieg-16. Struck upon 
Christian VII’s 22nd birthday. A remarkable opportunity to 
be sure, representing the second occasion we have had this 
year to offer a peak-certified example of this fleeting one-year 
type “Fodselsdags” Krone—the last bringing $8400 in January.

Besting a single PR62+ Cameo at NGC, it is 
impossible not to recognize the special precision with which this 
coin was struck, its reliefs medallic and sharp, with soft device 
frost balanced by mirrorlike reflectivity in the fields. The first of 
just 4 dates that saw production of this type, we would note that 
we have handled only a Proof striking of the 1838 (Auction #3067, 
September 2018, Lot 31287) previously.

More attainable quality for an issue that 
rapidly escalates in price as it improves in grade, with minimal 
evidence of friction to qualify its sub-UNC certification.

Medal 1909 SP63 PCGS, London mint. 44mm. By Elkington 
& Co. A very detailed specimen medal, with a lilac-cobalt tone 
throughout. The date, 1909, is located along the rim. Sold with 
original case of issue. 


Crescent and Star Company gold Imitative Medallic 4 Ducat 
1913-Dated MS62 NGC, 39mm. 13.60gm. A highly unusual 
privately issued medallic type, about which we have been able 
to unearth very little. Clearly taking its inspiration from the 4 
Ducat-pieces of Franz Joseph I (most commonly encountered 
as the 1915 Restrikes), it is quite possible that the Crescent and 
Star Company represents a jeweler’s shop; jeweler’s imitations 
of contemporary coinage being well-known from throughout the 
Ottoman period. For the sake of accuracy, we note some minor 
lamination flaws on the reverse.

A fetching and highly scarce Pattern issue, 
lesser-seen above this level when it is encountered at all. Despite 
clear wisps that bound the grade, the strike is very nearly that of a 
finer coin.

Conservation issue. A lovely representative with highly Prooflike 
surfaces.

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Republic gold 200 Markkaa 1926-S MS65+ NGC, Helsinki 
mint, KM29, Fr-7. A one-year type which quite simply does not 
come meaningfully much finer than this, a fact indicated by the 
presence of just a small number of MS66 and 66+’s in the certi- 
fied population. Seemingly a piece withheld in a bank safe for 
decades, hardly a blemish occurs to the fields.

Recovered 
from the shipwreck of Le Chameau, sunk off the cost of Nova 
Scotia in 1725 while transporting supplies to the New France 
(Canada). This formidable survivor of both a short-lived type and 
these perilous conditions exhibits complete structural integrity. 
Motifs are fully rendered on the reverse, while some weakness 
pervades the portrait bust on the obverse. Sold with the original 
Parke-Bernet Galleries envelope, though the lot number sticker 
has since been removed. 
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Louis XV gold Louis d’Or 1726-P MS65 NGC, Dijon mint, 
KM489.16, Fr-461. A beautiful gem with lemon-honey surfaces 
that boasts abundant cartwheel luster and sharp details through- 
out. Among the top three representatives graded by NGC. 


Louis XV gold 2 Louis d’Or 1754-(cow) MS61 PCGS, Pau 
mint, KM522, Fr-463, Gad-346a (R). From the French prov- 
ince of Béarn, a luminous, honey-lemon specimen that is free of 
obverse adjustments that typically afflict the type.

Unquestionably alluring for the type, featuring a pre- 
dominant cartwheel luster that careens freely over the fields.

A flashy piece with motifs juxtaposed in high relief against the 
tangerine-toned fields. Indisputably charming and cherished, as 
can be gleaned from the overall absence of visible wear.

Baden. Friedrich Il 3 Mark 1908-G PR64 PCGS, Karlsruhe 
mint, KM280. A captivating representative of this lower-mintage 
date, with an exacting strike that is enlivened by distinctive tech- 
nicolor toning. The obverse is dressed in a veil of teal and cobalt 
blue, while the reverse is engulfed by a gradient of champagne, 
amethyst and aquamarine.

Bavaria. Maximilian If Emanuel gold 2 Ducat 1697 UNC, 
Munich mint, KM371, Fr-221. 6.94gm. Struck upon the birth 
of Prince Karl Albrecht, later Emperor Karl VII. A thoroughly 
handsome rendition of this multiple-Ducat issue and the first we 
have handled in the last two decades. A generous, aurous appear- 
ance abounds this Mint State survivor, relaying crisply struck 
engraved devices that remain as a clear result of additional care 
and preservation soon after being struck.

Bavaria. Ludwig I “Order of Ludwig” Taler 1827 MS64 
PCGS, Munich mint, KM732. Struck to commemorate the 
founding of the Order of Ludwig, an award given to meritorious 
soldiers and civilians by the Grand Duchy of Hess. This near 
gem coin boasts a captivating amber toning that encompasses the 
entire obverse and around the peripheries of the reverse, creating 
a dazzling effect with the bright luminosity of a semi-prooflike 
fields. 


Bavaria. Ludwig I “Order of Ludwig” Taler 1827 MS64 NGC, 
Munich mint, KM732. Celebrating the founding of the order of 
Ludwig. Ranking among the highest graded by NGC and PCGS 
for the type, this exacting strike carries flashy fields, subtle russet 
coloration, and a whisper of teal toning. 


Bavaria. Ludwig I “Commercial Treaty” Taler 1829 MS64 
NGC, Munich mint, KM738. Struck to commemorate the com- 
mercial treaty between four major German states. An exacting 
strike dressed in mauve and khaki coloration on the obverse and 
pewter toning on the reverse. Despite mild chatter, the offering 
exhibits no evidence of rub and has maintained its original glossi- 
ness.

Provocative toning draws 
the eye from deeply toned rims towards steely centers of superb 
remnant detailing. Bursts of cerulean on the obverse compliment 
the gun-metal toning on the rest of the surfaces. 
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Bavaria. Maximilian I “Christoph von Gluck” 2 Taler 1848 
MS63 NGC, Munich mint, KM833.1, Dav-599. Vereinsmunze 
edge lettering. Commemorating the statue of Johann Christoph 
von Gluck. A beautiful representative of this challenging type 
dressed in argent brilliance and champagne toning at the periph- 
eries. Appearing medallic due to an imposing strike and choice 
state of preservation. 


BRESLAU 


Breslau. Balthasar of Promnitz gold Ducat 1548 AU Details 
(Bent) NGC, Fr-476, F&S-2532. A scarce type, with less than 
a dozen auctioned in recent years, none bearing this 1648 date. 
Showing well-defined motifs with no apparent wear, this offering 
has plenty eye-appeal despite the grade qualifier. 


BRUNSWICK-WOLFENBUTTEL 


Brunswick-Wolfenbiittel. Anton Ulrich Taler 1710-HCH 
MS66 NGC, Brunswick mint, KM693.2, Dav-2120, Sch6n-A75. 
A breathtaking Taler of Anton Ulrich and the first of this type 
we’ve yet handled, surprisingly absent from even the Cape Coral 
Collection, a surprising feat when considering the advanced 
state of our current offering. The product of a skilled hand as 
evidenced by Ulrich’s magnificent portrait and reverse arms, 
rendered in impressive depth and detail and witnessed here 
practically as struck. At a tilt, cerulean and lavender hues reign 
supreme atop a champagne undercurrent, illuminating only the 
most trivial visual distraction across still expanses. Currently the 
only example certified at NGC and likely the most advanced of 
all examples having come to market in recent decades. As such, 
we expect the present opportunity to entice only the most discern- 
ing of collectors.

Frankfurt. Free City gold Ducat 1639-AM MS66+ NGC, 
KMS85, Fr-972. 3.44gm. An amazing conditional survivor wit- 
nessed here at the very peak of NGC’s conditional census, besting 
all other dates of Frankfurt origin. Exceedingly flashy and punc- 
tuated by ample originality, this small emission must have been 
tucked away for generations soon after its production, and as such, 
is worthy of an advanced bid. 


Frankfurt. Free City gold Ducat 1796 MS61 NGC, KM289. A 
charming piece with a crisp cityscape and Prooflike fields that 
mimic the watery nature of the River Main. Only gentle friction 
and a minor abrasion on the reverse define the grade, the offering 
nonetheless maintaining its Mint State appeal and originality. 


Frankfurt. Free City gold Proof Ducat 1853 PR64 Ultra 
Cameo NGC, KM352. Mintage: 665. A surprising rarity among 
Frankfurt’s 19th century coinage, where the occasional business 
strike comes to market, and always with prominent Prooflike 
appearances, yet here we see a definitive Proof; each detail crisp 
in its embossment, lifted up by highly deep mirrors lending to a 
“Ultra Cameo” superlative. The finest representative at NGC of 
only two, this and a PR64 Cameo. 
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Frankfurt. Free City silver “Napoleon III” Medal or 2 Talers 
ND (c. 1860) MS63, Maz-1748b (R3). 42mm. By Ferdinand 
Korn. Struck to an impressive 2 Taler weight and commissioned 
by medalist Ferdinand Korn in the hopes of gaining Napoleon 
III’s patronage, ultimately ceasing production in Mainz shortly 
thereafter by decree of city officials. An choice example, showing 
charcoal surfaces with lavender shades. 


HANNOVER 


Hannover. Ernst August gold 10 Taler 1849-B MS63* 
Prooflike NGC, Hannover mint, KM212. A scarcer issue, with 
lovely reflective surfaces and virtually Proof fields. The single 
finest certified by either NGC or PCGS. 


GERMANY 


HARZ 


Harz. Baptismal Medallic Taler ND (c. 1680) MS64 NGC, 
Zellerfeld mint, Dav-LS2935, Knyphausen-7295 (2 taler). A hand- 
some issue that always comes highly contested by collectors. 
Showing extremely intricate peripheries, with full rendering to 
the minimal detailed and glamorously reflective surfaces, dressed 
in an old cabinet tone with flaming and cobalt shades. The sole 
piece graded by NGC. 


HESSE-CASSEL 


Hesse-Cassel. Friedrich Wilhelm gold 5 Taler 1851-CP 
MS63x Prooflike NGC, Cassel mint, KM619, Fr-1298, J-58, 
D&S-134. Mintage: 596. The second instance of this low-mintage 
issue we have offered, and an absolute standout representative at 
that. Ranking head-and-shoulders above its peers, we would note 
that NGC has presently certified a mere two examples of the type, 
the next finest being an XF45. Absolutely replete with Prooflike 
features, the offering’s surfaces appear as deep mirrors of reflec- 
tivity, their juxtaposition with the lightly frosted features creating 
a practically cameo finish. 


HESSE-DARMSTADT 


Hesse-Darmstadt. Ernst Ludwig Proof 5 Mark 1904 PR67 
PCGS, KM373, J-75. Mintage: 700. Obverse matte, reverse 
polished. Struck upon the 400th anniversary of Philip the 
Magnanimous’ birth. An always intriguing issue, witnesses with 
an appreciable juxtaposition of two vastly different finishes, both 
supporting a most appreciable and vibrant polychromatic tone 
and advanced preservational state, bested by none at PCGS. 


Minster. Sede Vacante 1/6 Taler 1761 MS64+ NGC, KM195S. 
Struck upon the death of Bishop Clemens August. A challenging 
issue with only three examples certified across NGC and PCGS. 
The piece at hand is the only Mint State representative and a near- 
gem, no less. Devoid of the heavy toning that usually afflicts the 
type, the pewter surfaces emit a Prooflike air, with notes of bur- 
gundy exhibited on the obverse. 


NASSAU 
Nassau. Wilhelm Taler 1817 CT-L MS66 PCGS, Limberg mint, 


KM47, Dav-741. Top certified and single year only issue, yielding 
a taupe-bronze and marigold tone with underlying mint bloom. 
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Nassau. Adolf 2 Taler (3-1/2 Gulden) 1844 MS66+ PCGS, 
KM68. A rare and spectacular high-grade gem example, this coin 
is only one in the PCGS census and by far the highest graded 
over the three NGC examples. This specimen displays subdued 
cartwheel luster and eye-catching toning that hugs the devices, 
allowing for the details to be more pronounced. 


NURNBERG 


Niirnberg. Free City “City View” Taler 1736-PGN MS61 
PCGS, KM300, Dav-2481. Date in chronogram. With name and 
titles of Karl VI. Comprehensively detailed strike with highly 
mirrored fields and toned in shades of lavender, gold and sky-blue. 


Niirnberg. Free City Taler 1768-SR MS64 NGC, KM359, Dav- 
2498. A beautiful example of this collectible Taler issue, bursting 
with full mint bloom and punctuated with razor-sharp devices. 
Almost untoned but for a champagne whisper at the peripheries. 


Niirnberg. Free City “City View” Taler 1768-SR MS60 NGC, 
Niirnberg mint, KM350, Dav-2494. With the name and titles of 
Joseph H. A scintillating specimen dressed in mint bloom. A lack 
of toning to the piece’s ice-silver coloration allows for the needle 
point representation of the Niirnberg “City View” to be enjoyed in 
its full splendor. Sold with old collector’s envelope.

Karl Philipp gold Carolin 1733 AUS0 NGC, 
KM254, Fr-2029. A formidable representative of this fleeting 
one-year type, presenting a soft but discernable strike, silky 
surfaces, and a scattering of ocher speckles. Tied for the second- 
highest grade amongst a mere five examples certified across 
NGC and PCGS. 


REGENSBURG 


Regensburg. Free City Taler 1696-MF MS62 NGC, KM203, 
Day-5773. A challenging type from a mintage of a mere 307 
pieces, represented here with the only Mint State example across 
grading companies. Flashy fields endowed with pewter toning 
give way to amber haloes at the peripheries. Displaying not a hint 
of weakness, its devices appear self-assured if not imposing to the 
eye. Certain to garner attention from quality-minded collectors. 


SAXE-ALTENBURG 


Saxe-Altenburg. Joseph 2 Taler 1841-G MS63 Prooflike PCGS, 
Dresden mint, KM20. A choice Prooflike specimen featuring phe- 
nomenal luster struck. With only minor wisps in the fields of this 
coin that do not distract from the splendor of this piece. 


SAXE-GOTHA 


Saxe-Gotha. Johann Casimir & Johann Ernst II Taler 
1615-WA MS63 NGC, Saalfeld mint, KM17, Dav-7429. A choice 
specimen with dark, matte reverse devices emulating shadow 
figures across the iridescent fields. Cerulean flames flicker 
inwards from the peripheral edges, under bold legends, with 
minimal blemishes distracting from the stylistic portraits.

Georg II 5 Mark 1902-D MS65+ NGC, 
Munich mint, KM200. Long beard variety. A fleeting Gem speci- 
men that has maintained its original luster and the precision of its 
strike. While the reverse presents with an even wash of pewter 
coloration, the obverse is endowed with alluring orpiment yellow, 
emerald green, and amethyst toning. 


SAXONY 


Saxony. Johann Georg I Taler 1617 MS66 NGC, Dresden mint, 
KM103, Dav-7595. Struck to celebrate the 100th anniversary of 
the beginning of the Protestant Reformation. On one side of the 
coin is the portrait of Johann Georg I, Duke in 1617. On the other 
side is the portrait of Friedrich der Weise, Duke in 1517. The 
finest example in the NGC census, featuring icy surfaces rippling 
with luster beneath sharply struck devices. Peach wisps shadow 
the central fields, while charcoal cabinet toning enhances the 
outer legends. With superb eye appeal and intriguing historical 
context, this piece is sure to catch the eye of many discerning col- 
lectors. 


Saxony. Johann Georg I Taler 1632-HI MS63 NGC, Dresden 
mint, KM132, Dav-7601. Arsenic-gray toning with tangerine 
highlights amidst detailed devices in recessed areas. 


Saxony. Friedrich August I Taler MDCCXI (1711)-ILH MS64 
NGC, Dresden mint, KM803, Dav-2655. Struck upon the death of 
Emperor Joseph I, this large piece presents a mesmerizing near- 
gem quality, where needle-point devices find themselves chiseled 
upon lustrous and lightly toned peripheries. 


Saxony. Friedrich August II gold Proof Medallic Ducat 
1847-Dated (1870) PR62 Cameo NGC, KM-Unl., Fr-2896, 
Schlumberger-850.2. Dated 1847, the type was in fact struck 
several decades later, around 1870, intended as a prize for the 
annual archery festival.

PCGS, Muldenhutten mint, KM1263, J-134. From a mintage of a 
mere 100 pieces, this sublime representative possesses veritable 
eye appeal. Pilot-light blue, amethyst, and amber hues enhance 
the already flashy fields and drape around the designs, which 
display not a hint of weakness. The first of this mint-date issue 
we have handled with a Proof designation. 


Saxony. Friedrich August III “Death of Georg” 5 Mark 
1904-E MS67 NGC, Muldenhutten mint, KM1262. Presenting 
a mesmerizing state of preservation, where the abundant mint 
bloom is well complemented by the intricate infusion of colors 
displayed by the old cabinet patina. 
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Saxony. Friedrich August HI 5 Mark 1907-E MS66 PCGS, 
Muldenhutten mint, KM1266, J-136. Fielding a luminous pearl- 
gray toned obverse while the reverse is blast white with a peach 
periphery. 


SILESIA-MUNSTERBERG-OELS 


Silesia-Miinsterberg-Oels. Karl I gold Ducat 1531-NB UNC 
Details (Bent) NGC, Reichenstein mint, Fr-3228, Schulten-2351, 
F&S-2078, Saurma-Jeltsch-34, Plate XX VI, 14. Celebrating the 
yield of the Reichenstein mines. An already elusive type made all 
the more fleeting from this date, with a quick survey of auction 
records from the past two decades revealing a mere 4 specimens. 
Moreover missing from Miiseler’s 1975 catalog Miinzsammlung 
von Bergbaugeprdgen of the Preussag Aktiengesellschaft’s 
collection, this is the first opportunity we have had to offer an 
example, this piece showing a relatively definitive strike despite 
the bending to the planchet. 


SCHAUMBURG-LIPPE 


Schaumburg-Lippe. Albrecht Georg 3 Mark 1911-A MS67 
NGC, Berlin mint, KM55. Death of Prince Georg commemora- 
tive. Situated as NGC’s “top pop,” flashes of amethyst and amber 
toning enhance the Prooflike surfaces of this precisely struck 
specimen.

“32” on orb on breast. A rare type with some striking weakness in 
legends.

Wiirttemberg. Friedrich I Taler 1812-ILW AU58 PCGS, 
Stuttgart mint, KM522. This handsome example of the scarce one 
year issue, features a delicate peach and champagne toning that 
glistening across that flan at any tilt. 


Wiirttemberg. Wilhelm I 5 Gulden 1825-W MS63+ Prooflike 
NGC, Stuttgart mint, KM563, Fr-3613. Mintage: 5,956. A one- 
year type with lovely lime-tinted golden color and Prooflike 
fields with a frosted portrait. Light wispy marks are all that limit 
this from a much higher grade. Seldom seen and although NGC 
does not display population data for this piece it has to be in the 
top realm of quality. 


Wiirttemberg. Wilhelm I Taler 1863 MS65 PCGS, Stuttgart 
mint, KM601, Dav-959. Opaque mint bloom on Icy fields, lightly 
frosted and glazed with a blue tint and taupe tone that rests upon 
the lettering and devices. 


Wiirttemberg. Wilhelm I “Marriage” 2 Taler 1846 MS65 
NGC, Stuttgart mint, KM596, Dav-958. A sublimely rendered 
specimen with icy surfaces serving to illuminate the portraits 
on this commemorative issue. Hints of warmer graphite toning 
silhouette the couple’s features on the reverse. 
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35620 Wiirttemberg. Karl I 2 Mark 1876-F MS64 NGC, Stuttgart 
mint, KM626. Very challenging to locate in a choice state of pres- 
ervation, this first year issue boasts cracking blast-white surfaces, 
minimal toning, and almost no evidence of handling. Bearing the 
second-highest grade awarded to the type by NGC. 


35621 Wiirttemberg. Wilhelm II Proof 3 Mark 1913-F PR63+ Cameo 
PCGS, Stuttgart mint, KM635, J-175. From the lowest-mintage 
year of the type, this Choice offering presents an exacting strike, 
embellished by pondlike fields that glow with electric amethyst 
and azure toning at the peripheries. 


GERMANY 


35622 Wilhelm II Proof 3 Kopecks 1916-J PR64 PCGS, Hamburg 
mint, KM23, J-603. A thoroughly engaging representative of 
this WWI military issue coinage rarely if ever seen at market. 
Decidedly crisp and laden with ample die polish, elevating 
already satiny expanses to near-gem designations. 


35623 Wilhelm II silver Specimen “200th Anniversary of the Death 
of Johann Karl Schuesselfelder von Kirchensittenbach” 
Medal 1909 SP66+ PCGS, Munich mint, Kienast-125. 60mm. 
By Karl Goetz. An ultra high-relief rendition, occupied by matte 
devices and mirrored fields, outstandingly toned with an intricate 
and captivating rainbow patina. 


35624 Wilhelm II silver Specimen “300th Anniversary of the Death 
of Jobst Friedrich Tetzel” Medal 1912 SP64 PCGS, Kienast- 
115, cf. Erlanger-836 (unlisted in silver). 60mm. By Karl Goetz. 
Presenting near-gem surfaces with high-relief motifs, dressed in a 
light cabinet tone that does not hide away its reflective fields. 


35625 Weimar Republic Proof “Oak Tree” 5 Mark 1927-A PR67 
Cameo PCGS, Berlin mint, KM56, J-331. Tied for the highest 
grade in this year. This Gem Proof Cameo is an exemplar piece 
boasting mirror-like fields and delicate peachy toning, kissing the 
surface of the coin. 


35626 Weimar Republic iron-chromium Specimen Pattern “Oak 
Tree” 5 Mark 1932-A SP66 PCGS, Berlin mint, KM-Pn353a, 
Schaaf-331/M10 var. Plain edge. A highly unusual off-metal strik- 
ing of this popular Probe (Pattern), seen here in an iron-chromium 
alloy, resulting in a slightly different yet equally as entrancing 
finish, confirmed as such by the Specimen designation. 


35627 Weimar Republic gold “Niobe Ship” Medal 1932 MS68 NGC, 
Schlumberger-123. 23mm. 6.42gm. Commemorating the capsiz- 
ing and sinking of the Niobe in the Baltic Sea near Fehmarn. 
Dated 1932. (anchor) ALLES FURS VATERLAND (anchor)/ 
VOLKSSPENDE-NIOBE (the Niobe, a public donation to all of 
the motherland), schooner ship (Niobe) under sail left on sea / 
DEN OPFERN VON FEHMARN ZUM GEDENKEN (to honor 
the sacrifice at Fehmarn), long cross on sea; 26. 7. 1932 across 
field. Edge: PREUSS . STAATSMUENZE GOLD 900 FEIN. A 
practically pristine representation with matte central fields offer- 
ing a gentle depth to the devices, and glassy peripherals beneath 
the sharp letters.

+EA DMVND REX, small cross pattée / FRARD | D MON 
in two lines, group of seven pellets above and below, row of 
three crosses in between. An exceedingly scarce issue, not just 
with Frard as moneyer, of which only a handful have surfaced at 
auction in recent decades, but for Eadmund as king. An always 
coveted horizontal type exhibiting attractive peach-tinged sur- 
faces and fully struck-up legends, and sure to excite collectors of 
this enigmatic series.

AU55 PCGS, Tower mint, Crown mm, Light Coinage, S-1950, 
N-1549. 7.68gm. ED | WARD’ « DI: GRA’ « REX * AnGL’ « Z 
(retrograde) FRAnC’ «| DnS «I « B’ (trefoil and double trefoil 
stops), crowned, armored figure of Edward standing facing in 
ship with large rose on hull, sword in right hand, shield in left / 
(crown) IhC’ * AVT’ TRAnSIEnS * PER * mEDI Vm: ILLORVm + 
IBAT’ ¢ (trefoil and double trefoil stops), Rose in radiant sun over 
floriate cross, crowns and lions in angles, all within polylobe with 
large trefoils in spandrels. A delightfully preserved representative 
of the type, graced with lovely orange toning on a complete flan. 


Henry VIII (1509-1547) gold 1/2 Crown ND (1544-1547)

Sovereign ND (1547-1549) AU53 NGC, Tower mint, Arrow 
mm, S-2391, N-1865. 6.05gm. A fantastic rarity from within this 
posthumous series minted by Edward in the name of his father, 
the type as such almost never escaping lower levels of AU as seen 
here. Regardless of the gentle striking and light highpoint rub, the 
piece still retains a generous lemon-gold patina that glistens at 
even the slightest flick of the wrist. 


Elizabeth I (1558-1603) 1/2 Crown ND (1601-1602) AU Details 
(Edge Repaired) PCGS, Tower mint, “1” mm, Seventh issue, 
KM6, S-2583, N-2013. Sharp peripheral devices are accentuated 
by a deep cabinet toning which adds dimensionality next to the 
flatness of the central motifs, due to common die deterioration for 
the type. Peachy undercurrents seem to imbue the coin with an 
antique regality as it is rotated in hand. 


Elizabeth I (1558-1603) Crown ND (1601-1602) XF45 PCGS, 
Tower mint, “1” mm, Seventh issue, S-2582. 29.84gm. An exciting 
representative of this highly collectible type and the last series of 
coinage of Elizabeth. Witnessed with characteristic flan irregulari- 
ties that potentially lend to an obverse striking weakness, the overall 
appearances remain supreme and fully discernible. Attractive and 
exceedingly desirable in even moderately handled conditions and 
sure to peak the interest of the British type collector. 


James I gold Unite ND (1606-1607) XF45 NGC, Tower mint, 
Escallop mm, Second coinage, Fourth bust, KM46, Fr-234, 
S-2619, N-2084. 9.83gm. Apart from minor evidence of rub, this 
elegant survivor boasts fully rendered devices. Deep silhou- 
ette toning has accumulated on the designs, throwing them into 
sharper contrast with the soft golden glow of the fields. 


James I gold 1/2 Laurel ND (1623-1624) AUS8 PCGS, Tower 
mint, Lis mm, Third Coinage, KM70, S-2641a, N-2117. 4.51gm. 
IACOBVS D: G: MAG: BRI: FRA: ET HI: REX. X, his 
laureate and cuirassed bust left, X (denomination) behind / 
HENRICVS ROSAS REGNA IACOBVS, crowned shield of arms 
on long cross fleury. Bright honey-golden color slight areas of 
weakness in legend and top of portrait. 
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James I gold Laurel ND (1623-1624) AU58 NGC, Tower mint, 
Lis mm, Third coinage, KM75, S-2638C, N-2114, Schneider-86. 
8.95gm. (lis) IACOBVS D: G: MAG: BRI: FRA: ET HIB: REX 
*, fourth laureate bust of James I left, XX (denomination) behind 
/ FACIA | M EOS IN | GENTEM | VNYVM (lis), crowned royal 
shield with long cross dividing the flan into four quadrants. A 
wholly appreciable example of the type, encountered at the very 
cusp of a Mint State designation and peppered with originality 
throughout. While only the most trivial instance of highpoint fric- 
tion can be witnessed to the impressively strong designs, the piece 
remains sublime nonetheless.

(Cleaned) NGC, Eimer-99, MI-I-222/77. 58mm. Edge plain. By 
W. van Bijlaer. A scarce medal commemorating the assembly 
of international representatives of European states in Dordrecht 
to discuss their local religious disputes. Exhibiting a wonder- 
ful scene of the Synod itself, this chiseled specimen showcases 
needle-point motifs and an established tone, indicating having 
been cleaned long ago. 


Charles I “Newark Besieged” 6 Pence 1646 AUS8 NGC, 
Newark mint, S-3146, N-2642 (R), Brooker-1228. 3.01gm. Struck 
on a typically crude flan, this piece presents virtually free of han- 
dling surfaces with a pleasing cabinet tone. Newark was besieged 
several times and surrendered on 6 May, 1646. 


Charles I 1/2 Pound 1642 XF Details (Cleaned) NGC, 
Shrewsbury mint, Plume mm, S-2924, N-2368. A scarce type 
from this expansive issue, one rarely coming to auction with any 
sort of regularity. A gentle die shift, which is common for these 
early issues, can be noticed in conjunction with the well-worn 
devices. However, such quality is not easily found in this type, 
and the bursts of violet and peach toning contribute to an endear- 
ing eye-appeal. 


Charles I gold Unite ND (1625-1626) UNC Details (Removed 
From Jewelry) NGC, Tower mint (under Charles I), Cross 
Calvary mm, KM151.1, S-2687, N-2148. 8.95gm. An always excit- 
ing issue of Charles’s hammered gold issues when seen at auction, 
and despite the obvious conditional qualifier and prominent mint 
doubling, retains a generously brilliant appearance, likely the 
result of cleaning. 


Charles I Unite ND (1625-1626) AU58 NGC, Tower mint 
(under Charles I), Cross Calvary mm, Group B, KM151.1, S-2687, 
N-2148. 9.22gm. * CAROLVS D’ ¢ G’ MAG’ « BRI * FRA’ « ET’ + 
HI’ *« REX », crowned, mantled bust of Charles left, XX (denomi- 
nation) behind / FLORENT CONCORDIA REGNA, crowned 
Stuart arms. Full portrait and nearly complete legends with russet 
tone on an antiqued golden near mint example. 
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Charles I silver “Death and Memorial” Medal ND (1649) 
MS64 NGC, Eimer-162b, MI-I-347/201. Dies by J. Roettiers. 
These medals were struck under the order of Charles I as a 
memorial to his father, who was beheaded in 1649 for treason, 
and are more commonly found in the bronze format. The obverse 
features an armored bust of Charles I facing right, and the reverse 
the Hand of God extending a crown above an English landscape. 
The legend in Latin translates to “Learn virtue from me, good 
fortune from others.” A dark patina is accentuated by radiant 
luster, with minimal blemishes to distract the eye. Teal undercur- 
rents seem to radiate around the late king’s bust, while rosy fields 
and an ominous cloud of teal on the reverse give it an air of divin- 


ity.

6.06gm. A near Mint State offering whose distinction is capped 
by minimal dispersal of handling friction noted to the highpoints 
and gently muted by a champagne coating. 


Commonwealth Crown 1653 AU55 PCGS, KM392, S-3214, 
ESC-6. Sun mintmark. A bewitching representative of this 
iconic Commonwealth issue, evenly toned in a rich mauve hue 
and exhibiting a more consistent and exact strike than similarly 
graded examples. Undoubtedly one of the finest specimens in 
terms of designation and appeal that we have handled in recent 
memory. 


Charles II Shilling ND (1660-1662) AUS55 NGC, Crown mm, 
First issue, KM405, S-3308, ESC-1009.

Charles II 1/2 Penny 1673 MS63 Brown PCGS, K M437, S-3393. 
Deep cherry-wood patina with bursts of luster across fields. 
While this piece is free from much of the wear typical for the type, 
a gentle strike limits the detailing on the central fields. 


Charles II gold 1/2 Guinea 1676 AU55 NGC, KM439.1, Fr-290, 
S-3348. Second style bust. A scarcely seen issue, well represented 
by the piece at hand, which features a fully defined strike, apart 
from a small rubbed area on the wig of the laureate portrait. Its 
surfaces have maintained considerable original luster, with amber 
toning emerging around the legends. Only 3 total examples are 
graded across NGC and PCGS, none receiving a Mint State desig- 
nation, and as such, this specimen is highly collectible. 


Charles II gold “Elephant and Castle” 2 Guineas 1678 AU 
Details (Cleaned) NGC, KM443.2. Elephant and castle below 
bust. A charming offering with velvet surfaces and sharply 
defined devices. Minimally handled, an otherwise pristine 
example, though evidence of cleaning restricts this coin from 
higher designation.

Absent any meaningful 
handling, with scattered traces of iridescence occurring to both 
the obverse and reverse. 


A 
near Mint State survivor bearing a sound strike, though a bit soft 
at the center, and free of adjustment marks that normally plague 
the type. Consistently dappled surfaces are backlit by sumptuous 
cabinet toning, which, in addition to flow lines, imbue the offer- 
ing with an eccentric character. 


James II gold Guinea 1686 AU55 NGC, KM459.1, Fr-295, 
S-3402. Second bust style. An impressive survivor amongst the 
highest-graded examples of the type, with no noteworthy flaws, 
and fully defined features apart from an area of rub on the wig of 
James II. 


William III Shilling 1697 MS66 NGC, KM485.1, S-3497. First 
Bust. Of the utmost rarity in terms of the conditional preservation 
this piece finds itself in, not a hint of weakness to denote through- 
out this small emission. A fine lavender and peach undercurrent 
traverse the low-lying fields while shimmering reflectivity deco- 
rates the legends.

First 
bust. A captivating survivor with a quality of strike and overall 
presentation that is outstanding for the type. The only Mint State 
example to receive a plus designation from NGC, this offering 
showcases copious luster dressed in a technicolor coat of mauve, 
teal, and amber. 


William III Crown 1695 MS63 NGC, KM486, S-3470, ESC-990 
(prev. ESC-86). SEPTIMO edge with cinquefoil stops. A solidly 
choice survivor obviously handled with care over its 300+ year 
history. Visually sharp, particularly on the reverse, blessed with 
original luster, and dressed in captivating pastel toning of rose 
and lavender hues. 


William & Mary Crown 1692 VF30 PCGS, KM478, S-3433. 
An elusive British Crown type in any reasonable grade, pre- 
sented here by an impressive slate toned specimen. Evenly struck 
devices are free of interruption but for a few negligible marks on 
William’s chin. 


Anne 6 Pence 1705 MS63 PCGS, KM516.3, S-3592. Early 
shields, plumes in angles variety. Glistening luster beneath a 
cloak of dove-gray toning accented with seafoam, lemon and 
cranberry hues. 


Anne Shilling 1702 MS63 NGC, KM509.3, S-3583. A choice 
specimen showcasing glossy surfaces adorned in amber toning. 
Hints of emerald patination emerge on the reverse. 


Anne Shilling 1708 MS63 NGC, KMS517.7, S-3610. Without E 
below bust. A Choice specimen of this recognizable type, com- 
plete with crisp devices and complex coloration that varies from 
dove gray in the center of the flan to flashes of rainbow toning 
toward the periphery. 
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Anne 1/2 Crown 1708 MS62 NGC, KMS525.1, S-3604, ESC-1370. 
No plumes in reverse angles. An appealing representative exhibit- 
ing silky surfaces with gunmetal, champagne, and cornflower 
blue toning. The discernably confident strike is caused little dis- 
traction by scattered contact marks. 


Anne 1/2 Crown 1708 MS61 PCGS, KM525.1, S-3604, ESC- 
1370. No plumes in reverse angles. A commendable selection, 
draped in a dove-gray veil with wood grain patination, showcas- 
ing a host of springtime tones on the reverse. One in a handful of 
Mint State survivors, only gentle friction defining the grade. 


Anne 1/2 Crown 1714 AU58 PCGS, KM525.4, S-3607. Plumes 
and Roses variety. TERTIO edge. Visually represented in fine 
style with fully fluted edge reeding, a decent portrait and draped 
in an oyster-gray and burnt sienna tone, shy of mint state due to 
obverse haymarking. 


Anne “Vigo” Crown 1703 AUS3 PCGS, KM519.1, S-3576. 
Perhaps the most popular crown of Anne’s reign, struck from 
bullion captured in the 1702 Anglo-Dutch victory over the 
Spanish at Vigo Bay. Deeply struck with superbly rendered detail- 
ing and charcoal silhouette toning, limited only by gentle wear 
and scattered contact marks.

C/SS in third 
quarter. Lustrous argent surfaces draped in amber tone. 


George I Crown 1718/6 XF40 NGC, KM545.1, S-3639. Plumes 
& Roses. A specimen with sharp devices that are bathed in mauve 
and champagne toning that deepens around the legends. 


George I gold 1/2 Guinea 1725 AU58 NGC, K M560, S-3637. An 
exacting strike on the cusp of Mint State, showcasing impressive 
residual luster and subtle amber toning near the legends. 


George II 1/2 Crown 1739 MS62 PCGS, KM574.2, S-3693. 
Roses in angles variety. DVODECIMO edge. Shimmering anthra- 
cite and charcoal tone with a mother-of-pearl glow, residual luster 
and an exceptional strike. 


George II “Lima” 1/2 Crown 1746 MS62 PCGS, KM584.3, 
S-3695A. Displaying regal white, charcoal and deep blue-green 
toning alongside a detailed strike with minor weakness in curls 
next to cheek. The surfaces of this historical issue are covered in 
frosted satin texture to boot. This should see strong bidder activ- 
ity and a wonderful addition to the winner’s collection. 


George II Crown 1732 MS61 NGC, KM575.1, S-3686. Plumes 
& Roses reverse. Already a fleeting type, the piece at hand is one 
of only three examples to receive a Mint State designation from 
NGC. Its exacting strike is enhanced by attractive cabinet toning, 
with signs of wear that are consistent for the grade. For the sake 
of accuracy, adjustment marks are visible on the face of George I, 
but the specimen remains an elite offering for British crown col- 
lectors. 
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George II Crown 1736 AU58 NGC, KM575.1, S-3686, ESC- 
1664 (prev. ESC-121). NONO edge. Plumes & Roses. The crowns 
of George I were the last of this denomination to be produced 
from West Country silver (a provenance denoted by the roses 
and plumes on the reverse of this example), this source becom- 
ing depleted in the mid 18th century and the production of silver 
coinage altogether slowing to a trickle until the early 19th century. 
An endearingly dark patina is accentuated by cornflower blue and 
peach with only minor spots of wear capping this borderline coin 
from a Mint State designation. 


George II Crown 1743 MS63 NGC, KM585.1, S-3688, ESC-124. 
Roses in angles. A lightly handled offering boasting the older bust 
of George II. Exquisitely sharp devices are illuminated by peach 
and blue toning with a gentle tilt of the hand. 


George II gold 1/2 Guinea 1734 AU55 NGC, KM565.1, Fr-345, 
S-3681A. The first of this year issue we have offered. Only three 
examples have been graded across the certification companies, 
none achieving a Mint State designation. This formidable repre- 
sentative features velveteen surfaces and residual luster poking 
through on the devices. A flan flaw and contact marks consistent 
with the grade are noted here for accuracy. 


George II gold Guinea 1732 AUS58 PCGS, KM573.1, S-3672. 
Smaller Lettering. One of only two examples at PCGS, this bor- 
derline example is limited by scattered contact marks and gentle 
wear. However, the superb remnant detailing and soft glisten to 
the matte surfaces makes this relatively scarce piece a delight to 
behold in such condition. 


George II gold Guinea 1733 AU58 NGC, KM573.3, Fr-339, 
S-3674. A scarce issue in any grade, seen here on the cusp of 
Mint State. This light lemon-gold specimen features a soft strike 
on the face of George II, while a noticeably sharper strike can 
be observed on the reverse. Much residual luster has been main- 
tained, particularly on the reverse. A representative of this year 
has not come to one of our auctions since 2016. 


George II gold Guinea 1749 AU50 NGC, KM588, S-3680. A 
better preserved specimen than the grade suggests, this offer- 
ing boasts a centered and bold strike that reveals absolutely no 
deficiency on the reverse and just a bit of weakness on the wig of 
George IL. Its glowing sun-gold surfaces are marked by a handful 
of die cracks and one planchet flaw to the right, insignificant 
flaws in light of this offering’s rarity and eye appeal. 


George I copper Specimen “Second Treaty of Vienna” Medal 
1731 MS67 Brown NGC, Eimer-523, MI-I]-496/39. 48mm. By J. 
Croker. An impressive representative of this large medal, showing 
chiseled high-relief surfaces with lots of red seen across the crev- 
ices. 


George III gilt Proof Pattern 1/2 Penny 1799-SOHO PR64 
Cameo PCGS, Soho mint, Peck-1243. An intriguing and finely 
preserved representative from George III’s highly collectible 
Soho-minted Pattern series, here relaying a stunning gilt surface 
serving to elevate George’s already impressive bust, precluded 
from even finer designations by a light dispersal of handling 
wisps. 


George III copper Proof Restrike Penny 1797-SOHO PR64 
Brown NGC, Soho mint, Peck-1148. Near-pristine surfaces, and 
crisp devices from the freshly re-carved dies contribute to the 
stunning visual qualities of this gem offering. Terracotta patina- 
tion and an undercurrent of iridescence in the central fields add 
dimensionality next to the deeper cognac coloring of the periph- 
eral legends. 
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George III gilt-copper Proof Penny 1797-SOHO PR63 Cameo 
NGC, Soho mint, KM618a, Peck-1117 (VS). Plain edge. A very 
scarce type even more rarified at this choice status, displaying 
an abundance of texture between the alternating watery and vel- 
veteen finishes of the flan. The gilt surfaces admit few flaws and 
actively accentuate the crisp devices. 


George III “Cartwheel” 2 Pence 1797-SOHO MS64 Brown 
NGC, Soho mint, KM619, S-3776. A one-year type rarely encoun- 
tered in this choice state of preservation, spoken for here with 
silky, dark chocolate surfaces that are embellished by a veil of 
violet toning on the reverse. An attainable offering, as this type 
experiences a steep drop off in the NGC census after MS64. 


George III “Northumberland” Shilling 1763 MS65 NGC, 
KM597, S-3742. Produced in limited quantities, this issue was 
minted after the Earl of Northumberland specifically ordered 
£100 worth of Shillings to distribute upon his appointment as 
Lord Lieutenant. By these figures, only 2,000 would have been 
produced. This gem offering boasts razor-sharp devices with 
whispers of iridescent toning on the stormy surfaces. 


George III Proof 1/3 Guinea 1776 PR62 NGC, KM-Pn55, 
W&R-137 (R3). Plain Edge. Gentle contact marks cap the grade 
at near-choice, but flashes of mint bloom and sharp devices retain 
much of the coin’s majesty. A popular year and type for many 
American collectors, this sunny offering is expected to catch the 
eye of many eager bidders. 


George III gold 1/2 Guinea 1786 MS62 NGC, KM605, S-3734. 
Fielding a centered strike executed with pinpoint precision, 
accompanied by glowing sun-gold surfaces.

Superb for the grade and issue, fit with crisp devices, little chatter 
in the otherwise glossy fields, and a subtle amber halo that 
emerges near the legends.

PCGS, KM-PnAS59. Featuring a deep mahogany patina with 
shadows of cerulean adding depth to the sharp devices. 


George III gold Guinea 1794 MS62 NGC, KM609, S-3729. A 
centered and exacting strike from fresh dies, showcasing gold- 
enrod surfaces with blazing luster and hints of caramel toning. 
Conservatively graded. 


George III gold Guinea 1798 MS61 NGC, KM609, S-3729. An 
handsome highly lustrous example of the popular and iconic 
“Spade” Guinea. Minted in the second to last year of this prolific 
century and a half year-old denomination, boasting a rich honey 
gold flan with sharp details and shimmery fields. 


George III gold “Military” Guinea 1813 MS62 PCGS, KM664, 
S-3730, Fr-357. Sixth laureate head. A one-year type and last date 
of the Guinea. Produced to pay troops fighting in the Napoleonic 
Wars, this exceptionally well-preserved example is bathed in a 
deep rich antique shade of gold with a red-orange patina on a con- 
servatively graded, fully lustrous and boldly struck flan.

Just 80,000 of this single year Guinea were struck and many saw 
significant circulation. The piece at hand is a formidable survivor, 
boasting notably sharp devices, amber toning, and minimal evi- 
dence of handling apart from a small graffiti “X” to the right of 
the laureate bust. 


George III Counterstamped Bank Dollar of 5 Shillings ND 
(1797-1799) AU55 PCGS, KM634, S-3765A. Host: Mexico 
Charles IV 8 Reales 1795 Mo-FM (cf. KM109); Counterstamp: 
Type I oval bust of George HI (AU Details). A fine offering from 
this always contested countermarked issue, witnessed at the cusp 
of a Mint State designation. 


George III Proof Bank Dollar of 5 Shillings 1804 PR65 PCGS, 
KM-Tnl, S-3768, ESC-1946. First leaf to end of E in DEI, invert- 
ed K in relief under shield, stop after REX variety. An absolutely 
stunning example of this always coveted type, especially when 
located in and approaching gem grades. Though officially regard- 
ing as a token issue, these so-called Dollars circulated alongside 
regular coinage due to the shortage of silver coins during the 
period. Proofs remain highly desirable, fully showcasing a design 
that is often found with hints of weakness due to incomplete over- 
striking that is notably absent in the present offering.

Despite heavily 
marked fields indicative of the noted damage, the bold imagery 
remains enhanced by the presence of a brilliant golden tone that 
decorates the surfaces.

48mm. By Conrad Heinrich Ktichler. HORATIO VISCOUNT 
NELSON. K. B. DUKE OF BRONTE. &, uniformed bust of 
Admiral Viscount left / ENGLAND EXPECTS EVERY MAN 
WILL DO HIS DUTY, panoramic battle scene at sea, in exergue 
TRAFALGAR / OCT. 21. 1805. Frosted devices with deep watery 
mirrored fields. Housed in oversized NGC holder. 


George IV Proof Penny 1825 PR63 Brown PCGS, KM693, 
S-3823. A textbook choice piece from the first year of this short 
lived type. Struck with needlepoint precision on rich chocolate 
surfaces, adorned with navy silhouette toning that complements 
amethyst and champagne hues toward the flan’s center. 


George IV 6 Pence 1828 MS65+ NGC, K M698, S-3815. NGC’s 
single highest graded example from a low-mintage year that saw 
production of only 16,000 pieces. Graced with crisp devices and 
technicolor toning that abruptly pauses at 5 o’clock on the reverse 
to reveal a coloration change. 
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George IV Shilling 1821 MS66+ NGC, K M679, S-3810. A strik- 
ing example with needlepoint devices, replete original luster, and 
a distinct toning pattern composed of teal, arsenic yellow, and 
amber hues. Sharing the apex of NGC’s census with a single rep- 
resentative graded at MS67 out of 72 total pieces.

George IV gold 1/2 Sovereign 1825 MS63 NGC, KM689, 
S-3803. Laureate bust type. An offering with impressively sharp 
devices and veritably velveteen surfaces. 


George IV gold Sovereign 1822 AU58 NGC, KM682, S-3800, 
Fr-376. Nearing a Mint State grade, this representative exhibits 
satiny surfaces and razor sharp devices. 


George IV gold Sovereign 1825 XF45 NGC, KM696, S-3801. 

A type that is always in demand, 
this ochre specimen displays satiny surfaces with russet hues near 
the legends and silhouette toning throughout.

Demonstrating cartwheel 
luster and a visually outstanding appearance in crystal white with 
a perfect degree and dispersion of tan toning.

William IV gold Sovereign 1833 MS61 NGC, KM717, S-3829B. 
Exceedingly scarce, especially when located in a decidedly Mint 
State preservation as is seen here, whose vibrant aurous glow per- 
meates razor-sharp devices beneath. While the lustrous finish is 
slightly muted across William’s obverse bust, the reverse faces up 
much finer than the assigned grade would indicate. 
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William IV gold Sovereign 1833 AUS3 NGC, KM717, S-3829B.

Yet another offering boasting William 
Wyon’s effigy of a young Victoria, showcasing his attention to 
detail and talent, while the reverse remains especially crisp with 
a refined seated Britannia that would adorn fractional coinage for 
the entirety of Victoria’s reign.

2715 (prev. ESC-673). W.W. incuse. A true choice specimen, 
nearly untoned but for a whisper of peach at the peripheries. 
Bright, full luster infuses the argent surfaces with a magnificence 
matched by the needle-sharp devices. One small scuff adjacent to 
the obverse date is noted for the sake of accuracy, confirming the 
grade.

Rightly so, 
the offering presents fully defined devices that are intensified by 
mottled technicolor toning. 
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Victoria Proof Crown 1893 PR65+ Cameo PCGS, KM783, 
S-3937. LVI edge. From a reported mintage of only 1,312 pieces. 
As if the central devices were carved from a labradorite gemstone, 
the vibrant toning of this offering makes it an especially collect- 
ible example of Victoria’s final standard-issue Crown design. 
While minor hairlines cap the grading, the otherwise unadulter- 
ated surfaces make this a superb gem example.

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Victoria gold Sovereign 1843/2 MS63 NGC, KM736.1, S-3852, 
Marsh-26B. A scarcer overdate variety of this fairly common date, 
rarely witnessed in Choice Mint State yet here we present a glim- 
mering representative, dripping with originality concentrating to 
the protected recesses of the legends.

A charming representative from a 
scarce one-year type, punctuated with glossy argent fields that 
peak out under gentle slate toning. A confident strike is still 
visible, the facial features of the rising sun still on full display. 
Some small areas of corrosion limit the grade, but the piece still 
stands in a three-way tie for the finest example graded by NGC. 


Central American Republic Provisional 2 Reales 1825 
T-NR VF35 NGC, Tegucigalpa mint, KM10, Fonrobert-7382 
(under Nicaragua), Ulex-2173, Guttag-3930 (under Nicaragua), 
Stickney-C96, Jara Moreno-pg. 82, Fig. 42. A respectable 
example of this exceptionally challenging provisional issue, 
almost never located outside of heavily worn states, and com- 
monly identified as one of the only collectible provisional coins 
within this short-lived series, most known from only a handful 
of survivors. Tied with the R.L. Lissner example, this piece bears 
wholly original surfaces with ample remaining detail and an old 
tone. 


Taking advantage of a measure of March 1824 along with Costa 
Rica that permitted member states to mint their own coinage, 
Honduras hoped to capitalize on the mining industry that formed 
much of the basis of its economy, transforming the new metal 
into ready currency. Whereas the regular issues of the Central 
American Republic mimicked the lower fineness of the Spanish 
colonial bust coinage, such provisional coinage took over the 
higher fineness of the colonial cob issues, perhaps meant to com- 
pensate for their generally crude production. This poor quality, 
however, made such pieces easier to reproduce, resulting in the 
Federal Congress ultimately ordering, on May 6, 1825, minting 
operations in Tegucigalpa and Costa Rica to cease.

PR63 NGC, Bombay mint, KM507, S&W-7.48. Distinguished 
by the characteristic appearances generally bestowed upon these 
restrike issues, with significant glass-like resplendence and a 
softness of engraved detail likely from being reworked.

A 
highly attractive Pattern for what would be a somewhat crudely 
manufactured circulation issue, with the noted gilding appearing 
weaker on the highest points, creating more of a visual contrast 
over the piece. While we have not been able to find much docu- 
mentation about this Pattern in the literature we have consulted, it 
is quite likely that it was manufactured in Brussels, where numer- 
ous Patterns of Nasir al-Din Shah were produced. We are aware 
of two others coming to auction in recent years—one as part of 
the Kian Collection, and the other part of our April 2010 CICF 
Auction #3009.

An ideal companion 
to the previous lot, and perhaps of even greater rarity, with only 
two yet seen by NGC and none in the Turath or Kian collections. 
Highly crisp throughout with minimal noted surface contact, just 
the slightest cabinet rub has likely resulted in the thinness of the 
gilding atop the highpoints. Only the second occasion we have 
ever had offer an example.

Faisal I 20 Fils AH 1252 (1933) XF40 NGC, London mint, 
KMO99. Error date engraved as AH 1252 instead of AH 1352. A 
coveted engraver’s error in all states of preservation, with only 
small numbers found exceeding VF and lower grades. While 
clearly circulated, the piece retains a notable degree of underlying 
residual luster when viewed under good light. 


IRELAND 


Charles I “Ormonde” Crown ND (1643-1644) XF Details 
(Edge Filing) NGC, KM64, S-6544. 28.66gm. This survivor 
boasts a centered strike yielding ice-silver devices which now 
stand in contrast to the even mauve toning of the fields. Evidence 
of circulation is consistent with other representatives of this 
notable emergency issue. 


George IV Proof Penny 1822 PR65 Brown PCGS, KM151. 
A visually striking Proof issue from this short-lived type. Its 
“brown” designation is somewhat misleading considering the teal 
silhouette toning around the designs and the amethyst and scarlet 
veil that graces the portrait of George IV. The devices are ren- 
dered with pinpoint precision, as expected from this superb gem. 
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ISLAMIC DYNASTIES 


Anonymous gold Imitative Dinar ND UNC (Edge Damage), cf. 
Lavoix-1123, Plate XIV. 25mm. 4.38gm. An immensely intrigu- 
ing and enormously perplexing imitative issue that seems to 
hover in a stylistic gap between the known Mancuses of early 
Medieval Christian Europe and the Morabetinos produced under 
the Castilian kings of 13th-century Spain. This piece certainly 
leans toward the latter, though its inspiration might have come 
from an earlier prototype than the Morabetinos, which drew on 
Almohad models. In his Catalogue des monnaies musulmanes de 
la Bibliotheque nationale: Espagne et Afrique, published in 1891, 
Henri Lavoix records a similar-style piece (though with a rather 
different reverse) which he believed to be imitating the Dinars of 
the Spanish Umayyad Hisham II (AH 366-399 / AD 976-1009). It 
is indeed the case that the weight of this specimen corresponds 
much more closely to the standard of the Umayyad Dinars in 
Spain (c. 4.3gm), as compared to the Morabetinos, which weigh 
closer to c. 3.5-4gm. In the course of our research, we have been 
able to locate a single other representative from these dies, sold in 
VIA GmbH’s Auction 1 (November 2021, Lot 202). Not suitable 
for certification. Sold as is, no returns. 


Almohad (Muwahhidun). Abu Yusuf Ya’qub (AH 580-595 / 
AD 1184-1199) gold Dobla (Dinar) ND MS66 NGC, No mint, 
A-484, Vives-2066, Hazard-501. 4.54gm. Unmistakably refined 
quality for this trademark piece of medieval North African gold, 
with none yet having been certified finer. A foil-like luster grips 
the fields, conveying a complete lack of blemishes and more than 
securing its MS66 designation from NGC. For comparison, an 
MS64 we offered in May 2021 achieved $3000. 


Almohad (Muwahhidun). Abu ‘Abd Allah Muhammad (AH 
595-610 / AD 1199-1213) gold Dobla (Dinar) ND MS65 NGC, 
No mint, A-485 (R), Vives-2073, Hazard-506. 4.62gm. A soundly 
fresh specimen of this somewhat scarcer ruler for what would 
become a very uniform type, with just a single MS66 at NGC cur- 
rently ranking finer. Exhibiting almost none of the usual camber 
to the flan, we can find hardly a ground for complaint anywhere 
over its surfaces. We would note that the only other we handled, 
an MS63, brought $2640 in May.

Year 11 (1817/1818) MS62 NGC, Constantinople mint (in 
Turkey), KM614. Allover pervasive red-gold toning with shim- 
mering golden surfaces. 


Ottoman Empire. Abdul Mejid gold 250 Kurush AH 1255 
Year 18 (1856/1857) MS61 NGC, Constantinople mint (in 
Turkey), KM680, Fr-17. A crisp and scintillating Mint State offer- 
ing, bearing the second finest grade awarded by NGC, after a 
single MS62. 


Ottoman Empire. Abdul Hamid II gold 500 Kurush AH 
1293 Year 31 (1906/1907) MS64 NGC, Constantinople mint (in 
Turkey), KM733. A handsome example of this milled Ottoman 
issue that only occasionally comes to market, rarely this fine, as 
confirmed by NGC’s census, ranking as the sole occupant. Deep 
harvest gold canvases abound with satiny appearances populating 
the protected regions of the legends. A fine near-gem. 
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ISLE OF MAN 


British Dependency. Victoria Proof Penny 1859 PR63 Brown 
PCGS, KM14. By far the rarest of the three Isle of Man Victorian 
Proof Penny types, its catalogue value over double that of the 1841 
and over five times that of the 1839. Immaculately preserved, its 
chocolate-brown surfaces so sleek as to appear conservatively 
graded, perfectly glossy and eye catching in its brightness. Its 
devices are as sharp as can be and without even a hint of wear. 
Minor hairlines are present in the field, but to nowhere near the 
extent one would expect on a PR63 specimen. This piece would 
not look out of place in a holder one or two grade points finer. A 
must have for the accomplished Isle of Man collection.

Philip II Cob 4 Reales ND (1572-1589) Mo-O AU58 PCGS, 
Mexico City mint, Cal-505. A comparatively attractive type 
representative from this era, and one which seems to hover very 
closely over the boundary between AU and Mint State. Showing 
heavy flow lines in the fields that nevertheless keep from blend- 
ing the details together, we would note that while minor evidence 
of cabinet friction exists, there is generally little circulation rub. 


Philip V Cob 8 Reales 1714 Mo-J VF Details (Saltwater 
Damage) NGC, Mexico City mint, KM47, Cal-1401. 26.69gm. 
New style. From the 1715 Plate Fleet. A highly popular series date 
given its well-established association with the 1715 Plate Fleet, as 
well as the generally crude nature of so many Cobs of this period, 
resulting in the vast majority lacking clear dates. Bearing a clear 
date and a unique-shaped flan, this high-weight piece shows the 
slightest superficial corrosion to the crisp devices. 


Philip V “Milled” 8 Reales 1733 Mo-F AU Details (Corrosion) 
NGC, Mexico City mint, KM103, Cal-1435. A relatively fleet- 
ing date to locate as a milled issue, with the vast majority of 
coins bearing this mint and date coming as irregularly shaped 
Cob Klippes. While lightly porous over the surfaces from likely 
exposure to saltwater—likely also the source of its noted corro- 
sion—the piece remains well-patinated and highly detailed. 


Ferdinand VI 8 Reales 1754 Mo-MF MS63 NGC, Mexico City 
mint, KM104.1, Cal-482. A choice frosty piece, displaying bold 
and evenly struck peripheries, occupied by a subtle tone. 


Ferdinand VI 8 Reales 1755 Mo-MM AU58 PCGS, Mexico 
City mint, KM104.2, Cal-489. A difficult period within Mexican 
coinage to locate straight-graded pieces, with so many 8 Reales 
“Pillars” having suffered from saltwater damage or cleaning. 
While lightly circulated, this example contains a generally origi- 
nal appeal, overall friction being light and not overtly distracting. 


Ferdinand VI 8 Reales 1757/6 Mo-MM MS61 NGC, Mexico 
City mint, KM104.2. Firmly struck with amber hues transforming 
into magenta and cobalt on the peripheral devices. 


Ferdinand VI 8 Reales 1758 Mo-MM AU58 PCGS, Mexico 
City mint, KM104.2, Cal-494 (prev. Cal-343). Variety with 
rosette below assayer’s initials struck over smaller M. An espe- 
cially flashy AU5S8, showing many elements of a technically finer 
coin. Likely held in its designation by the presence of minor wisps 
to the surfaces, yet still difficult preservation for the type. 


35957 Ferdinand VI gold 8 Escudos 1755 Mo-MM AU55 NGC, 
Mexico City mint, KM151, Cal-790, Onza-606. A challeng- 
ing type, represented here by an exacting strike that has been 
very well maintained, heightened by a halo of luster around the 
legends. Overall attractive and better preserved than one would 
expect at this grade. 


35958 Ferdinand VI gold 8 Escudos 1758 Mo-MM AU55 NGC, 
Mexico City mint, KM152, Cal-794. The penultimate date of this 
popular series, showcasing a uniform strike with minimal high- 
point wear and an antique-gold tone. Scintillating luster across 
the rich golden surfaces, with even some glossiness verified in 
the legends, this desirable piece has comparable overall quality to 
the AUS8 Rudman example.

The 
offering is dressed with satiny, harvest-gold surfaces and silhou- 
ette patination on the legends. Altogether, a sound strike with no 
significant evidence of handling.

City mint, KM156.2, Cal-2001, Onza-762. A fleeting first-year 
issue of the subtype with an inverted mintmark and assayer ini- 
tials. This lustrous, harvest-gold offering exhibits fully defined 
devices apart from an area of rub on the portrait bust, all draped 
in subtle amber toning. 


35962 Charles IV 8 Reales 1801 Mo-FT/FM MS63 PCGS, Mexico 
City mint, KM109, Cal-971. Fairly scarce as an overassayer, with 
the residual feet of the M visible to either side of the T. Moreover 
extremely satin and lacking all but the most inconsequential of 
marks, the last we handled in this grade brought $1980 in July 
2021. 


35963 Charles IV 8 Reales 1803 Mo-FT MS63 PCGS, Mexico City 
mint, KM109, Cal-977. Near the peak of certified quality for the 
type-date, a designation soundly confirmed by the presence of an 
ample glassy sheen over the fields. 


35964 Charles IV 8 Reales 1805 Mo-TH MS64 NGC, Mexico City 
mint, KM109. Peach toning accentuates the deep strike of the 
piece, thus enhancing the bold remnant detailing of the devices. 


35965 Charles IV gold 8 Escudos 1789 Mo-FM AU55 NGC, Mexico 
City mint, KM157, Onza-1015. Strobing luster illuminates the 
sharp devices, despite the light center strike and gentle wear. 


35966 Charles IV gold 8 Escudos 1801 Mo-FT AU58 NGC, Mexico 
City mint, KM159, Cal-1644. A wonderful tangerine-tinted speci- 
men, displaying a confident strike, apart from the typical central 
weakness of the series, and crackling gold fields that contrast 
against deeper silhouette toning on the motifs. 
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Charles IV gold 8 Escudos 1807/6 Mo-TH MS62 PCGS, 
Mexico City mint, KM159, Cal-1652, Onza-1043. A practically 
Prooflike representative which furthermore stands as the single- 
finest example yet certified by either NGC or PCGS, boasting 
an even peach tone over over fully glasslike and reflective fields. 
Undoubtedly an outlier within the series, and to date, only the 
second example we’ve had the privilege of handling. 


Oaxaca. Ferdinand VII cast silver 8 Reales 1811 XF40 NGC, 
Morelos/Sud mint, KM235, Cal-1350. Struck by the Oaxaca 
insurgents during the War of Independence, this seldom-seen and 
fleeting piece presents evenly worn surfaces with a deep gunmet- 
al tone. The sole specimen recorded by NGC from this alluring 
issue, likely to engage Mexican and Spanish colonial type collec- 
tors. 


Sombrerete. Ferdinand VII “Royalist” 8 Reales (1811-1812) 
AU50 NGC, KM177. Royalist coinage of General Fernando 
Vargas. A high-grade representative of this popular, crude issue; 
exhibiting the majority of detail fully discernible, including much 
of “VARGAS” despite prominent central flatness around the date, 
the shield nearly complete with “SOMBRERETE” fully defined. 
Imbued with a light, dove patina enhancing an already advanced 
representative that will surely interest collectors of this series. 


Zacatecas. War of Independence - Ferdinand VII Provisional 
8 Reales 1811-LVO XF45 NGC, Zacatecas mint, KM189, Cay- 
15853, Ramirez-Z8.1.la. Continuous legend on obverse with local 
arms reverse. An important revolutionary issue struck with “LVO” 
initials underneath a prominently displayed central mountain, and 
with the words “MONEDA PROVISIONAL DE ZACATECAS” 
(“provisional money of Zacatecas”) in the obverse legends. This 
issue is notable for its use of the “local arms” reverse, a scarcer 
type displaying a more crudely styled design. The offering pos- 
sesses a superb appearance for any admirer of original tone and 
surfaces, exhibiting a hearty, silty patina with touches of steely 
luster gracing the periphery. A true connoisseur’s coin, and an 
inarguable historical relic of the period! 


War of Independence Counterstamped 8 Reales ND (1811- 
1814) XF40 NGC, Mexico City mint, KM285.1. Counterstamps: 
Round arms within wreath of the Chilpanzingo Congress and 
round Morellos monogram (Type A, XF Standard). Host: Cast 
Mexico Ferdinand VI 8 Reales 1809 Mo-TH (cf. KM110). A full 
of history survivor of the chaotic War of Independence period, 
showing bold countermarks for the issue, upon a crude but some- 
what clear cast host. These underweight pieces were made at a 
provisional mint and re-validated by another with a countermark 
to ensure their acceptance, leading to several countermark combi- 
nations. 


Ferdinand VII 4 Reales 1821 Mo-JJ MS64 PCGS, Mexico City 
mint, KM102, Cal-1098. From the conditionally scarce final date 
of this popular series, the piece at hand bears the finest grade 
assigned to the type by PCGS. Confident original luster bursts 
out from beneath the surfaces’ stone-gray tone, embellished by 
electric blue and and amber hues. Apart from a hint of weakness 
on the obverse bust, the example boasts an enviable state of pres- 
ervation rarely encountered. 


Ferdinand VII 8 Reales 1815 Mo-JJ MS63 NGC, Mexico City 
mint, KM111. Firm strike on gun-metal surfaces with peachy 
tones rippling across the fields. Cerulean creeping inward from 
the rims. 


Ferdinand VII gold 4 Escudos 1820 Mo-JJ AUSS5 NGC, 
Mexico City mint, KM146, Fr-54, Cal-163. A scarce final date 
issue, boasting clear fields that are Prooflike near the legends 
and no major imperfections worthy of notation. The piece at hand 
bears the second-highest grade assigned to this mint-year type by 
NGC, with no examples receiving a Mint State designation. 
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Ferdinand VII gold 8 Escudos 1811 Mo-JJ MS61 NGC, 
Mexico City mint, KM160, Cal-1786, Onza-1258.

A 
somewhat more fleeting War of Independence date, more often 
encountered from the Guadalajara mint on auction, due primar- 
ily to the paucity of surviving Mexico City-minted specimens 
surviving in meaningful condition. Presently the sole representa- 
tive to be recognized as Prooflike in the NGC census, with just a 
standard finish MS63 ranking finer, this offering appears flashy 
from every angle with prominent die polish in the fields. For 
comparison, we would note that we offered an MS61 in May 2021, 
which brought $3960. 


Ferdinand VII gold 8 Escudos 1821 XF Details (Obverse 
Scratched) NGC, Guadalajara mint, KM161.1, Cal-1748. Plain 
bust variety. From the chaotic War of Independence period, this 
scarce emission generally appears in low-to-mid level grades, 
being virtually collectible in any grade one can get their hands 
on. A wholly original offering, showing bold and well-defined 
motifs, with even highpoint wear, dressed in an antique-gold tone 
that occupies even the assigned mark in front of the bust, leading 
to believe it’s a period scar, perhaps to verify if the coin was regal. 


Ferdinand VII silver Specimen “Antequera Bishop Election” 
Medal 1814 SP63 PCGS, Grove-F22. 42mm. By F. Gordillo. 
Struck to commemorate the election of Antonio Bergosa y 
Jordan, Bishop for the Archdiocese of Antequera, Oaxaca, as the 
Archbishop of Mexico. Obv. Laureate head right, wearing Order 
of the Golden Fleece. Rev. Two standing warriors, representing 
Spain and the Americas. Below are the Spanish coat of arms, two 
worlds, and the fallen eagle of France. A beautiful representative 
of this scarce type with original luster, pewter patination, and 
silhouette toning. Particularly elusive in this state of preservation 
that is free of mounting. 


Augustin I Iturbide silver “Leon Proclamation” Medal 
1822 MS61 NGC, Grove-36A, Stickney-M48. 21mm. Struck 
confidently but slightly off-center, this offering retains much 
eye-appeal by exhibiting original luster that becomes Prooflike 
at the legends. A very scarce issue, represented here with NGC’s 
“top pop.” Clearly indicative of the political turmoil in Mexico 
and Central America following independence from Spain, with 
Leon in Nicaragua being one of the few municipalities pledging 
support for Iturbide, while its rival Granada wanted to ally with 
Guatemala City. 


Chihuahua 1/8 Real (Octavo Real) 1835/3 VF Details 
(Environmental Damage) NGC, K M318. A most interesting and 
scarce fractional denomination of Mexican state coinage, blessed 
with ample remnant detail and a grade qualifier most common to 
these issues. 


Republic Real 1833/2 Mo-MJ MS66 PCGS, Mexico City mint, 
KM372.8. The finest example graded by either PCGS or NGC, 
boasting semi-Prooflike fields that enliven the surfaces’ gun- 
metal toning. 


Republic 4 Reales 1843 Go-PM MS63+ PCGS, Guanajuato 
mint, KM375.4. Concave wings variety. A gorgeous minor that 
stands as a clear conditional outlier in the series, most rarely 
exceeding XF, with the next finest we have been able to locate 
coming to auction in the last decade being an AU58. Exceeded 
by a single MS64 at NGC, the coin contains visually pleasing 
charcoal accents along the contours of the devices, seeming to 
strengthen the overall detail and accentuate the satin texture of 
the fields.

Admittedly lightly marked in the fields to bound 
its designation, with some minor planchet adjustments through 
the eagle, the offering remains luminous and very well-struck, 
with mottled apricot toning over salt-gray surfaces.

The piece at hand is admittedly weakly struck in some areas, but 
this defect will likely be charming in the hands of a Cap and Ray 
collector. A substantial amount of underlying luster has been 
retained and overall, this representative remains immensely 
desirable as it sits among the top three examples graded by NGC. 


Republic gold 8 Escudos 1839 Mo-ML MS61 NGC, Mexico 
City mint, KM383.9. NGC’s “top pop” for this mint-year issue, 
gently reflective with subtle silhouette toning around the legends. 
Light rub at the highest point of the devices is consistent with the 
type and evidence of handling confirms the grade, but the piece 
nonetheless retains the charm of this collectible series. 


Republic gold 8 Escudos 1860 OA-AE AU Details (Spot 
Removed) NGC, Oaxaca mint, KM383.10. Rare hand and book 
issue from a scarce mint with scarce date, revealing muted luster 
and deep amber toning in legends. 


Republic gilt-bronze “Jose Joaquin de Herrera President of 
the Republic” Medal 1849-Dated UNC Details (Test Cut) NGC, 
Grove-95bp. 40mm. By J.J. Baggally. J. JOACHIM HERRERA 
R.P. PRAESES PRIMUM PRO SUBSTRUCT. LAPIDEM JECIT. 
ANN. MDCCCXLIC. Eagle with snake on top of filled upright 
cornucopiae, Crossed caduceus behind with palm and olive sprig 
wreath / QUEM / MEXIC. DECURION. ORDO / A FUNDAM. 
EXCITAT MACELLUM / DEUS / ET ABSOLVERE DUIT / 
ET SERVET DIUTISSIME STANTEM / FRUATUR UT EO /

Maximilian 50 Centavos 1866-Mo MS62 NGC, Mexico City 
mint, KM387. A relatively scarce denomination from a one-year 
type, exhibiting mottled gunmetal toning dressed in a veil of 
champagne and carnation hues, all illuminated by abundant cart- 
wheel luster. 


Maximilian gold 20 Pesos 1866-Mo AU55 PCGS, Mexico 
City mint, KM389, Fr-62. From a total mintage of only 8,274. A 
fleeting issue from the short-lived imperial reign of Maximilian 
I, struck only a year before his execution in 1867. Showing fully- 
engraved devices, very sharp for this somewhat crude issue, with 
its surfaces occupied by radiant lustrous fields. 


Maximilian silver “Restoration of the Order of Guadalupe” 
Medal 1866 MS61 NGC, Grove-125a. 33mm. 11.20gm. 
Obverse: Jugated busts of Maximilian and Carlota to the left; 
MAXIMILIANO Y CARLOTA EMPERADORES / 1866. 
Reverse: Figure of the Virgin of Guadalupe, surrounded by radi- 
ance and clouds; NON FECIT TALITER / OMNI NATIONI **. 
Struck during the French Intervention from 1861 to 1867, and 
dedicated to the interim emperor Maximilian of Habsburg, who 
restored the Order of Guadalupe in 1863, and his wife Carlota. 
The first of its kind that we have encountered, with substantial 
aesthetic appeal. The offering’s surfaces relay a high degree of 
luster, and its mid-relief devices have been rendered with pinpoint 
precision. The reverse is particularly attractive, boasting legends 
and a halo around Lady Guadalupe that are punctuated with glis- 
tening flame-orange, amethyst, and azure toning. 
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Republic 8 Reales 1866 C-CE MS63 NGC, Culiacan mint, 
KM377.3, DP-Cn23. Five-pointed star variety. Showing icy 
motifs, bold and crisp, upon glossy and semi-reflective fields, this 
untoned piece surpasses in quality its choice designation. 


Republic 8 Reales 1868 Go-Y F MS64+ NGC, Guanajuato mint, 
KM377.8, DP-Go50. Mint-fresh in practically every sense of 
the term, with such a clean flash in the fields that it very nearly 
creates a cameo-like light-dark contrast against the strong reliefs 
on the reverse. We would note that this coin was previously 
encapsulated as MS65 from ANACS, and unsurprisingly so. 


Republic 8 Reales 1884 Ga-AH MS66 Prooflike NGC, 
Guadalajara mint, KM377.6, Elizondo-527, DP-Ga69. By no 
means a type which is impossible to find in MS66, and yet a coin 
which could hardly be improved upon in any meaningful sense. 
Undeniably Prooflike, the offering practically begs to be exam- 
ined in hand, an oscillating glassy flash illuminating fine die 
polish in the fields that nicely silhouettes boldly rendered reliefs. 
For comparison, we would note that the Cape Coral example 
certified at a standard MS66, and while the D. Moore specimen 
achieved an MS661 on account of its toning, it hardly was more 
visually pleasing than this piece.

City mint, KM383.9, Fr-64. Glowing sun-gold surfaces and 
exceptionally sharp devices for the grade and type push the piece 
at hand toward a choice designation. A tiny divot on the obverse is 
the only discernable mark of consequence on an otherwise com- 
pelling offering. 


Republic gold 5 Pesos 1903 Mo-M MS64+ PCGS, Mexico City 
mint, KM412.6, Fr-128. A near gem representative that show- 
cases razor sharp devices and flashiness worthy of a Prooflike 
designation. Untoned on the reverse, but possesses small areas of 
raspberry toning on the obverse cap and ray design. 


Republic gold 10 Pesos 1871 Oa-E MS62 NGC, Oaxaca mint, 
KM413.8, Fr-136. A gorgeous representative from an early year 
of this series, displaying enviably sharp devices for the grade that 
are brought to life by effulgent, semi-Prooflike fields. Despite a 
uniform dispersal of friction, this specimen is firmly on the brink 
of choice preservation. 


Republic gold 20 Pesos 1871 Mo-M MS63 NGC, Mexico City 
mint, KM414.6. A conditionally challenging issue, presenting 
choice surfaces with satin lustrous fields and an abundant cart- 
wheel effect. 


Republic gold 20 Pesos 1896/9 GO-R MS66+ NGC, Guanajuato 
mint, KM414.4. An absolute gem. Mesmerizing reflective fields, 
ample die-polish lines, radiant cartwheel luster and frosty motifs 
barely describe the fantastic eye-appeal this piece presents in 
hand. Bearing a neat overdate variety, which could be explained 
by the die-engraver punching the last digit upside down, later re- 
punching it correctly. The sole finest of the date, across all mints, 
certified by NGC and PCGS combined. Other than the quality 
alone, With a prestigious pedigree, it’s a piece deserving of great 
collections.

Estados Unidos “Caballito” Peso 1911 MS64* NGC, Mexico 
City mint, KM453. Long ray variety. An effulgent blast white 
specimen, exactingly struck, and displaying semi-Prooflike 
fields worthy of its “star” designation. Ranks among the top 
tenth-percentile of the 240 representatives currently graded by 
NGC.
